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PREFACE 





THE contents of the present volume differ slightly from 
those of the preceding volumes of the Calendar. The 
Levant Papers are no longer included, but, on the other 
hand, the documents calendared are largely increased 
by the addition of the Irish State Papers preserved 
in the Record Office and of the Signet Books, the 
contents of which, with very few exceptions, consist of 
copies of letters to different officials in Ireland—practi- 
cally they are the Irish Letter Books. | 

As the entries relating to Ireland in the Entry Books 
are now calendared, it has been considered desirable to add 
the few which relate to Foreign and Colonial affairs. The 
Calendar therefore now includes all the contents of the 
Entry Books, whereas hitherto those which did not relate 
to purely Domestic affairs were omitted. 

The Papers of this year contain but little new historical 
information. The principal exceptions are—(i) the docu- 
ments, which show that as late as the summer of 1671, 
Richard Cromwell was considered by the Government of 
Charles II. so dangerous, that’ orders were given to secure 
and search the houses of several persons in and near 
London, who were suspected of concealing him, and? also 
to search his own house at Hursley; (ii) the curious 
series of notes,’ jotted down by Williamson, of the informa- 
tion received from Blood and others relating to the parties 
in London who were opposed to the established order in 
Church and State. Unfortunately those notes, being 
intended only for Williamson’s own use, are written in a 
very minute hand, with numerous abbreviations, so that it 
is frequently difficult or even impossible to make out 
words, especially proper names, with any certainty. 
Parts, too, have been so injured as to be quite illegible. 
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They contain, however, a good deal that is interesting, 
some particulars of which will be given hereafter. More 
of them will occur in the next volume of the Calendar. 

Parliament was sitting till 22 April, but the notices 
of its proceedings in the State Papers are few and 
unimportant. Some, such as the address to the King’ 
for preventing the growth of Popery, are printed in the 
Journals. In news-letters and letters the proceedings on 
the Subsidy and Excise Bills are occasionally noticed. The 
proceedings of the Committee of the Lords upon the 
assault on the Duke of Ormonde are sometimes men- 
tioned, and their passing the bill known as the Coventry 
Act.2. There is nothing in the State Papers concerning 
the famous dispute between the two Houses as to the right 
of the Lords to amend a Money Bill,—that for imposing 
impositions on sugar,—which was terminated by the proro- 
gation in April, neither House giving way. This proposed 
tax, however, was doubtless the occasion of several Papers® 
setting forth the cases of the English sugar planters and 
the sugar refiners in England, in which the refiners 
contended that the duty on white sugar should be four 
times that on brown, while the planters argued that the 
just ratio would be 23 to one. These Papers give a good 
deal of information about the sugar trade and manu- 
facture. The arguments adduced by either side illustrate 
the notions then prevalent about the nature of the advan- 
tages to be derived from commerce. Neither of the con- 
tending parties, it may be observed, says a word about the 
interests of the consumer in the question. There are no 
Papers directly relating to another famous controversy 
between the Houses, that caused by the dispute between 
Skinner and the East India Company, but there are two 
petitions to the King from Skinner,‘ praying for redress 
against the Company, and there is an information against 
him which alleges that, to revenge himself on the Com-

pany, he had proposed to the King of France to make him 
master of the Island of St. Helena. 

It may be observed that the receipts from the Subsidy 
on the whole fell considerably short of the estimate,’ the 
assessors in many places interpreting the Act in such a 
way as to return estates much below their real value, for 
instance, deducting all chimney money, cesses to church 
and poor, servants’ wages, and the necessary support 
of one’s family, and returning only the balance as 
the clear yearly value.” A sketch of a proposed answer 
from Lord Conway to the Lords Commissioners for 
assessing the peerage, shows the kind of excuses put 
forward.* 

Notices of the King appear on almost every page. 
Early in February he was at a great entertainment at 
Gray’s Inn, with most of the Court in masquerade.* His 
intended journey to Newmarket and Yarmouth was aban- 
doned on account of the death of the Duchess of York.°® 
Early in May he paid a visit to Chatham and Sheerness,® 
and went to Windsor on 26 May,’ where on the 29th, the 
anniversary of his birth and restoration, he held an in- 
stallation of the Order of the Garter,’ at which the King of 
Sweden and the Elector of Saxony were installed Knights 
by proxy. He remained at Windsor, occasionally coming 
to Whitehall on business for the day, till Thursday, July 
13th, when he went to Portsmouth.’ After visiting the 
ships there and trying his yachts, he sailed in his new 
yacht, the Cleveland, for Plymouth, where he arrived on 
Monday morning.” He viewed the harbour and Mount 
Edgecombe, and touched many people for the Evil, and 
sailed eastwards again on Tuesday evening. The wind, 
however, being contrary, he landed at Dartmouth on the 
21st," and returned to London by land. He stayed in 
London about two months, with occasional visits to 
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Windsor,’ Guildford,? Tilbury, and Epping Forest. He 
then journeyed to Norwich and Yarmouth, where he was 
observed to feed heartily on the sea-made herrings,* and 
was presented by the Corporation with a warp of golden 
herrings hung on a golden chain.’ After visiting Lord 
Arlington at Euston’—the visit described in Evelyn’s 
diary—he returned to Whitehall on October 20th.’ 

The Duke of York is frequently mentioned, but there is 
nothing about him of great interest. There are several 
notices of the illness of the Duchess, which was terminated 
by her death on March 31. A description of her funeral 
will be found on p. 177. Her only surviving son, Edgar, 
Duke of Cambridge, was in bad health, and died on 
June 9th,’ and on the 12th was buried very privately in 
Henry VII.’s Chapel.? Her youngest daughter, Katherine, 
was baptized on February 10th.” 

The visit of the Prince of Orange to England ended the 
middle of February, when he returned to the Hague.” 
Later in the year he visited the Great Elector at Berlin 
and Custrin,” having recovered from the ague mentioned 
in a news-letter of April.” 

On February 9 a warrant was issued for payment to 
him of 180,000/., in discharge of 40,000/., the marriage 
portion of his mother, the late Princess, and of 53,090/. 
due to him from the King and of the interest thereon, 
40,0007. to be paid the following Christmas and 20,0002. 
every succeeding half-year. A letter, five months later, 
of his secretary and agent, Huygens,” the celebrated 
mathematician and astronomer, shows the difficulties he 
had to contend with in getting this sum effectually as- 
signed on the revenue, notwithstanding the willingness of 
the House of Commons" to extend the period for which the 
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duty on proceedings at law was to be granted, in consider- 
ation of the said debt being ordered to be paid, and not- 
withstanding the affection the Prince had won by his 
conduct during his visit. 

Prince Rupert, in July, was appointed one of the com- 
mission to enquire into the settlement of Ireland.’ On 
November 17 he was granted a patent for his inventions 
for converting tools and other forged instruments and iron 
wire into steel, for softening cast iron so as to be wrought 
like forged iron, and for tincturing copper upon iron.” 

Engines for draining coal-pits and drawing up coals are 
mentioned in Capt. Straton’s petition,*® praying for a patent 
for them, but the petition does not show the nature of the 
invention. 

The country was on the whole in a tranquil condition 
during this year. In Worcestershire some riotous people, 
who called themselves Levellers,* but who appear to have 
had no political objects, their motives being partly robbery 
and partly mere wanton mischief, went so far as to attack. 
a house at night and shoot one of its defenders. Some of 
the minor culprits were fined and imprisoned at the 
January Sessions, and bills for felony and misdemeanour 
were found against the principals, who had fled, and it 
was believed the gang had been thereby broken up. 

Rioters at Saffron Hill, on Sunday afternoon, May 14, 
pulled down part of William Rogers’ house and attacked 
that of Justice Weld.’ The numbers were too much for 
the constables, and a detachment of the Horse Guards had 
to be sent for.* A disturbance at Newcastle, caused by the 
tumultuous assemblage of the keelmen, on the pretext 
of their ill-treatment by the masters of the colliers as to 
hire and wages, was suppressed by the Mayor and the 
Aldermen, with the assistance of Lord Widdrington.’ 

There was, however, a considerable amount of disaffec- 
tion towards the Government. This found expression in 
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the remarkable speech of Lord Lucas on the second read- 
ing of the Subsidy Bill." If the report in the State Papers 
represents what he really said, he complained of the want 
of money in the country, and declared that a few men 
were growing rich and flourishing, while many who had 
been imprisoned and sequestered were left without reward, 
and proposed that the rate of the Subsidy should be re- 
duced to 8d. in the pound. Though the report calendared 
appears to be taken from an edition printed in 1678, since 
the address to the reader refers to events that happened in 
in 1672, the speech, or what purported to be the speech, 
was extensively printed and circulated,’ although the 
House of Lords had ordered it to be burnt by the common 
hangman.’ One of Williamson’s informants in like man- 
ner speaks of the dissatisfaction of the gentry caused by 
their not being as high as others at Court, and especially 
by their being unrewarded for their sufferings.‘ Sir 
Thomas Player is a witness of the feelings of a different 
class. ‘‘ Last year, when the Act against Conventicles was 
** put in execution, the cry of that sort of people was that 
** both our consciences and purses are oppressed ... . 
« Since, . .. . the laws against Conventicles have been laid 
** asleep, and a moderate Lord Mayor has let the people do 
‘ what they list, now, upon the coming out of the Subsidy 
Act, these people, that meet when and as often as they 
‘ please in their private assemblies, cry out, ‘Oh, our 
‘ taxes! Oh, our burdens, more than the Egyptians,’” &c.° 

The search for Richard Cromwell has already been 
alluded to. On June 22 warrants® were issued to arrest 
nine persons and to search their houses for Richard 
Cromwell, and the next day a warrant was sent to Col. 
Rogers to search for him at the house near Winchester 
which formerly belonged to his father-in-law, and to bring 
him or any person suspected to be him under safe guard 
to Whitehall or Windsor. This was to be done with 
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all imaginable speed and secrecy, that the noise of it might 
not reach London till the thing was fully finished.1 The 
search, however, was without result, Col. Rogers report- 
ing that in England he might be, but not there.? A letter 
found on that occasion is printed on the same page, but 
apparently it only gives directions how R. Cromwell 
should be corresponded with under the name of Browne. 
Some of the Nonconformists were reported to have 
R. Cromwell’s secret. In July, Ludlow was said to have 
been seen at Loughton in Essex,‘ but this was probably one 
of the unfounded rumours noticed in Mr. Firth’s intro- 
duction to his edition of Ludlow’s memoirs. 

Blood’s attempt to steal the Crown on 5 May is nar- 
rated on p. 225. He was committed to the Tower with 
his accomplices, his son and Perrott, and on the 12th was 
examined by the King, the Duke of York, and others.’ In 
a letter to the King,* remarkable for its impudence, he 
accused Sir Thomas Osborne and Sir Thomas Littleton, . 
the joint treasurers of the Navy, of having instigated the 
attempt. It concludes: ‘‘ Not else, but am youre Majestie’s 
‘ prisoner, and if life spared, youer dutifull subjectt whose 
‘* name is Blood, which I hope is not that your Majestie 
** seeks after.” It is well known that he was released 
and pardoned, and taken into favour. In return he acted 
partly as a spy upon the various parties in the City who 
were opposed to the established order in Church and State, 
and partly as a medium of communication between them 
and the Government. Much curious information derived 
from him will be found in the notes by Williamson, to 
which attention has already been directed. 

On July 1 a meeting of Sabbatarians, or Fifth Mon- 
archy men, at Bell Lane, Spitalfields, was broken up by Sir 
John Robinson.’ Four of the ringleaders were committed 
to the Tower, 26 others to Newgate, and four appren- 
tices to Bridewell. Those in Newgate were tried at the 
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following Sessions, and, on their refusing to take the oath 
of allegiance, they were found guilty by the jury, and so 
their goods would be confiscated and themselves imprisoned 
during his Majesty’s pleasure.’ About the same time, the 
house at Houndsditch of Barrow, formerly a Cromwellian 
colonel in Ireland, who had married Major-General 
Harrison’s widow, was searched by warrant from Mr. 
Justice Morton, but Barrow and his company escaped by 
the connivance of the constable, himself a fanatic, 7.e. 
Nonconformist.” 

Notwithstanding the stringent laws against Conventicles 
the Dissenters continued to meet, the authorities in some 
places discouraging proceedings against them. Thus from 
Dover a correspondent writes, “‘The Mayor winks at all 
‘* Conventicles, and at the law and charters too, so we are 
** a sad divided people, and without a speedy remedy from 
«« his Majesty we shall be worse.”’* The following month, 
however, “ the Mayor and Jurats caused the Anabaptists’ 
“ pulpit, forms, and benches to be pulled down and hung 
‘ padlocks on the doors, but on Sunday morning betimes 
‘ the staples and locks were broke off, and the Anabap- 
‘ tists went to their old trade again. At the Presbyterian 
‘** meeting-house we could not get in; those that hired it 
* were so obstinate that they would not open the door.” 4 
The Mayor, “guided by a party, some Quakers, many 
«« Anabaptists, and most of them Nonconformists and 
‘* excommunicated persons,”*® in October summoned a 
meeting of the freemen to alter the government of the 
corporation, but he was cited to appear on November 20th 
before the Lord Warden, who made an order that hence- 
forth vacancies in the Common Council be filled up by the 
Mayor and Jurats, and vacancies among the Jurats by the 
Mayor and Jurats from the Common Councilmen.® There 
is a long narrative,’ inserted under the date of 25 Janu- 
ary, but which should have been placed in the previous 
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November, relating how after 1666 the Nonconformist party 
got the upper hand in the corporation at Great Yarmouth, 
and how they proceeded to hold public meetings without 
any steps being taken to restrain them. Out of 12,000 
communicants estimated to be in that town, not 500 had 
received the Sacrament. In September, however, the 
Nonconformists were much discouraged by the election of 
Sir Thomas Medowes as head bailiff, concluding that their 
meetings, which had very much increased, would now be 
put by.’ At Taunton Conventicles were very numerous, 
and no course was taken to bring them to obedience to the 
law. The anniversary of the raising of the siege in 1645 was 
celebrated with great solemnity. The shops were generaily 
shut, and a bonfire was made in the middle of the town.? 
At Gloucester the Mayor removed a trophy erected over 
the south gate, to commemorate the deliverance of the city 
by Essex in 1643, with the motto, “A city assaulted by 
** man but saved by God,” and replaced it with the King’s 
arms.* At this place party spirit ran very high. Dr. Field- 
ing, an Alderman, was disfranchised by a small majority of 
the Common Council, to the great joy of the loyal party.‘ 
The Mayor, Dr. Fowler, summoned a meeting to elect 
another Alderman, but could not procure a quorum, the 
opposite party refusing to attend. Consequently no new 
Mayor could be elected, there being only ten Aldermen, 
and the charter requiring eleven.’ The Mayor convened a 
meeting of the Aldermen and Common Council at one on 
October 2, for election of a new Mayor and officers, sum- 
moning them to attend morning service at the Cathedral 
at ten. He and his party accordingly met there, but 
during the service the opposite party met and elected 
Alderman Bubb as Mayor, and chose two sheriffs and other 
officers of their own faction. When Dr. Fowler and his 
party proceeded to the Council Hall at one, as was ap- 
pointed, they were met by a cry that the election was 
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already over, and by a demand for the-sword and maces. 
On Fowler’s refusal to surrender them to one whom he did 
not consider to be the King’s lieutenant, a hubbub arose, 
and harsh words and some blows were exchanged. Dr. 
Fowler, however, forced the door of the chamber, which 
had been closed, and carried the sword and maces to his 
own house. The opposite party remained in the chamber, 
and swore in their Mayor and sheriffs.!| These proceedings 
were naturally resented by the Government. On the 9th 
Dr. Fowler was ordered to continue as Mayor, till the 
matter of the late pretended election was determined by 
the Council, and the Marquis of Worcester was enjoined 
to prevent further disorders in the city,? and on the 21st 
a serjeant-at-arms was despatched to arrest Bubb and 
bring him before the Council,? who decided that the 
charter was forfeited, and on November 28th it was sur- 
rendered to the King.‘ 

A Worcestershire letter describes one method adopted | 
by the Conventiclers to protect themselves, namely, the 
bringing actions against informers, and putting them to a 
ruinous expense in costs. Another expedient was, for a 
convicted person to remain where he was, but to remove 
all his goods into another county, so that the penalty could 
not be levied, as no certificate could be sent to a justice in 
the county where the goods were, the man not having 
been an inhabitant there, and not having fled thither since 
conviction. The writer suggests that provisions should be 
introduced into the new Bill against Conventicles to pro- 
tect informers, and to meet the above case of the removal 
of goods.® 

This Bill, increasing the severity of the previous Acts, 
passed the Commons, and was read a second time in the 
Lords early in April,® but further proceedings on it were 
stopped by the prorogation. 

Of all the Nonconformist sects the Quakers were per- 
haps the greatest sufferers. The petition of those at 
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Nottingham to the King and Parliament’ shows the op- 
pressions they were exposed to from informers and others, 
and the pathetic letter and petition of Ambrose Rigge,? 
who had been imprisoned for ten years because he dared 
not go against his conscience by swearing, cannot be read 
without sympathy. One is glad to know that he was 
released in the following year. Yet their policy of passive 
resistance had sometimes a ludicrous side. When a con- 
stable demanded the names of eleven whom he did not know 
at a meeting at Pakefield, near Lowestoft, they refused to 
give them. On his procuring a warrant to bring them 
before a justice, they refused to go, on the ground that the 
warrant required him to bring them. The constable then 
got a cart, but, they not being free to go in themselves, 
** the constable with his assistants were forced to put 
“ them in. The first put in were so cross that they would 
“ lie at their length, so that they could not stow half of 
them, whereon the carter laid them one upon another, 
but this not being for their ease they then sat up. At 
the justice’s door they could not persuade them to come 
out of the cart, on which the carter cast off the belly- 
band, lifted up the tibbs of the cart, and so threw them 
out all together, which so cooled their courage that, 
coming before the justice, they all gave in their names 
and were dismissed for the present.’’® One notice occurs 
of their leader Penn, described as the great opinionist. 
On October 24th he landed at Harwich from a packet-boat 
from Holland, and presently associated himself with the 
Quakers there.* His namesake and kinsman, the Clerk of 
the Cheque at Kinsale, is however mentioned several times. 
Allusion has already been made to Williamson’s notes, 
from which some extracts will now be given. On Septem- 
ber 21 he notes :— 


“If the Savoy business had taken effect, there had not been a fanatic in 
England. Congregations are now come to ride their teachers, and make 
them do what they will. If you will not preach to us, another shall. The 
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people grow more fanatic ; all the Presbyterians are growing to Indepen- 
dents, and so must the teachers. Pres[byterians] engaged (?) in a choice 
of younger preachers, that shall come out of the country to London (?), 
that shall lead them, &c. The K{ing] to allow them something. The 
right ministry is to be affectionate and without notes The City 
look on the correspondence with France as Popish, to the destruction of 
the Protestant religion. The Scots will be firm against this conjunction. 
. . . . Jones and Lockyer, a shrewd fellow, corresponds with the Dutch, 
as he and Bl{ood] did. He shuffled away Richard [Cromwell ?] while 
Bl[ood] was in hold. Mr. Jekell put Bl[ood] after L{ord] Ormonde’s 
business to have killed the K[ing] at the H[ouse] of Lords with 300 men. 
.. .. He had men there ready to do it.”? 


On November 2 Williamson notes that the greater 
part, though not the most important, of the Conventicles 
now meet publicly, the prorogation of Parliament in 
September till October 1672 having cut off their hopes 
of obtaining a legal right of meeting. It was suggested 
that the new Lord Mayor should connive at private 
meetings, but only as his own act, and not let it be sup- 
posed to come from the King, which would be said to arise 
from impotency and fear. The dilemma was that con- 
cession would be construed as due to fear, while repression 
by force would exasperate them. It was also suggested 
that their going into meeting-houses was instigated by 
agents and partisans of the Dutch in London. 

Two days later it was proposed that the Lord Mayor 
should say,— 

“ That he is going to meet his government and affront to the laws at 
once. All the last year’s meetings forbare. Now he finds them meet 
again. None met. If they reply, we have issued the summons to our 
members and cannot conveniently contradict them now, but we will meet 
no more after to-morrow, this may suffice.” ® 

On the 9th Ennys, an agent of the Nonconformists, is 
said to have been with the King the previous night to 
desire the same liberty to all as to others, #.e., to the 
Quakers. Either the Quakers should be kept from meet- 
ings, or others more sober, as Independents and Presby- 
terians, be permitted to meet. The Lord Mayor had been 
with the King on Monday the 5th, and the ministers met 
him afterwards, and apprehended that he was satisfied with 
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them, as they were with him. The last Lord Mayor was 
said to have received a message from the King to waive 
meetings, but he immediately went to the King, who left 
all to his discretion.’ 

On the 11th Dr. Butler informed Williamson that 
Ennys was with— 


“the King Wednesday night, and conveyed (?) to him several of the meeting- 
house ministers sent to by Lord Mayor on Monday, and prayed liberty for 
the great meeting-houses. The King answered he could not. That he 
had all tenderness, but could not. That they must order their meetings 
discreetly, that they may strengthen my hands and not weaken them. Yet 
they resolve to go into their meeting-houses.” 


In Butler’s opinion they were going into a Dutch war 
with more disadvantage than the last, as it was supposed 
they were going into it for the sake of the French. The 
merchants did not admit they were aggrieved by the 
Dutch, but thought it a French trick. Care should be 
taken lest the Dutch should land, and take some head of 
the Nonconformists to lead them. The seamen were 
dissatisfied. The meeting-house people had been viewed 
by the Doctor and were— 


“a stout, sturdy, dissatisfied people. He feared they have still more heart 
and indignation against the Government than some seem to tell us. He 
concluded—whether not better for the King now of himself to offer what 
is capable to content them. Less will do it now than hereafter, when 
stresses are greater with the King. This was the King his father’s case. 
If you care to capitulate with the fanatics, &c., they will never agree 
to reason. N.B. In Ecclesiasticals it is apprehended the King has all 
power, he is supreme, the Parliament has no part in it. In Civils it is 
otherwise.” 


Dr. Butler suggested— 


“Ordination of the ministers to be only according to the Established 
Church, none to be ministers or teachers but who have graduated in the 
Universities. (There are now many private studies tanguam Colleges.) 
The King’s declaration to be the rule, or all to be as in Queen Elizabeth’s 
time. It is dangerous to leave so considerable numbers dissatisfied, The 
King has in his prerogative power to settle Church matters as he will. ‘To 
leave all as Queen Elizabeth did will make a good rule. All that shall not 
come into it, to be deprived of offices, incapacitated to elect or be elected, 
&c. Provide against private ordination, and let none be ministers but of 
the Universities.” ? 
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On the 16th Williamson notes that— 


“ Notwithstanding what my Lord Mayor said, Vincent, who was per- 
sonally with Lord Mayor and with the King, met on Sunday, and so did 
everybody else. Others not gone in say when called on to go in, that they 
do not at all desire it, but they foresee their people will force them in, if 
others continue to goin. N.R. Those gone in are young heads, teachers 
and people, and so apter to all sudden impressions.” 


It was assumed by them that they had a connivance 
from the King and the Lord Mayor. They understood the 
King’s saying, he hoped they would manage their meetings 
discreetly, meant that they should forbear public meet- 
ings, but said that having once gone in they could not 
justify themselves to their people, for giving up meet- 
ings, except they yielded to force. It was suggested that 
the King should ascertain from the Lord Mayor— 


“the effect of his warning to the meetings; if they forbear. If the King 
finds from him they do not, then to repeat to him the King’s earnestness 
and peremptory resolution to have it done. If he says they do forbear, 
then the King to let him understand that he fears abuse, and give my Lord 
Mayor a charge and enjoin him to see it done. If he finds difficulty in it, 
then to recur to the King for strength. Ennys to be called too, and the 
same said to him, so as he to intimate it to the meetings as the King said. 
Lord Mayor—to have it hinted to him that he represent to the meetings, 
that if by their obstinacy the King should be brought to use force, it 
might even be an occasion that the liberty of meeting in private be denied 
them.” ? 


The 23rd Williamson notes as follows :— 


“The Nursery in London. Pull down that and coffee-houses, and 
nothing can be more to the establishment of the government. ‘The City 
government is too lax already. The citizens already, even those that are 
of the Church of England, prefer to have fanatic children, rather than 
those bred in their own way. If the two nurseries in Barbican and 
Bunhill be not taken away in a year, expect a disorder. The apprentices 
are already grown too heady. Advised to take them away now upon the 
pulling down meeting-houses. The King’s answer to the Lord Mayor, 
that playhouses should be pulled down when meeting-houses were, had un 
ill interpretation, and has done disadvantage.” 


Since the fire, the fanatics had increased because of the 
want of churches, and because the City preachers were not 
generally well thought of, as they did not preach judici- 
ously and affectionately.’ 
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The Nursery above mentioned is probably explained by 
an allusion in Pepys’ Diary, 2 August, 1664: ‘Tom Killi- 
“ orew is setting up a Nursery, that is, is going to build 
‘¢ a house in Moorfields, wherein he will have common 
“* plays acted.” The previous March a licence had been 
granted to William Legg to erect a nursery for breeding 
players under the oversight of Sir W. Davenant and 
T. Killigrew. (Calendar S.P. Dom., 1663-4, p. 539.) 

There is but little in the Calendar relating to the 
Church of England. The consecration of a new church 
at Stepney is recorded,’ and the Bishop of Lincoln gives 
an account of the visitation of his diocese. He found the 
gentry and people well satisfied at his sacrificing officers 
who exacted fees, as well as debauched ministers and 
half-conformists. Old and young of all qualities were 
very desirous of confirmation. The vast numbers con- 
firmed everywhere supported Williamson’s opinion that 
the people, if left to themselves, were strongly for the 
present Church government, and that the noise against 
it proceeded from not many mouths. The number of 
parishes in which there was not one Separatist was re- 
markable. He had taken steps to bring catechising on 
Sunday afternoons into the place of preaching, and the 
clergy everywhere cheerfully undertook it, and also to read 
the Litany Wednesdays and Fridays. 

In March the Parliament presented an address to the 
King,’ praying him to take measures to restrain the growth 
of Popery, and a proclamation‘ was accordingly issued, 
banishing all priests and Jesuits by the 1st of May follow- 
ing, and ordering the laws against Popish recusants to be 
putin execution. From Bedfordshire, in May, came a wild 
story, which, however, Lord Sandwich thought important 
enough to be sent to Lord Arlington, of Popish gentlemen 
in Norfolk keeping 30, 60, and 80 horses apiece in vaults 
underground in readiness for a rising.* 
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Numerous letters to Williamson occur from his corre- 
spondents at both the Universities, those from Oxford 
naturally predominating ; his new buildings at Queen’s, his 
own college, are mentioned several times; Dr. Fell, the 
Dean of Christ Church, in one letter’ hoping that the under- 
taker or contractor he is employing will be diligent and 
honest, and one who will make his gain out of the labour of 
those he employs, and not from the work. But most of 
the Oxford letters relate to the University Press. The 
contract with the Stationers’ Company was to expire at 
Lady Day, 1671-2, and Dr. Fell and Dr. Yates, the 
Principal of Brasenose, proposed to make an offer to the 
University to take it over on the same terms as the Sta- 
tioners, and invited Williamson and Sir Leoline Jenkins 
to join with them. The offer was at first rejected by the 
University,? mainly in consequence of the opposition of 
Dr. Barlow, the Provost of Queen’s, but was afterwards 
accepted,* and Dr. Marshall was despatched into Holland 
to procure types, &c., on behalf of the new undertakers. 
One of the first proposals submitted to them was by 
Dr. Hyde, the University Librarian, for an additional 
volume of Walton’s Polyglot, to contain the Armenian 
and a portion of the Coptic version.‘ 

The most important of the Cambridge letters relate to 
the election, in May, of the new Chancellor in the room of 
the Earl of Manchester, deceased.’ The election ended in 
the unopposed return of the Duke of Buckingham ; Lord 
Arlington’s friends had thought of proposing him, but 
desisted on finding his chance was hopeless, his rival 
being first in the field. Dr. Cudworth, the Master of 
Christ’s, the author of the Treatise concerning Eternal 
and Immutable Morality, and of the Intellectual System, 
wrote to Williamson to excuse himself, having with the 
majority of the University already pledged himself to 
support the Duke, before any mention was made of Lord 
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Arlington.' An account of the installation of the new 
Chancellor will be found on p. 306. 

There is also an amusing account of the ‘“‘ Westminster 
trick,”’ played by Maidwell, a Johnian undergraduate, 
formerly at Westminster School, on Perry, a busy in- 
former against fanatic meetings. Perry had given the 
Master of St. John’s a paper of complaints against Sir 
Thomas Sclater, for want of vigour in enforcing the laws 
against Conventicles, which he desired to be presented to 
the King. The Master kept the paper, but Maidwell 
counterfeited a letter from the King to Perry, desiring 
him to charge Sir Thomas to be more active, and to show 
this letter to the Mayor, and sealed it with a crown piece. 
Perry accordingly showed the letter to the Mayor, who 
thought it genuine, and then to the Master, who at once 
detected the cheat. Maidwell was committed by the Vice- 
Chancellor, and examined. As nothing further appears 
about him, it may be hoped that he was pardoned on the 
Master’s intercession.” 

The requests by Williamson for transcripts of MSS.' at 
Oxford and Cambridge—especially of some in the Parker 
Collection at Corpus—was made, as appears from letters in 
the Foreign Series of State Papers, on behalf of Mabillon 


and other learned Benedictines, of whom he was a friend 


and correspondent. 

There are numerous mandates to the Universities to 
confer degrees, and to particular Colleges to elect the royal 
nominees to fellowships and scholarships, an abuse of which 
the most famous instance is the Magdalen College case, 
in the reign of James II. Even Dr. Pearson, the Master 
of Trinity, only ventured to ask Williamson not to let a 
mandate in future be sent without previously acquainting 
him,‘ and when Chapman, whom the College had refused to 
appoint as a conduct or chaplain, obtained a mandate for a 
fellowship, “‘to the utter destruction of the next year, 
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‘“ numerous and very hopeful,” all that he and the Seniors 
did was to postpone the election from Saturday till Mon- 
day. Dr. Mapletoft alone, the Master of Pembroke, had 
the courage to disregard such mandates.” Nor were such 
letters addressed to the Universities only. Nothing was 
too great or too small to escape from being made the 
subject of a King’s letter. Instances may be found of 
such letters commanding the election of a favoured can- 
didate to a scholarship at Winchester,’ a bedesman’s place 
at Ely,‘ and even to a post requiring personal qualifica- 
tions, such as the Registrarship of the Dean and Chapter 
of Durham.’ Even an apothecary at Coventry procured 
a royal letter to the corporation, forbidding his election 
to the office of Mayor, on the ground of his attendance 
on royalists wounded at Worcester. This, however, was 
revoked, on the corporation’s representing that it was 
wounded rebels who had had the benefit of his services.’ 

In March, the City of London presented a petition 
praying that a nolle prosequi should be entered on the 
verdict obtained against them on the quo warranto brought 
against them by the Attorney-General at the instance of 
the Swedish Resident, to try their right to certain tolls 
known as water-bailage, inasmuch as the evidence of free- 
men had been rejected, as being persons interested ;* and 
in June a new trial was ordered, in which such evidence 
should be received.® 

In an action against Sir Samuel Sterling, the late Lord 
Mayor, Lord Chief Justice Vaughan decided that a poll 
could be demanded at the election to offices in the City, 
such as the Mastership of the Bridge House,” but this 
decision was reversed on a motion for arrest of judg- 
ment." 

The arrears of the Royal Aid and Additional Supply 
upon the parts of the City burnt in the great fire were 
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remitted, the City, in exchange, giving up the benefit of 
the remission of hearth-money granted by the declaration 
of 13 September 1666, and undertaking to make good 
the arrears of the Royal Aid and Additional Supply on the 
unburnt parts of the City.’ 

In September, the King signified his approval of the 
plan presented by the City of the proposed quay from 
London Bridge to the Temple, and granted to the City the 
land to be reclaimed, except the part between St. Paul’s 
Wharf and Baynard’s Castle, which was granted to the 
Dean and Chapter of St. Paul’s.’ 

The jealousy of the City about soldiers entering their 
liberties is noticed.® 

In April, a proclamation was issued forbidding the 
erection of any more new buildings in the suburbs of 
London and Westminster, and the completion, without a 
licence, of any commenced, inasmuch as on the Wind- 
mill Fields and those adjoining So-hoe, and in other places 
about the suburbs, many small and mean habitations had 
been lately erected, which were likely to prove common 
nuisances, by being used for noisome trades, and by becom- 
ing receptacles for a multitude of poor, to the damage of 
those parishes, and the making the government thereof 
more unmanageable, and also by choking up the air of 
the King’s palaces and parks, and endangering the water- 
supply to Whitehall.‘ 

In January, a licence, however, was granted to the Earl 
of Leicester to build on Leicester Fields and the Bowling 
Green, with a pardon for what had already been built.5 

The obligation on every householder to clean in front 
of his house, which was in force till three or four years 
ago, may have originated in the order that the Justices in 
London and Westminster should see that every inhabitant 
should constantly every morning clean their doors, the 
dirt to be immediately conveyed away by the scavenger.®

Xxiv PREFACE. 


Sir John Robinson, in a letter of 18 July,’ mentions the 
sequel of the case of the jurymen fined for the acquittal of 
Penn and Mead, known as Bushell’s case. When com- 
mitted for non-payment of the fine, they sued a writ of 
habeas corpus from the Court of Common Pleas, and were 
discharged by Sir John Vaughan, the Lord Chief J ustice. 
They were then released on bail, and the case was several 
times re-argued before all the judges, who finally, by a 
majority of eight to four, decided that they should be 
remanded to Newgate, as the cause, being a criminal one, 
was not cognizable in the Common Pleas, but in the 
King’s Bench, which Sir John Robinson observes was a 
business of great consequence to the Government. 

This reversal of the judgment of the Common Pleas is 
not noticed in Vaughan’s Reports or the State Trials, and 
has apparently been hitherto unknown. It will, however, 
be observed that the ground of the decision was solely 
the want of jurisdiction in the Common Pleas, and that 
the reversal did not in any way affect the question of the 
liability of jurors to be fined on account of their verdict. 

A report of Sir Leoline Jenkins, the Judge of the Court 
of Admiralty, advises that two prisoners, taken in a boat 
near Gravesend for exporting wool, should be tried by 
commission of oyer and terminer in the Admiralty, they 
having been apprehended below the lowest bridge on the 
river, and not in the body of any county.’ 

Papers relating to the Navy are found on almost every 
page, but most of them relate only to routine business. 
The Commissioners of the Navy were much hampered by 
want of money. From their statement to the Duke of 
York, dated 24 May,® it appears that there was a debt 
of 188,773/. from the previous year for repairs and com- 
pleting works unfinished, towards which the Treasurers of 
the Navy had no ready money. Though assignations 
amounting to 142,4887. had been made to meet that 
charge, they were not available for raising ready money. 
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The inevitable charge of the current year for the ordinary 
of the Navy, the victualling, &c., of the fleet, and for 
finishing certain vessels amounted to 513,354/., and, in 
addition, the expense of building certain ships and of 
works at Chatham and other dockyards, which were need- 
ful, and most of which had been resolved on, came to 
147,080/., towards which the Treasurers had, up to that 
date, received in money and assignments only 110,000/. 
The natural consequences of the want of funds were 
incessant complaints from the dockyards that works and 
repairs could not be proceeded with, as materials were 
wanting, and there was no money to buy them. The 
workmen were left without pay, and became mutinous 
and unmanageable. On March 11, Jonas Shish writes 
from Deptford,’ that the shipwrights and caulkers were 
enraged at the non-payment of their wages. The 
previous night the whole street by the yard was in an 
uproar, “and meeting with Mr. Bagwell, my foreman, 
** they fell on him, and it was only by God’s great mercy 
* they had not spoiled him. I was then without the 
“ gate . . . and, hearing the tumult, I did think 
* how Israel stoned Hadoram that was over the tri- 
** bute, and how King Rehoboam made speed and gat 
* him up to Jerusalem, so [ got speedily into the 
“ yard, for I judge if the rude multitude had met 
‘‘ with me, I should have had worse measure than 
‘* my foreman,” and on the same date Bagwell himself 
gives an account of the assault on him.? At Chatham, in 
November, the workmen struck and threatened to go to 
London, but were persuaded by the Master Shipwright to 
continue at work till an answer could be received from 
the Navy Commissioners.’ The visit of the King to 
Portsmouth was the means of procuring payment of part 
of the workmen’s pay, to prevent their clamour on his 
arrival. At Chatham these difficulties were aggravated 
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by the perpetual quarrels between Cox, the resident 
Commissioner there, and Pett, the Master Shipwright, 
who quarrelled about everything. The proper method of 
docking ships and the right of entering and discharging 
shipwrights were two unfailing bones of contention. The 
Commissioner charged Pett with idleness and neglect of 
his work ;' Pett complained that he was deprived of the 
necessary authority over his workmen, and declared that, 
as long as his command was eclipsed, he would resign his 
duty to the Commissioner, being unwilling to be made a 
nose of wax any longer.’ 

The scarcity of money was felt by the victuallers also. 
The charge for victualling for the year 1671 was 76,736/., 
the total of which was due in August, but up to the 11th 
of that month, orders had been received only to the 
amount of 66,068/., and money borrowed and received on 
them only to the amount of 36,000/., leaving 40,736/. 
unpaid.® 

In addition, Sir D. Gauden complained that assignments 
for victualling before 31 December 1668, amounting to 
over 91,000/., were still unpaid, and that over 45,000/. 
was due to him for disbursements not yet allowed.‘ 

A new victualling contract was made, to begin from 
1 January 1671-2, in which Sir T. Littleton, Sir D. 
Ashburnham, and Josiah Child were joined with the 
two Gaudens.° 

By an Order in Council of 11 July, the method in which 
payments were to be made in the Navy Treasurer’s Office 
was regulated, and it was appointed that there should in 
future be only one Treasurer,’ and on 22 Sept., Sir Thomas 
Osborne, who had been joint-treasurer with Sir T. Little- 
ton, was appointed to execute the office alone, and granted 
the reversion thereof after the Earl of Anglesey, who had 


been suspended.’ 
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* The Mediterranean fleet, in May, won a great victory 
over the Algerines. Sir Edward Spragg found seven of 
their men-of-war with three prizes at Bugea, protected by 
castles and a boom across the entrance of the harbour. 
For some days the wind was unfavourable, but on the 8th 
he stood in, and, after battering the forts and ships for an 
hour, sent in three boats, which cut the boom. A fireship 
was then sent in, and the wind freshening, set all the 
Algerine men-of-war and prizes on fire, which continued 
till they were all completely burnt.' Of the boats, that 
from the Mary was sunk, and every man in the Admiral’s 
boat was killed or wounded, except Mr. Harman, who had 
cut the boom within half pistol shot of the biggest castle.? 
An Algerine twenty-gun ship was likewise forced ashore 
near Tadellis, and burnt by her men, to prevent her from 
falling into the hands of the English.* The Algerines 
were said to be much disheartened by this defeat, and to 
be so weary of the war, that a conspiracy (which was, how- 
ever, discovered) was formed to kill the Dey and his 
ministers.‘ 

The base of the operations of the Mediterranean fleet 
was Port Mahon. Several letters from Richard Gibson 
describe the works and buildings in progress there, for the 
storage of provisions and various naval stores. These 
buildings were carried on at first with the allowance and 
even the approval of the Governor, who, however, on his 
approaching recall, fearing that his action might be 
misrepresented at Madrid, desired that part of the wall 
should be pulled down.’ On Gibson’s refusal to comply, 
the Governor withdrew his demand, but, the next time that 
provisions were to be landed, he prevented it by force.® 

Two galleys were built this year at Genoa and Leghorn, 
for service at Tangier against the Barbary. corsairs.’?’ On 
p- 351 is calendared a Paper containing a list of the 
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officers and men required to work a galley, with the pay 
and expenses allowed by the French King, and also a 
scheme for establishing a bagnio at Tangier for the slaves. 

Notwithstanding the defeat at Bugea, several notices 
occur of ships taken or attacked by Algerines. An 
account of the gallant defence made by the Swallow 
against an Algerine of much superior force will be found 
on p. 536. 

Several notices occur of Christian captives in Algiers. 
One, a Dutchman, swam off and escaped to the English 
after the fight at Bugea,! and three Englishmen escaped 
from Algiers itself on a sort of raft of two bullock-hides, 
bound between four spars like a picture frame. They 
were fortunately picked up by an English man-of-war 
that was cruising in the Bay.? On the outbreak of war, the 
English Consul at Algiers was thrown into chains, and 
was reported to have been put to death,® but this report 
proved to be unfounded.* Notices occur of briefs for 
raising money for the redemption of captives.° In the’ 
diocese of Lincoln, a rumour was circulated that the brief 
was a cheat, and that the money was to be otherwise em- 
ployed. The Bishop asked the Archbishop of Canterbury 
to bring the matter before the Council, that the spreaders 
of such rumours might be made examples of.° 

Among the miscellaneous letters of interest, the first 
place is due to four from John Evelyn, hitherto, I believe, 
unpublished. The first’ relates to his projected History of 
the Late War with Holland, which was never completed. 
Annexed is a synopsis* showing “ the chief heads or titles 
** which I propose to myself, in the contexture of the his- 
** tory of the late war with Holland, humbly submitted to 
** his Majesty’s animadversions,” containing heads of politi- 
cal transactions between England and Holland from 1585 
to 1671. The second ® gives his reflections on Sir Thomas 
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Clifford’s recent loss of his eldest son in Italy, which had 
recalled the loss of his own son thirteen years before. He 
also mentions that he had finished nearly a hundred sheets 
of paper of his History, and speaks of the continued im- 
portunity of Father Patrick, the Queen’s Confessor. In 
his own opinion the Articles of the Church of England are 
articles of peace, she does not disallow modest liberty to 
her sons, where the sense is tolerable. The third, to the 
Navy Commissioners, remonstrates against the projected 
mast dock at Deptford near his dwelling, on the ground of 
the injury which will be caused by the noxious vapours 
from it. The fourth’ requests Williamson’s assistance in 
procuring the degree of M.A. for Mr. Alderson, the 
reader at Deptford. 

Dr. South, the famous preacher, makes some remarks 
about Dr. Fell, of whom he apparently had much the same 
opinion as the author of the well-known epigram.* 
Huysman, the artist, requests Williamson to accept the 
portrait he has painted of him.‘ Sir Samuel Morland 
writes about the grant he had received out of the Excise 
in London and Westminster.’ Robert Boyle, the natural 
philosopher, petitions for the remission of the quit rents on 
certain impropriations in Ireland.’ An offer of Isaac 
Vossius to assist the University in an edition of the 
Septuagint or Josephus is mentioned in a letter of 
Dr. Fell’s.” Besides the letter of Huygens already men- 
tioned (p. iv.), there is another, probably to Lady Arlington, 
accompanying a present of a telescope, as like that which 
the King had accepted, as if she should have twins (as the 
writer wishes) they would be to each other.’ There isa 
letter from Lancelot Addison, the father of the essayist, 
and two books by him are alluded to.’ Sir William Temple 
writes about the plate he had received on his embassy to 
Holland,” which was afterwards granted to him." An 
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answer is submitted to the Royal Society refuting the 
propositions of Thomas Hobbes with regard to infinites, 
squaring the circle, and the root of a square.’ There are 
several letters to Samuel Pepys, and one from him, but 
they all relate only to business of the Navy. In them 
his name is spelt in no less than seven different ways, 
one of which, Pyps,? does not occur among the seventeen 
variations given by Mr. Wheatley in the preface to his 
edition of the Diary. In one also he is called Sir Samuel, 
and in two John, and William. Thomas Burnett, after- 
wards the author of the Theory of the Earth, was granted 
a renewed licence to travel for the benefit of his health.’ 

Among the miscellaneous items of news may be men- 
tioned the following. A woman apprehended near Looe, 
in Cornwall, as a witch, was said to have confessed that 
she had hindered the Duke of York from prosecuting his 
victory over the Dutch, that she was the cause of the 
Queen’s barrenness, and that she had caused the bull to 
kill Col. Robinson, because he persecuted Nonconformists, © 
being herself a Presbyterian or ‘‘ Baptize.”” She was dis- 
covered ‘‘ by cattes dancing in the air, and inviting one of 
her neighbours to the same craft.”’ Some, however, said she 
“was maze and confessed anything.* One is glad to learn that 
the latter view prevailed at the assizes, and that the poor 
wretch was discharged.° A remarkable accident happened in 
the same county. Two men went out to shoot a fox that 
harboured near where they dwelt. Creeping through the 
bushes each mistook the other for the fox, and one fired, 
hit his neighbour in the head, and almost killed him.*® 
In Devonshire people attributed the continued rain to 
an attempt to drain Langor’s Pool, previous ineffectual 
attempts having always been attended with similar 
weather.’ A person of quality gives a relation of a grand- 
father, father, and son, of Hay, in Herefordshire, aged 
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respectively 117, 90, and 60 years, and says the two 
former lately walked from Hay to Hereford and back, 
seven miles each way.' A report spread through Leices- 
tershire that the King would seize all unbranded cattle, 
and the price of pitch in some places consequently rose to 
6d. a lb. This report was said to be spread, if not 
originated, by malcontents to make the Government un- 
popular. At Coventry it was reported that children 
were being spirited away to be killed, in order that the 
French King might be cured of a leprosy with their 
blood, which so frightened many people that they would 
not allow their children to go to school.® 

The following notices belong to a different class. A ship 
was said to have come from Virginia to England in twenty- 
one days from sight of one land to that of the other.* The 
return of the Sweepstakes from a voyage of discovery of 
twenty months to the South Sea is mentioned.’ Certain 
petitioners state that they had sent a vessel to fish for 
whales in the West Ice in latitude 781°, where never 
any English fished before, but where the Dutch usually 
employed 200 ships. 

Several duels are mentioned, among them, one, on 
5 February, between Mr. Fenwick and Mr. Churchill,® 
afterwards the great Duke of Marlborough, in which the 
latter received several wounds, but none of them were 
dangerous. 

There are many notices of disputes about salutes and 
about striking the flag, between the English and other 
nations, and also between other nations. Of these the 
most important is the case of the Merlin yacht, which, 
when bringing over Lady Temple from Holland, was 
ordered to force the Dutch fleet to strike to the King’s 
flag. Her commander, Capt. Crow, was sent to the 
Tower,’ for failing to do his duty against the Dutch, but 
was soon afterwards released.® The non-compliance of 
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the Dutch was one of the reasons alleged for the de- 
claration of war against them the following year. 

The Irish Papers are numerous and interesting. In 
January Col. Talbot, afterwards the notorious Duke of 
Tyrconnell, as agent of the Irish Roman Catholics, pre- 
sented a petition to the King, praying for the appointment 
of a Commission to examine their grievances, and a stop on 
further grants of lands still undisposed of in Ireland,* which 
petition, on the 18th, was referred to a Committee.’ This 
attempt to upset the Acts of Settlement and Explanation 
naturally caused great alarm to the persons whose titles 
were founded on those Acts; and on the 10th of the fol- 
lowing month a petition was presented to the Lord Lieu- 
tenant and Council, on behalf of the adventurers, soldiers, 
and others who had received settlement in lands under 
the said Acts. It urged that such attempts would dis- 
courage improvements, trade, and manufactures, would 
hinder the payment of the year’s value, and would indis- 
pose the tenants to pay their rents, and would prevent 
Englishmen and others from settling in Ireland. A duel 
between Sir W. Ingoldsby, one of the petitioners to the 
Lord Lieutenant, and Mr. Cusack, Col. Talbot’s nephew,* 
showed the heat and animosity between the old and the 
new landholders. 

The Committee, on June 22, reported that they were 
unable to give a full report, as many necessary papers and 
other evidence were not before them,* and a new Commis- 
sion with fuller powers was appointed on August 1st,® which, 
on 22 September, ordered a stop of all grants of land in 
Ireland till their report should be made.® Full accounts 
of all these transactions are to be found in Carte’s Life of 
Ormonde, vol. 2. 

The condition of the Treasury was deplorable. The 
revenue for the half-year, ending Michaelmas 1670, 
amounted to 77,250/., while the charges for the civil and

military establishments were 150,202/. 17s. 01d., leaving a 
deficit of 72,9527. 17s. O1d., and at the same date there 
was a debt of 245,510/. 5s. 21d. To remedy this state 
of things, an agreement was made with Lord Ranelagh 
and his partners by which they undertook the manage- 
ment of the whole Irish revenue for a term of years ;? in 
June a stop was put on all payments from the Irish Ex- 
chequer,*® and in September on all warrants for payments 
except those in the civil and military establishments, or 
those undertaken by Lord Ranelagh and his partners.‘ 
Under these circumstances complaints of the high rate of 
exchange were naturally frequent,’ and the evil was aggra- 
vated by the Acts prohibiting the importation of Irish 
cattle into England,‘ and preventing a direct trade between 
Ireland and America, Africa and Asia.’ 

The Lord Lieutenant, Lord Berkeley of Stratton, came 
over to England on leave early in June, leaving the go- 
vernment to the LordsJustices,—Michael Boyle, Archbishop 
of Dublin and Lord Chancellor, and Sir Arthur Forbes,— 
returning again in September. He was well received at 
Court, and entertained the King and Queen at his house 
at Twickenham.’ On his journey to London, he received a 
challenge from Lord Windsor® (the reason for which does 
not appear), which resulted in Lord Windsor’s being com- 
mitted to the Tower for a few days. The notorious Lady 
Clanbrassil exercised a great influence over him, and 
there were rumours of a design to catch the King by her.” 

At Limerick and Cork, during the absence of the Earl 
of Orrery, the Lord President, the priests had set up not 
only Mass-houses but convents, but he presumed to rout 
them on his return, and declared that he would not suffer 
either Masses or other unlawful assemblies in any of the 
Munster garrisons.”

XXXiv PREFACE. 


Allusion is made to the action taken by the disaffected. 
Popish clergy against the signers of the Remonstrance, 
and there was an alarm of an intended rising of the 
northern Papists on Midsummer night, which, however, 
proved to be unfounded. On the alarm, Oliver Plunkett, 
the Roman Catholic primate, surrendered himself at Hills- 
borough, where he was kindly entertained and allowed to 
depart the next morning, the Lord Chancellor having 
desired his son-in-law, the commander there, to show him 
all the kindness he could, the writer, however, observing, 
‘* You may see how we are courting the Irish to cut our 
* throats, that have cut so many thousand before, and 
** are as ready now to do it as ever;”’ adding “‘it is ob- 
‘ servable among soldiers that after many false alarms 
** comes a true one at last, and many times when least 
‘ thought of.” 

Several notices occur of men raised in Ireland for the 
service of Louis XIV. Charles II., though authorising 
such levies, desired that they should be kept as secret as 
possible.? The articles between the French King and 
Sir G. Hamilton, brother-in-law of the well-known Comte 
de Grammont, show the terms on which a regiment was 
raised.® 

One Peter Bronsdon was sent over by the Navy Com- 
missioners, to see what timber was to be procured from 
Ireland. He inspected the woods at Kenmare and Dingle, 
and also those at Shillelagh in Wicklow. His reports were 
generally unfavourable, as he found much timber had 
been destroyed or spoilt by makers of brogues and barrel 
staves. Sir W. Petty’s woods at Kenmare were the best, 
but he did not succeed in coming to a bargain. Diffi- 
culties of carriage also arose, from the badness of the 
ways. However, he secured a shipload from Sir F. Hollis’s 
woods.° 

Complaints were made from Kinsale of the injury done 
to the fisheries by the encroachments of French fishing 
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boats, which could not be prevented as no King’s ship 
was stationed on that coast.’ A request for an extension of 
the close time was, however, sanctioned.” 

At Dublin, at the close of 1670, a bad accident occurred 
at the theatre. By the fall of the upper galleries, six people 
were killed and many others injured, among whom were 
the Lord Lieutenant and his wife and children.’ Early on 
20 May there was a great fire at the storehouse in the 
Castle, and the whole Castle narrowly escaped destruction. 
Anthony Hamilton, the author of the memoirs of Gram- 
mont, and Lord John Butler, the Duke of Ormonde’s 
youngest son, distinguished themselves by carrying a 
powder-barrel out of the burning building.* On July 12 
there was a riot, about 300 apprentices having attempted to 
break down the new bridge which was being built against 
the wish of the city, followed five days later by a more 
serious disturbance.’ When the prisoners were being con- 
veyed to Bridewell, a number of other apprentices attacked 
the escort on the Merchants’ Quay, and the prisoners 
escaped in the confusion. The soldiers then fired, killing 
three men and wounding several others. In July, the 
two Dublin Cathedrals, Christ Church and St. Patrick’s, 
received grants and confirmations of their lands, and of all 
their liberties and franchises.’ In May, payment was 
ordered to the Dean and Chapter of Christ Church of the 
arrears of rent due to them for the rooms where the 
Courts were held,® and the same month some useless metal 
was given to make a ring of bells for the same Cathedral.® 

Trinity College was empowered to erect its lands in 
Kerry into manors,” and on 24 October letters were ordered 
for the erection of the Free School at Oxmantown Green, 
since known as the Blue Coat School, on the model of 
Christ’s Hospital, St. Thomas’ Hospital, and Bridewell in 
London." 
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There are numerous petitions, letters, and orders for 
grants of lands, remissions or reductions of quit rents, 
and the like. The King’s letter of 23 January is a good 
specimen, and is interesting as relating to the well-known 
Wexford family of Colclough, and as showing the vicissi- 
tudes of the fortunes of a person transplanted into Con- 
naught.’ Several letters relate to the protracted litigation 
caused by the abduction, in 1668, by James Shirley, 
of Mary, daughter of the late Sir James Ware, the 
antiquary, who afterwards married Alexander Frazer. 
In July, Shirley was convicted of rape, but the convic- 
tion was quashed on account of a flaw in the indict- 
ment, repuit having been written for rapuit.2? Frazer 
and Shirley, in March, having met casually, had taken 
the law into their own hands. An account of the 
fracas between them, interesting from the notices of 
various localities in old Dublin, will be found on pages 
147, 148. 

There are a great many letters to Viscount Conway, 
mostly from his brother-in-law, Sir G. Rawdon, the ancestor 
of the Earls of Moira and Marquises of Hastings. The con- 
tents generally relate to family affairs, to the management 
of Lord Conway’s great estates near Lisburn, for which 
Sir George seems to have acted as agent, and to the new 
buildings at Portmore. As has occurred elsewhere in 
Ireland, the new stables were too grand for the existing 
house, and people thought his lordship would have to en- 
large it, to match the stables.* Some of the letters show, 
that difficulties with tenants existed even in those days. 
One who had got into arrears of 13/. 5s. had the farm 
taken from him, and let to new tenants at an increased 
rent of 50s. a year. Sir George observes, however, that 
** your rents were never got in as they are now, for I 
‘* have warned all the tenants that, if they clear not all 
“‘ within the half-year, I will re-enter, and not have any 
* such long reckonings any more that have made these 
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** troubles and differences.’’? Sub-letting too existed, Sir 
George in another letter remarking, “I have ordered to 
‘“‘ distrain for your rents, having no better way to meet 
“ with a great many tenants, but more Scotch under- 
‘ tenants that they have let to without licence, those that 
‘ have invited Scotch Presbyterian pretended ministers 
* to preach at Killulta.”® Much of the correspondence 
relates to the appointment of Lord Conway to the 
governorship of Charlemont. 

The Scotch Papers consist mostly of copies of warrants, 
Royal letters, and the like, contained in the Scotch War- 
rant Book. Most of them are of purely local interest, 
being warrants for charters of new infeftment of lands 
surrendered for the purpose. Among those in whose 
favour such warrants were granted occurs the name of 
Robert Grierson of Lag, said to have been the original of 
Sir Robert Redgauntlet in Wandering Willie’s tale in 
Redgauntlet.’ He was therefore probably born before 1655, 
the date given as that of his birth in the Dictionary of 
National Biography. A few, however, are more important. 

In January a new Court of Criminal Judicature was 
established, to consist of the Lord Justice-General and 
Lord Justice Clerk, and five Lords of Session.‘ 

The Bass Rock was purchased from Sir Andrew Ram- 
say, the Lord Provost of Edinburgh,’ and a small garrison 
placed in it, of which the Earl of Lauderdale was ap- 
pointed commander.® In a Paper calendared in the next 
volume, this transaction is spoken of as a job, the place 
being a worthless rock, good only for solan geese. A 
notice occurs of the hawks due to the King yearly from 
Orkney and Shetland.’ The poverty of the country ap- 
pears from a tender to farm the Customs and Excise for 
21,000/. sterling, the duty on foreign salt, however, being 
excluded.* The burghs of Dumfries and Tain were granted 
new charters.? Repairs and additions to Holyrood House 
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were ordered, for which some adjoining land was to be 
purchased from the Bishop and Dean of Edinburgh. The 
design of the new buildings was submitted to the King, 
who proposed several alterations.’ He also directed that the 
walls of the park at Stirling should be repaired, and that it 
should be stocked with deer, as he remembered having 
seen deer in it, and was informed, that in the times of his 
father and grandfather it was stocked with deer and wild 
cows.” Orders were also given for repairing Stirling Castle.* 
A grant to certain unnamed persons was ordered of the 
territory south of the Carolinas as far west as the South 
Sea, and of the island of Dominica, for the establishment 
of a colony, but it does not appear whether the grant was 
ever made.* Several grants occur of lands and property 
forfeited by persons who had taken part in the rebellion 
of 1666.° 
Edward Fountaine and his brother James were appointed 
Masters of the Revels in Scotland, and empowered to erect 
a theatre and form a company of players, with authority 
to issue licences for all public trials of skill in the science 
of defence, all puppet-shows, exhibitions of monsters, rope- 
dancers, and bear and bull-baiting; with a proviso, which, 
considering the condition of the stage in the reign of 
Charles II., was by no means unnecessary, that no play be 
acted, nor show exhibited or licensed, which contained 
swearing or profanity, or any passage offensive to piety or 
good manners.° 
In Scotland, as well as in Ireland, troops were raised 
for the French service. Several notices occur of Lord 
George Douglas’s regiment, among them one of a soldier of 
that regiment executed by martial law at Dunkirk,’ while 
a warrant empowers the Privy Council to authorise levies 
to be made in Scotland to recruit that regiment.® 
Warrants of 27 October authorise the translation of 
the saintly Leighton to the Archbishopric of Glasgow,° 
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a man singularly unlike his brother, Sir Ellis, the Secre- 
tary to the Lord Lieutenant. Letters describe how the 
latter, not content with ten guineas for passing the com- 
missions of certain officers, insisted on twenty, and even- 
tually got them, the writer remarking that he is worse 
than any Jew, and it’s a pity he should be suffered to 
compound so palpably for his bribes;* while another de- 
scribes how, after a dinner, he was sent back to the Castle 
as drunk as ever was man, and observes that the next day 
the Lord Lieutenant and the Lord Chancellor were very 
pleasant on him.? 

There are scarcely any private letters from Scotland. 
Two mention a mutiny apprehended among the soldiers 
at Glasgow for want of pay,® which, however, came to 
nothing on their receiving it.‘ 

A few Papers relate to the Channel Islands, but the 
only one that appears of interest is the Order of the States 
of Jersey of 27 July, appointing a committee to consider 
whether certain ordinances of the King and Privy Coun- 
cil, concerning the administration of justice in the island, 
were repugnant to their customs and privileges.’ An 
election of a jurat in Guernsey, disputed between two 
candidates who had received an equal number of votes, 
was decided by the Privy Council in favour of one of 
them.° 

Early in January Sir Thomas Lynch, who had distin- 
guished himself in Candia against the Turks,’ received his 
commission as Lieut.-Governor of Jamaica, with instruc- 
tions to seize and send to England his predecessor, Sir 
T. Modyford. His departure was delayed by illness and 
contrary winds, and he did not finally sail from Deal till 
April 6th. He reached Barbados towards the end of 
May, and Jamaica in July. He secured Sir T. Modyford 
by a stratagem, and sent him to England, where he 
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arrived the middle of November,? and’ was at once com- 
mitted to the Tower,’ to which his son Charles had been 
sent six months before.*® 

Notwithstanding that there was peace between England 
and Spain, there was war between them beyond the Line, 
or rather beyond the Tropic of Cancer. A letter of 
March 15th describes a descent of the Spaniards on 
Jamaica, and how they had confined the crew of a ship 
they had taken in the hold, and burnt ship and men.* The 
privateers of Jamaica retaliated by a great expedition 
under the famous Morgan, which sailed in December. 
They took the Castle of Chagres, and crossed the isthmus 
to Panama, which they took, plundered, and destroyed.® 
The Spaniards, however, saved the greater part of their 
treasure, having sent it on board some galleons which put 
to sea where the English could not reach them. 

On p. 368 will be found an account of the capture by 
a Spanish ship of an English ship, which was brought as 
prize into Carthagena, where many Englishmen had been 
confined for years, treated as slaves, and barbarously used. 

Major Banister was employed to withdraw the Eng- 
lish left at Surinam,® and sent the King a present of 
various arms and other curiosities obtained from the 
natives.” 

At the same time that Sir Thomas Lynch was ap- 
pointed Lieut.-Governor of Jamaica, Sir C. Wheeler 
was appointed Governor of the Leeward Islands. He and 
Sir Thomas Lynch touched at Dominica,’ which, with 
St. Lucia and St. Vincent, were still inhabited by the 
aboriginal Caribs, and were known as the Indian Islands. 
Their king, whose father was an Englishman, went on 
board Sir T. Lynch’s ship with a present of pine-apples. 
Another letter speaks of the friendly disposition of the 
natives towards the English.° 
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In the early part of the year, a contagious malady 
raged at Barbados. The symptoms were pains in the 
back and head.’ It attacked the negroes as well as the 
English, but was more prevalent among the men than 
the women. -On October 10th the island was visited by 
a hurricane, which did considerable damage.’ 

There is but little relating to the Colonies on the Ameri- 
can continent. A notice occurs of the discoveries made by 
an exploring party sent by the Governor of Virginia ;* and 
a woman in Maryland dressed herself as a man, and took 
to the road, but was wounded by a traveller whom she 
attempted to rob.‘ 

Notices of foreign affairs occur for the most part in the 
numerous news-letters. Rumours of a coming war be- 
tween France and Holland are frequent. Towards the 
end of April the King of France proceeded to Dunkirk, 
where an army of 30,000 men had been assembled, and 
were employed in strengthening the citadel there’ A 
portable bridge which they carried with them is noticed in 
one letter. A great number of persons of quality took the 
opportunity to visit London, where they were entertained 
by the Duke of Buckingham and others.’ Lord Bellasis 
and Mr. Vaughan were sent over by the King and the 
Duke of York to compliment Louis.’ He presented them 
each with gifts of the value of 1,000/. and 500/.,° and de- 
spatched the Marquis de Vergest” and the Comte de 
Grammont™ to pay his compliments in return. Colbert, 
the French Ambassador, went over to visit his master, as 
did also the Duke of Monmouth and others of the English 
nobility.” Louis, from Dunkirk, proceeded to Lille, 
Aeth, and Tournai,* the bulk of his army being ordered 
to rendezvous between the last two towns. The 
Spaniards apprehended an attempt on Mons or Brussels,” 
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but Louis returned from Flanders in July, leaving 
16,000 of his army to work at the fortifications of 
St. Quentin.! 

A detachment of the French army in Lorraine, under 
Maréchal de Crequi, ravaged the country about Homburg 
and Bitsch,? and was supposed to have designs on Stras- 
burg in conjunction with Count Furstemburg, the Bishop 
of that citys Throughout the year the French were 
steadily preparing for war. Not only in France itself,‘ 
but in Switzerland and Italy,> and even in Dalmatia‘ 
they were endeavouring to raise new levies. 

Nor were they less active in pursuing Colbert’s policy 
of forming a strong navy. Twelve men-of-war were 
building at Brest, one of which was to carry 130 guns.’ 
To meet these great expenses, advances were obtained 
from the Farmers of the revenue and of the Customs,*® and 
payments to officers of justice and governors of provinces 
were stopped, as well as all outlay on buildings.” A new — 
plan of taxation was also projected.” 

A war was at one time expected between France and 
Turkey, on account of the treatment received by the 
French Ambassador," but the matter was ultimately 
settled amicably.” An expedition was despatched against 
Tunis from Toulon,” which seized an island near that 
place,“ but being stoutly received by the Dey,” returned 
without effecting anything. The French also designed to 
block up the Port of Sallee by sinking ships laden with 
stones,” and bombarded the place for four hours.* The 
differences between the Elector of Cologne and that city 
were fomented by the intrigues of the French,” who sup- 
ported the Elector, and a siege of the city being expected, 
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reinforcements were sent thither by the States-General, 
and also by the Emperor.' | 

In Germany the Princes of Brunswick Liinenburg, 
assisted by the King of Denmark and the Elector of 
Brandenburg, attacked and besieged the city of Bruns- 
wick.” The Prince of Orange went as a spectator of the 
operations,’ which ended in the city surrendering, on the 
terms of doing homage to the princes, delivering up their 
ammunition and artillery, receiving a garrison, and paying 
down 300,000 crowns.‘ This event alarmed the Imperial 
cities and the Hanse towns, who feared it would be a pre- 
cedent for encroachments on their liberties by other 
Princes of the Empire.’ Hamburg in particular feared an 
attack from the King of Denmark, and prepared for 
defence.® The execution of certain rebels in Hungary is 
mentioned, and the passing of an Act of Oblivion for the 
benefit of those who had surrendered themselves.’ The 
French Ambassador at Vienna was accused of having had 
dealings with the conspirators.* 

Rumours came of an intended attack on Poland by the 
Turks,® assisted by Dorosenko, the general of the Cos- 
sacks,” and there was a formidable insurrection in Kussia, 
headed by Stephen Radzin." In Italy the Pope was said to 
be in failing health.” From Spain came news of the 
destruction of the Escurial in May by a fire, most of the 
pictures, however, being saved.* At Madrid the pages of 
the French Ambassador quarrelled with those of the Duke 
of Albuquerque about precedence at a procession. The 
French at last attacked the others with sword and pistol. 
The people, enraged at the disrespect to the Sacrament, 
and at their boldness in attacking Spaniards in the streets 
of Madrid, fell upon them with such fury that they were 
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glad to take refuge in the Ambassador’s house, leaving 
two or three of their number dead.’ 

At the beginning of the year, the Emperor had proposed 
his entrance into the Triple Alliance, to the great dissatis- 
faction of the King of France. Though Charles II. was 
said to have expressed his willingness to consent to it,’ he 
must, having already decided to attack Holland, have 
really been the obstacle that prevented it, as in May, 
Sweden and the States-General are found endeavouring to 
procure the admission of the Emperor.* The French Am- 
bassador at Vienna demanded, in October, what the Em- 
peror would do if France attacked a member of the Triple 
Alliance, but could get no answer except that the Em- 
peror would then take his own measures, and would give 
no further satisfaction till Louis had performed his pro- 
mises about the restitution of Lorraine. Sweden, on the 
other hand, promised the Dutch, that, if the latter were 
attacked, they would fulfil their obligations under the 
Triple Alliance, reminding them at the same time of the 
subsidies due to Sweden from Spain, for which the Dutch 
stood engaged.® Bills of exchange were accordingly re- 
mitted to Brussels for payment of the subsidies.’ 

I cannot conclude without acknowledging the valuable 
assistance I have received in the compilation of this 
volume from Mrs. Everett Green, the Editor of the pre- 
ceding volumes of the Calendar.

Ihad them put out and gave him notice three times, and was at last 
necessitated to impound four of his horses, but he would not give 
satisfaction, and cited me to the county court near Maidstone, 
30 miles off, where an attorney appeared for me, but he got weary of 
that court, although he threatened to keep me there for three years. 
I was offered 10/. until Lady Day for the twelve acres Cooke’s 
cattle fed in, and now cannot get 40s.,and his hogs, coming through 
his own fence, have ploughed up the best part of nine acres of an 
orchard, planted with rose and fruit trees, and his men that fetched 
them from thence said it was a shame I should be so wronged. 
He also permitted his servants to steal the fruit and roses, and he 
has stilled great quantities of the latter before my face. -He 
arrested a poor man for 18d., and kept him a prisoner with 
two bailiffs at an ale house for two days and nights. I have heard, 
where he came from, that he is a very troublesome, untrue speaking 
fellow, and given to eat his neighbours up. If any person can justly 
say that I have done him wrong or owe him money, I will either 
give him satisfaction or appear to his action without troubling his 
Royal Highness or your Honours, but I beseech I may not be con- 
demned before I have been heard. [Jbid. No. 15.] 


Thos. Turner to the Navy Commissioners. Your Honours have 
been misinformed as to my refusing to allow Capt. Guy of the 
Henrietta yacht the same allowance of candles and charcoal as 
formerly, as I had allowed him his candles before your order came 
down, but would not give him any before he was admitted, although 
he sent his man for them months before, and if any were due it 
was to his predecessor, Capt. Crow.

I have ended the survey, 
but not set it even with the boatswain and carpenter of the Hand,

which is removed to another place, which for about 400 pieces of 
eight charge will make it capable of receiving 200 tons of provi- 
sions besides the cooperage, and it is being built upon the King’s 
ground near the waterside (to ease the charge and difficulty of 
transportation, and to secure it from thieves), which will save his 
Majesty the money in a year by rent, and secure him from paying 
any demurrage should victuallers come hither and find no men- 
of-war here to help to unliver (sic) them. I had the magistrates’ 
leave, as also an order from the Admiral (copy enclosed), and 
although the latter knows nothing of it, I do not fear his approving. 
The store of masts is scanty, and the Warwick has to be sup- 
plied with a mainmast and the Advice with a mainyard, and the 
deals will be used up on the ships in port. The stock of victuals 
was as I guessed in my letter of 20 Nov., but I shall be more 
particular when I have victualled all round, but I cannot see how 
the practice of ships going to sea without indenting until their 
return can be avoided. I have victualled the Golden Hand and 
six others for the men and days mentioned. I ask for a supply 
of 200 tons of unwrought butt staves and iron hoops for them, 
also for some slop clothes, not having one -pack left, and the 
Centurion going without, which would have taken 100/. worth to 
make their men but look like Christians. The Admiral took an 
Algiers man-of-war of 36 or 38 guns before he had been at sea 
ten days, which Capt. Bower says is higher between decks than 
the Revenge. The Admiral also says that Mr. Wren has written 
him that I may hourly expect three months’ provisions for the 
whole fleet, and that he hopes I will be able to stow it. [1} page.

Thomas Twittey to Colonel Samuel Sandys, M.P. There being 
of late a sort of rude and dissolute people in the parishes of 
Severnstoke, Kempsey, and Pyrton, called Levellers, the principal of 
them being one Nicholas Fowler, who is called, and calls himself, 
Robin Hood, having two brothers, Thomas and William, one of 
them called Little John, they, associated with others of the neigh- 
bourhood, have become nightwalkers, and do many exploits of 
villainy and roguery in the country, viz. to steal geese, hens, and 
ducks, &., to cut men’s corn before it is ripe, to unthatch men’s 
houses, barns, &c., to cut and shear the manes and tails of men’s 
horses, and cut in pieces their gears, ploughs, carts, burn their 
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hurdles and sheep pens, set open and break down their gates and 
fences, exposing their grounds to the cattle of the commons, scatter 
hay ricks, carry muck and dung out of men’s foldyards, break 
into men’s houses, beat and wound divers people, steal away, break 
and spoil hives of bees, and particularly breaking into a smith’s 
shop in the night time, and taking thence four dozen of horse- 
shoes, and cutting in pieces his bellows, and casting his anvil in 
the well, and putting the whole county in fear and terror; did 
several times in the night beset and assault the house of one 
Richard Addington with guns and fire-arms, and killed one Butler 
that was in the house in the assistance of Addington, by shooting 
him in the head with a brace of bullets. This being the case, upon 
23 December the justices of the peace, viz. Sir Dias Russell, 
Thomas Street, and Thomas Vernon, Esqs., met at Severnstoke, the 
headquarters of the Levellers, where I also attended, and whither the 
country people came in great numbers, with guns, bills, &c., and 
there we took many informations upon oath of all their pranks 
(although I confess many of them were acted so occultly that the 
evidence against their persons was but circumstantial), and warrants 
were made for their apprehension, and two persons named Gyles 
and Rumney, who were charged to keep not only unlicensed but 
very disorderly alehouses which were the chief places of their 
rendezvous, were apprehended and committed to prison, also divers 
ethers were put under good sureties to appear at the sessions, and 
all endeavours used to apprehend the principals, though it proved 
fruitless. On 10 January the sessions was held, and care being 
taken that several of the most substantial inhabitants of those 
parts should be returned of the grand inquest, they appeared and 
were impanelled, and one bill of felony was found against Robin 
Hood and another, and several bills for misdemeanours against 
others, particularly Gyles for his unlicensed and disorderly alehouse, 
who confessed and submitted, and so was fined and imprisoned, and 
others were likewise fined and imprisoned, and others bailed under 
good sureties to appear next sessions till better evidence can 
be given, for that people are generally afraid to give evidence. 
However, the grand inquest, being duly encouraged hereunto by the 
Court, have presented, and ’tis ordered that the apprehenders of Robin 
Hood shall have 101. out of the county stock, and the apprehenders 
of William Fowler and Thomas Fowler and one William Parker 
51. a-piece. The case and sufferings of Addington and one Mascall 
were taken into consideration by the Court, being but poor men who 
had done much in these disorders, and they had recompense 
towards the same given them by order of the Court, so that the 
country has received good satisfaction and encouragement, and the 
thoughts of these rewards has so influenced the zeal of many, that 
tis hoped they will be suddenly apprehended, but it is believed the 
knot is broken, and they utterly dispersed, the death of Butler 
having much quailed and daunted their spirits. [34 pages. SP.

and ruining informers, without whom nothing can be done. If the 
statutes of 29° cap. 6. and 35° cap. 1. of the Queen were a little 
explained and more fitted to our present purpose, you may find 
some paragraphs in them worthy consideration. . 

Postscript—There is a case at present before me showing a de- 
ficiency in that paragraph of the late Act (p. 13) which begins, “ Jn 
case any offender against this Act shall be an inhabitant in any 
other county, &c., fly after the offence, &c.,” for an inhabitant of our 
county by me convicted continues in person where before he lived, 
but removed all his goods into another county, and by the law I 
conceive we have no way to levy the penalty, for we cannot touch 
the man or send a certificate to a justice in that county where 
his goods are, because he himself was not inhabitant there before, 
nor fled thither since.

After you had purged the House 
here of all the Independents and of most of the Presbyterian faction, 
the government of this town for some years continued in the hands 
of those who were well principled to the King and Church’s interest, 
and the laws against the Nonconformists were duly put in execu- 
tion, insomuch that there was not a private meeting except by 
stealth, and if discovered [they] were prosecuted, so that many of 
Mr. Bridge’s members, and those the most eminent, came duly to 
church. But in 1666, Mr. Thaxter and Mr. Huntington coming to 
the cushion, the Nonconformists who frequented the church 
forsake it, and those turbulent spirits who before left the town, now 
return, their meetings public, and their numbers daily increasing, 
and not the least notice taken to restrain them. This permission 
or connivance of theirs puts the Independents upon bringing Mr, 
Bridge to town, they knowing that those in whose hands the 
government then was were in the late unhappy times joined with 
them both in the power military and civil. Therefore, to try if 
they retained their old principles and affections, Mr. Samuel 
Shipdham, one of Mr. Bridge’s congregation, goes to every one 
of the Presbyterian party interested in the government, to crave 
their charity for the ejected ministers, Presbyterians and Indepen- 
dents. This experiment gave the Independents such satisfaction on 
their so general and free a contribution from the aforesaid parties, 
that Mr. Bridge is immediately brought to town. Then they flock 
together in great numbers at the house of Captain Ravens, son-in- 
law to Mr. Bridge, who about that time was taken in for a common 
council man by Mr. Thaxter and Mr. Huntington. And when it was 
moved in the Assembly that he might, as the custom was, there pub- 
licly renounce the Covenant, they opposed it, and said he should do 
it at their house, where he set his hands to a paper as signifying the 
thing done, when he had not in the least renounced it, as he him- 
self afterwards confessed. Thus they began to recruit the House 
with the old tribe, so as to overpower the King’s party, there being 
at present about thirty who have not received the Sacrament. The 
faction thus increasing, one place would not suffice, but the grand 
meeting is brought to a house upon the open quay, within a door 
or two of Mr. Huntington, he being then one of the magistrates of 
the town, where he sees them continually resort and puts not the 
least check on them. Perhaps their coming thus near him might 
be out of respect to his wife in regard to her lameness, she being a 
member of Mr. Bridge’s congregation and a constant frequenter of 
their meetings. This may satisfy you what encouragement was 
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given by Mr. Huntington to make void the former Act for 
Uniformity, by which we may judge on what design he put those 
tricks on Captain Clarke in the execution of his office on the late 
Act against conventicles. It is well known how zealous and active 
the said Huntington was, when a lieutenant here, in the Committee 
of Safety’s time, in levying money for payment of his soldiers, only 
by virtue of a commission from that committee. When some of 
the other officers refused to collect it, he reproached them for their 
disaffection. Since he was nominated a captain by you, a short 
time before our new bailiffs were elected, the old ones before the 
day of election, to prevent the dispute which arose last year about 
who were capable to be electors and elected, moved in a full 
Assembly that the churchwardens might search the church books 
and bring in an account, who had received the Sacrament and who 
not ; but this was opposed by him, he and his party having pestered 
the House with their creatures, one of whom is now got to the 
cushion and has chosen this Mr. Huntington for his justice of the 
peace, whose carriage in church is so undecent and irreverent, that 
it is generally taken notice of, for during the prayers and con- 
fession of the faith he is sitting, whilst others are standing and 
kneeling. Pray consider that of 12,000 communicants estimated to 
be in this town, there are not 500 who have received the Sacra- 
ment, and many of these receive collection money, so I humbly 
conceive it cannot consist with the King’s and the Church’s interest, 
your honour, the safety and peace of this town, to put men in com- 
mands possessed with the foregoing principles, nor can I in honour 
join with Mr. Huntington. [The copy referred to in the last letter.

The 
master reports that about five weeks ago they came thence with 
about forty merchantmen, and their convoy, who left them some few 
leagues from Cadiz, and returned to convoy vessels bound for Tan- 
giers with money and provisions for the garrison. The merchantmen 
were separated by storm, and he miraculously preserved from ship- 
wreck, which undoubtedly the night after he came here he had 
suffered, had he not met accidentally the aforesaid Swansea vessel, 
who brought him safe here.

He judged the next would be on London Bridge, 
and I should hear one Goodgroome, formerly chaplain to Lord 
General Monk, and then it was like Father Thomas would preach, 
but he would certainly be there; so I think I shall not make use of 
Singleton, because if he knows them so well, they must certainly 
know him, unless he be all the more disguised. I have taken leave 
of my friends, as though I were to go to Holland or the West 
Indies. My charge has been extraordinary of late, and I therefore 
humbly beg your Highness to move his Majesty to grant me a 
further supply, and to give me a special order to summon constables, 
soldiers, or others to our assistance, for now I question not but to 
have suddenly opportunities enough. I humbly beg your Highness 
to order Mr. Pitt a speedy answer to his lodging.

I thank your Honours for the favour done me 
in yours of 24 Dec. and for your so effectually laying my 
present condition and sufferings through Sir Denis Gauden and Co. 
before his Royal Highness. It is some relief to me to understand that 
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through your protection I am at last secured in my interest, and 
have such good paymasters as yourselves appointed for the dis- 
charge of my bills. I was at the height of desperation when con- 
sidering with what zeal and affection I had launched out to serve 
my King and country, and yet finding all my weekly advices, like 
Job’s messengers, hastily bringing me such doleful tidings as 
threatened the ruin and destruction of myself and family. No 
man ever dealt so severely and cruelly by any one as Sir Denis 
Gauden and Co. have with me, by not finding a way to pay one of 
my bills, proceeding as men gaping for an opportunity to overthrow 
me and blast some of his Majesty’s designs abroad, knowing there 
are very few abroad who carry a public and generous spirit about 
them. Secretary Wren gave me his Royal Highness’s resolution as 
to the care that was taken of me, upon which I have already passed 
five small bills upon the Treasurer of the Navy upon my victualling 
account, beginning with the Jersey, as also another bill for 
229]. 1s. 2d, in extinction of another for 2181. 14s. 6d., including 
expenses, which was accepted by the victuallers but protested and 
returned. I send my first account with Sir Denis Gauden and Co., 
which my kinsman, Jasper Clotterbooke, merchant in London, 
advised was approved at the victualling office, and am sure there 
is not one article they can object against; and as my first and last 
accounts are now lodged in your Honours’ office, I ask that what 
bills I may draw upon you, upon the victualling account, may be 
duly accepted and discharged, as for the future I shall pass my bills 
upon your office and not upon the Treasurer as first directed, and 
note them to the victualler’s account. The bill drawn last Novem- 
ber upon your office for 3861. 5s. Od. payable to Mr. Exton was 
for the balance of my accounts for disbursements and not for 
victualling, and after I had given it to Sigr. Millanesi he returned 
it, on which I exchanged it with Dethick and Co. at Leghorn, who 
ordered it to be made payable to Exton, and if it is passed to the 
victualling account, I desire you will correct the error, and that the 
several other bills drawn on the victuallers and accepted by them 
which lie unsatisfied, notwithstanding they have credit for them in 
my accounts, may be either immediately discharged by Sir Denis 
Gauden and Co. or by the Treasurer, so as to save more loss by 
exchange and other expenses. As to any effects lodged in my 
hands by Sir Thos, Allen for the King’s account, I never received any- 
thing from him or any other except sixty-five slaves, many of whom 
were infirm and decrepit, and the small sum I have in hand as the 
remains of their produce will not make good the damage sustained 
by the return of the bills which were protested through Sir Denis 
Gauden’s disappointments. I enclose an account, &c., for Sir Thos. 
Allen, and ask you to prevail with him to read it to you, andI hope 
the proposition will be esteemed modest and just, which, if granted, 
I shall thankfully acknowledge by a zealous prosecution of his 
Majesty’s interest. Capt. Bowen attends several merchant ships 
designed eastward, and has given warrants, one of which is enclosed, 
for four months’ victuals to be got ready for him against his return, 
since, as Sir John Harman and his squadron and Capt. Poole and 
several others have put their men on full allowance, he, Capt. 
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Bowen, has thought fit to do the same, wherein I could not but 
concur, as it will be no aggravation of expense, and we have 
sharp weather, which creates hungry bellies, that nourishes dis- 
content among the mariners. I hear from Capt. Poole at Messina 
that four Algerines are lying off Cape Sparteventure, so I shall con- 
tribute to the best of my assistance as well in the despatch of all 
men-of-war as merchantmen to disappoint the design of the enemy, 
for if we can by a careful convoy preserve our poor merchantmen 
from their clutches, the hearts of these rogues will be soon broken 
and they will solicit our King to make peace. I have disbursed 
2,000 pieces of eight for stores supplied to ships not relating to 
victualling, but defer sending an account until Capt. Poole returns 
to Leghorn, and I hope you will allow me five per cent. thereon, as I 
have before valued it at, causing perfect bills to be made out in 
conformity therewith.

“TI at last transmit the synopsis or 
project of my work, which, for want of a fit scribe, I have been 
fain to draw over myself twice; one of which (somewhat more 
improved) I intend to give Mr. Treasurer. They are both with 
blanks, that according to your promise you may perfect defects, 
and give me such hints as are requisite to guide me through. 
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“T have already made good progress upon many of these heads, 
but they will not be consummate or fit to be tacked together till 
all my intelligence comes in, which you only can help me to. In 
particular I want (greatly) the Letters, Instructions, and Negotia- 
tions of our Ambassadors and others, also the several Treaties and 
Articles: those made with Cromwell I would gladly see; some 
papers about the Committee of Trade I want, &c. 

“T have diligently perused the last monstrous volume, Aitzema’s 
Oorlogh, which was by no means to be passed. Yet there seems 
to be another—this does not reach to the end of the war; pray 
inquire concerning it. I am amazed at the man’s industry, and our 
negligence; they kept nothing from him in Holland, and there 
are many rare pieces in it and much trash. By a letter I have by 
me, the book seems to be already in French, queere amabo. 

“I conjure you to set some time apart seriously to furnish the 
preces I want, that I may cheerfully pursue my method ; for if I 
must be forced to insert them after I have finished, the commissures 
will be seen, and ’twill put me to double pains. 

“J. likewise earnestly request you to be sometimes casting your 
eye over the papers I now send, and to consult seriously and at 
good leiswre with my Lord Ar[lington] and Mr. Tr[easurer], where 
I shall take scope, touch gently or make it smart. Likewise, if 
there be (as I apprehend there sometimes may) any dislocations in 
point of date, and the series of actions, these particulars I require 
of you, and that you will possess my Lord Arlington] that this 
structure is not the work of a day or two, but will merit a good 
allowance of time, and no small application. It is labour for a 
strong beast, but I am anything he commands me to be. 

“T am now trimming up my Preface, which none has yet seen, but 
my lord’s was the argument. Within some competent time, I shall 
present him with it finished, but shall proceed with no courage on 
the rest till you have done furnishing all my subsidiaries, and then 
as I can despatch them you shall receive them by parcels, such 
as may not tire you in reading, and perhaps by my lord’s address 
and kindness to the work his Majesty may be induced to cast his 
eyes upon them, that after his animadversions or approbation 
(being returned) they may be prepared for whatever he designs 
them. 

“That I have not been very remiss, 24 full sheets of paper which 
I have written this very week, and 1,079 pages (for no tewer does 
your Aitzema contain) which I have perused, and transcribed out 
of, may give you some assurance; and yet I have my beads to say, 
and a family to consider, and a number of other impertinences of 
my own life; I lay by all my Amoena studiorum and refreshments 
to emerge a statesman (what not ?) at 50, and be laughed at, if I do 
not succeed. But my lord and you shall bear the blame, for 
enjoining me a province I was not capable of, and I can write 
sharply, and make the world feel the nib of my pen an hundred 
year tocome. Nemo me impune—Therefore treat your Historio- 
grapher kindly, and indulge him now and then an excursion.

They answered 
they would, but they would not sling the plank according to the 
custom of the place, and wanted the men of the yard to unload, but 
they ultimately slung the plank when it was hove up, about the 
middle of November. Two hoys of plank from Woodbridge, which 
had lain twelve or fourteen days, were brought to the crane and 
delivered, and when there was not a stage of plank ready a boat with 
Mr. Mason’s timber would get in, which, to keep the cranes going 
and give despatch, and please everybody, was taken up. The last 
plank from Mr. Harrington’s ship was taken up 5 December. 
Bringing the timber on shore on stages was tedious and not so 
quick as is done at Deptford, but there they have the convenience of 
a wet dock ; but the delay was not more than about fourteen days, al- 
though the ship was there over thirty, but the men were several days 
before they began at all. I sent to the master shipwright for an 
account of the new masts set up in the Newcastle, but he could not 
give any, although it is, or ought to be, his duty to order what masts 
should be made for his Majesty’s ships, and to see them before they 
begin to work them; but he does not make that his business, and as 
good as told me so, and referred me to the mastmaker. I sent for the 
latter, who wrought under Wm. Pett, formerly mastmaker, when 
the mainmast was made, who told me it was of a New England 
tree, and Bronsdon, the late mastmaker, says the other masts and 
the yards were made of Gottenburg masts. I do not know what 
Ruffhead the smith intends, but as all the men were like to stand 
still for want of bolts, I sent to him about them, when he complained 
of the want of money to buy iron. Had not some old bolts better be 
weighed out to him to be re-wrought and an allowance made to him 
for the working of them according to custom? [2} pages. SP.

They stayed before the post came in, because there was a report 
here that the French King had sent two squadrons of eight and 
twelve men-of-war to waylay them about the Cape of Good Hope, 
and that there were a fleet of Dutch men-of-war with some more 
East Indiamen in the Downs to come after them; but when the 
post came they received no orders, so put to sea and have had ever 
since a fair wind.

The merchants will be content 
with my payment for the reed, timber, and 2,500 pantiles which I 
was forced to buy at a dearer rate to finish the roof of the reed house. 
I endeavour all I can to satisfy the workmen of your Honours’ daily 
endeavours to supply them with a quarter’s pay and the pressed men 
with their board wages, and doubt not the former will be orderly and 
be persuaded to follow their work, but the others are an unruly 
crew. Three weeks’ are due to them next Friday, and they were 
much discontented the last, but I shall use my best means to keep 
them to their work. The days being lengthened the work rides 
apace. Iam of opinion that there is more done daily now than there 
was in a day and a half two months since. I will take care that 
directions are given to the storekeejer to deliver all the old junk 
which is unfit for the Navy tothe Ordnance officers. I ask for ten 
labourers, the mending of the wharves and docks being in hand and 
there being much digging up of the earth. I return Mr. Pett’s letter 
and wonder at his confidence in writing such an untruth, remem- 
bering that my reason for asking him what wood the Newcasile’s 
mast was made of was to satisfy your Honours, who wished to 
know whether there were any of Mr. Stockman’s masts used which 
came from Deptford, but he could not tell, and promised to ask the 
mastmaker, which he never did, but the quality of the masts or 
who were the particular merchants that they were received from 
was never asked.

The Lord Lieutenant and the Privy Council of Ireland to Lord 
Arlington. On the 10th instant a petition was exhibited at this 
Board in the name of several adventurers, soldiers, ’49 officers, and 
Connaught purchasers, on behalf of themselves and others the King’s 
subjects of this his kingdom of Ireland, who have in pursuance of 
the Acts of Settlement and Explanation received settlement in lands 
here. They allege they are informed that some persons endeavour 
to disturb the said settlement, and of their own heads, without any 
public authority or leave, attempt to beget a dislike in his Majesty 
of so firm a settlement, and in particular that Col. Richard Talbot 
has lately presented a petition, which they conceive strikes at the 
Acts of Settlement and Explanation and the execution of them, and 
the very integrity of the Parliament itself, and has procured an 
order from his Majesty and Council. They therefore make suit to 
us to consider thereof, expressing that though they are far from 
apprehending that any invasion can by such attempts be made on 
the said Acts or the execution of them, yet desiring us to take into 
consideration how far the very noise and reports occasioned thereby 
may discourage those who do not consider what the securities of 
two Acts of Parliament are, from proceeding in improvement, manu- 
facture, and trade, the payment of the year’s value and other 
moneys due to his Majesty, as also the tenants from payment of 
their rent, and indispose many of the English nation and others to 
come into or settle in this kingdom, and desiring us to take such a 
course as might for the future prevent such dangerous undertakings, 
We observed it to be subscribed but by few hands, but those who 
presented it affirm they have authority and may have the subscrip- 
tions of very many more of all interests, but that would look too 
like a tumultuary way of petitioning. We look upon that applica- . 
tion in derogation of the said Acts as a matter of very dangerous 
consequence, especially in this juncture, and seeming not only to 
endeavour to cast all things here into those dreadful confusions out 
of which this kingdom has been redeemed, but also to reflect even 
upon his Majesty’s government, and therefore we esteem it our duty 
to transmit the said petition and the copy of the order therein 
mentioned and to desire you to acquaint his Majesty therewith, 
observing that by the 19th article of his instructions to the Lord 
Lieutenant, his Majesty has declared that no complaint of injustice 
or oppression be admitted in England unless it appear that the 
party first made his address to the Lord Lieutenant. We also 
observe that persons who presumed io petition the King against 
the proceedings of his ministers here for his service on letters from 
the Farl of Strafford were by the King’s command then sent 
out of England hither as prisoners. We remind you of the example 
of former times in cases of less dangerous consequence, not as 
invoking rigour from the King against such complainers, but that 
he may know who can best judge of how dangerous consequences 
petitions of that nature may be, and how the perils that may there- 
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upon follow to his Majesty and to this his kingdom and people in 
all their interests may be rather now seasonably prevented than 
afterwards remedied.

considering that if the least encowragement be given to 
such persons there is no possibility to proceed with success 
in anything his Majesty shall propound here for the good 
of his kingdom, but that he shall be continually troubled 
with clamours of this extravagant nature : we beseech that 
those agents, or rather conspirators, may not be listened to 
for any composition, no overture from them being able to 
counterbalance the weight of honour and advantage which 
this service will undoubtedly produce to the Crown, but 
that, in case they object nothing criminally against us, 
they may be returned hither as prisoners to be proceeded 
withal according to the laws, that his people may see how 
much his Majesty dislikes such popular and tribune-like 
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take warning, that his Majesty may be eased of such 
scandulous clamours, and that free passage may be made 
to effecting his gracious purposes as well in the rest of the 
intended plantations as in this, which otherwise will be 
continually subject to interruption and disturbance, or 
will utterly become impossible to be effected amongst this 
people, so naturally abhorring the planting of English 
religion and civility amongst them ; so we humbly de- 
clare that on this depends the success of all future planta- 
tions and all other public actions to be undertaken 
here, [34 pages.

My last by the 
Centurion only mentioned what masts I bad in store last January, 
since which I have delivered masts and spars to the Warwick and 
three other ships, which will tell you what now remains, but a 
paper enclosed will give you notice what the general stores 
amounted to on 1 January, as also what is wanting to carry on the 
expense here to Michaelmas. I shall also require some blocks, sheet 
copper—which is half a piece of eight per lb., which is less than ours 
by a proportion of 104 to 92 here—some oars, and canvas ; but only 
the best stores ought to be sent, or great loss will ensue, as it will 
raise the freight to their worth ; and if no better places are provided 
for lodging the stores than those hitherto made use of, which 
cannot be done without building, the worst that has come has been 
too good to lie instore. If your Honours have any prospect of a con- 
tinuance of the war, I pray some timber may be sent, to erect two 
storehouses, 100 feet long and 24 feet broad, which in less than 
two years will pay for their cost, not only in lessening the expense 
by preservation of the stores, but also in preserving them from 
embezzlement, and being trampled upon by hundreds daily passing 
over them; the pitch and tar, too, is exposed to the summer sun, 
and the cables are continually being dragged over the rocks, 
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Building is not so dear here as is imagined, as one of their stones— 
and the country has little else for building—is a foot square at 
either end an two long, a dozen of which may be laid together 
in an ordinary wall for about a piece of eight. I send a sketch 
of the caves used fur the stowage of the stores, &c., and where the 
storehouses may be erected. You will see by the Admiral’s orders 
of last November that I was warranted in building them, and was 
enjoined to put the {leet to whole allowance for want of conve- 
niences for the stowage of the two months’ provisions brought with 
me, although I did not find sufficient in store for fifty men for a 
month, As to the remains of victuals, I have 200 bags of bread, and 
all other things are proportionable, and I have victualled the ships 
mentioned in a paper annexed, but Sir Wm. Jennens and the 
victuallers have not yet arrived. I propose that only eight months’ 
victuals be sent yearly in the proportions and at the times 
mentioned. so as to avoid loss and damage, and that I be supplied 
with ‘money to complete what is wanting, and to pay the short 
allowance in the fleet, which is so far in arrear that I fear little will 
be left of what the Admiral is going for, when the debts are paid, 
but I hope I shall answer your expectations and the intent of my 
coming hither. Particulars of the remova! of 1,060 bags of bread, of 
which upwards of 400 lbs was damaged, besides over 100 bags spoiled 
by the rats, and which was also liable to great risks by being carried 
by men with empty bellies. I ask for 200 tons of new staves and 
iron hoops, as those received are good for nothing, most of them 
having passed two reducings by being cropped for puncheons and 
afterwards set up for hogsheads. I have also no slop clothes, and 
have before sent you the wants of the fleet by the Jersey and 
Centurion. I do not lie in telling you that the Warwick left a man 
behind who died two days after of Sylla’s disease, yet it is believed 
that one-third of the slop-clothes issued marches off by cock fight- 
ing, a sea phrase when sold for liquor, which was one reason that 
led the Admiral to issue an order, of which a copy is enclosed, for 
the seamen to have a pint of sound drinkable wine a man per day 
in lieu of beer, which I hear by Capt. Wyborne, who laid out 1,000 
pieces of eight for me at Iveca, is just double the price there of 
beverage wine, as Port Mahon cannot afford six butts, which is as 


_ dear as the best. The seamen’s necessities. for shoes have been so 


great that four captains requested me to supply their men, and to 
stop it out of their short allowance, which I have done. by ordering 
450 pair of a shoemaker here. I sent Sir Denis Gauden the indents 
for supplying the Golden Hand and six other ships, and the 
remainder of the stores which I brought out with me, which were 
sufficient for one day for 12,330 men, I delivered to the Ports- 
mouth frigate and Victory tireship, but they went away without 
indenting. I desire tliat all necessary money to be sent fur victuals 
may be invested in candles, and half the money for sick and 
wounded in spices and sugar, as neither can be had here. I received 
741 pieces of eight of the pursers of the Mary, Garland, Advice, 
and Warwick, for two hogsheads of tallow delivered by the 
commanders’ orders (copies enclosed), which your Honours are to 
charge against me as imprest, but bought 7 cwt, and 3 quarters of 
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pork tallow at 34 pieces of eight per cwt. to supply it, which Capt. 
Beare told me was quite as good for the boatswain’s use. I pray 
Lord Brouncker’s pardon for not sending copies of the musters 
taken, as the books I hitherto had have only been for casting the 
mediums of victualling or muster rolls, and I have no other way to 
send them than by Leghorn to meet with such ships as may be 
going home, and besides I have no order for examining into the 
quality of the men; but Iam unwilling to offend, and pray his 
lordship’s explanation of his Royal Highness’s instructions concern- 
ing it. The Admiral has enjoined me to muster all ships on their 
arrival and departure, but I have not been able to do it for reasons 
enclosed, and what is unfilled therein was occasioned by the Admiral’s 
and muster master’s presence. I ask for Sir Jeremy Smith’s patience 
for the certificates for cast provisions, and as to how I find each 
ship's expense by their receipts and issues agree with the medium 
upon the book.

I was forced to take 
the Newcastle's mainmast on shore, and to make it serviceable 
I have spent the Warwick’s old mainmast and an outlegger 30 feet 
long which was of great use to us. I ask your Honours to judge 
whether the ships to be sent here from England ought not to be 
allowed a larger quantity of stores, as the Newcastle requires cordage 
and ironwork through her accident. We took a survey of all our 
stores in December, an account of which Mr. Gibson will send, as also 
of what has been expended since and what is required for this year’s 
service as compared with the last.

It seems counsels 
are unstable and factions increase at Court, for last post contra- 
dicted the former news of the discountenancing Col. Talbot’s pro- 
jects, and his business is to have another hearing; and the send- 
ing for the two titular primates minds me of what you wrote about 
apprehending Plunket and Rospigho, who I doubt have done mis- 
chief, for reports speak of many Irish officers come into this king- 
dom of late out of Spain and other foreign parts for some ill- 
purpose, as is apprehended.

The state of the case of the sugar plantations in America. The 
state of the English sugar trade with that of Portugal. The case 
between the English sugar plantations and the refiners stated.

The case of the refiners of sugar in England stated. The refining 
of sugar in England is an ancient manufacture, and has grown from 
eight refining houses to near thirty within these twenty years, chiefly 
by the increase of brown sugar from our own plantations; the quantity 
thereof used by refiners in England may be computed at 5,000 tons 
annually. ‘To discourage the manufacture will be prejudicial to 
the plantations in that their brown sugars not being spent by the 
refiner, nor this kingdom being able to spend them in kind, the 
planter will not only lie at the foreigner’s mercy as to the market, 
but the manufacture itself will be forced abroad. The following 
proportion of rates is therefore proposed :—From the English plan- 
tations—Muscovadoes, 3d. per lb. ; sun dried and clayed, 4d. per Ib. ; 
white, 1d. per lb. Three pounds of brown sugar as commonly im- 
ported will not produce one pound of refined. Now, as the brown 
sugars are manufactured in England, and many hundred tons of 
syrups annually exported, paying more than five per cent. custom 
on exportation, and several other duties, taxes, and excise, ~his 
Majesty receives more by brown ata farthing than by white at a 
penny per lb.; besides, the importation of brown vastly more 
increases navigation than if made in the plantations and then im- 
ported. Brazil and all foreign whites 14d. per lb., which will be 
some curb to the Brazil planters, but the English Portugal merchant 
is still capacitated to export our merchandise and make his returns 
in this and other commodities. The importation of white sugar is 
not so essential to their Portugal trade, for by the entry at the 
Custom House in 1669, the greatest import lately known, but 705 
tons of white sugar were imported, which at their own price of 
56s. per cwt. amounts to 39,480/., so that their sugar returns are 
not above a tenth part of their trade. 

The case between the English plantations and the refiners by 
some of the planters stated, and by the refiners answered. 

This sets out the clauses of the third of the preceding papers 
already calendared and answers them thus:—1. By the Custom 
books for 1669, 8,338 tons of Muscovado sugar were entered and 
but 118 of white. 2. The poorer sort of English planters are the 
strength of the colonies. Therefore they ought to have all possible 
encouragement in making Muscovado sugar, and nothing can more 
contribute to their ruin than imposing as much on Muscovado 
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sugars worth but 23s. per cent. (sic. ? cwt.) as on sun dried and 
clayed worth from 35s. to 50s. per cent. (sic. ? ewt.). 3. As brown 
sugars are imported from the Barbados, three pounds of Muscovado 
will not make one of white; and considering many home duties 
paid by the manufacturer, the King receives above a penny a Ib. 
on all refined sugars made in England, and whatever less than a 
penny is laid on white sugars imported is a proportionable dis- 
couragement to the manufacture here and loss to the revenue. 
There is above double the number of twelve refining houses in 
England, and no Englishman is abridged setting up more. 4. Re- 
fining in England and planting in America reciprocally advance 
each other, and it is impossible that the English refiners can 
engross the brown sugar, and thereby set what rate they please on 
them, there being sixty sugar-houses at Amsterdam and forty at 
Hamburgh, and several others in Holland, Zealand, and Flanders, 
who buy at least one-third of the brown sugars imported, and will 
have them above twelve per cent. cheaper (the excise considered) 
than the English refiner can. The more the manufactory of white 
and clayed sugars shall be encouraged in America than in England, 
the more will the poor brown sugar planters there be discouraged, 
England’s navigation decreased, the revenue impaired, our home 
manufacture lessened, and consequently our lands in England 
undervalued. [Long printed paper. SP. Dom., Car. II. 288,

{March 4.] Reasons humbly offered by the refiners of sugar in England for 
the proportion of four on white to one on brown in the imposition 
to be laid on sugar. The refining in England is an ancient manu- 
facture, which has been encouraged not only here, but also in parts 
beyond the seas, as in France by imposing 60 per cent. on all 
refined sugar imported, and in Holland by imposing above 90 per 
cent. on sugar syrups imported. It was never doubted before 
whether it were the interest of England to preserve the manu- 
facture of sugar here from ruin or to encourage it wholly in 
America. When the rates of customs were last set in 1660, brown 
unpurged sugars from the English plantations were rated at 1s. 6d. 
per cent. and Brazil whites at 7s. 4d. per cent., which is near five to 
one; yet that was not deemed sufficient to protect the English 
refiner, who then made only loaf sugar (not powder sugar as they 
do now), but 17s. per cent. was imposed on all loaf sugar imported, 
which is above twelve to one, notwithstanding there were divers 
refining houses erected in Barbados itself, little of the middle sorts 
being then imported. By the same policy, we may as well 
encourage the manufacture of cotton wool or any other in America, 
whereby in a few years our too much declining lands in England 
will become as inconsiderable as lands in Spain. It is England's 
interest to encourage refining in a double respect. First as to our 
affairs in Europe, as it increases navigation by their great con- 
sumption of sea coals, by the carriage of their manufactured goods 
from one port to another here and by their export; also by the 
vast expense on the operation thereof, besides many arts and trades 
depend thereupon. Secondly as to our affairs in America, for the 
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more the brown sugars are diminished by their inaking them white 
there, the more our navigation thence is lessened. Refining in 
England promotes sugar planting in America, and our growths in 
America, as they produce ground work for our manufactures 
in England and employment for our shipping, are the two great 
advantages England receives by the plantations. To import sugar 
brown will employ at least thrice the number of ships as will serve 
to import them white, so the question is, whether it be England’s 
interest to ‘increase or decrease our navigation; and secondly 
whether we should have our manufacturers and labourers in the 
sugar trade fed at home or from New England. [Reasons are then 
given similar to those in the last paper to show that four to one is 
a fair proportion.] From Michaelmas ’68 tc Michaelmas ’69 were 
imported to England from English plantations 11,227 tons of brown 
and 138 of white, but one part in 80. From Portugal the same 
year were imported 71 brown and 742 white, ten times more in 
whites than browns. So the English plantations making more 
brown, and Brazil more white, if white sugars, as well from 
Portugal as from English plantations, be imported at under rates, 
they will flow in from Portugal, not only to the lessening of Eng- 
land’s navigation and the ruin of the domestic manufacture, but 
also to the ruin of most of the English plantations. If a higher 
rate be put on whites imported from Portugal than from our own 
plantations, that will secure the makers of white in Barbados; but 
if at least the proportion of four to one be not imposed even on 
those from English plantations, it will be a lessening of the revenue, 
prejudicial to England’s navigation, and destructive to the domestic 
manufacture. If refining be beaten out of England into Holland, 
the brown sugar trade from our plantations, notwithstanding the 
Navigation Act, will soon follow ; but if encouraged in America more 
than in England, not only the domestic manufacture will be ruined, 
but our navigation from the plantations vastly lessened, the trade 
of our English merchants thither quite laid aside, the sugar planta- 
tions, especially Barbados, come into fewer hands, whereby it will 
not only become less able to resist any foreign enemy, but far less 
dependent upon England. [Printed paper, with MS. notes by 
Williamson.

The inconsiderable employment of people by the refining of sugar 
in England compared with that which is given by the trade with 
Portugal. The trade with Portugal vents yearly 400,000/. worth 
of the growths and manufactures of England, and fish, which 
cannot be made without the hands of 35,000 artificers, and employs 
about 120 ships and above 2,000 mariners, besides all those employed 
to equip them. The refining trade, with about twenty houses, employs 
not above 200 labourers, with a few pot-makers and coopers, nor are 
they likely to employ more, for by their own papers they say that 
one refining house can make yearly as much white sugar as is 
imported from Portugal, therefore the twenty may work up more 
brown than is brought from the plantations, so this manufacture can 
never employ more hands. The proportion of 2} of brown to one 
of white is much to the refiner’s advantage, for must of the 
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white they make is vended by them at 6d. to 64d. per lb., which 
confutes their assertion that the proportion of four to one is too hard 
on the brewn, for if so they must lose 4d. per lb. on every pound of 
white powder sugar they sell. Now if one of white be charged at 
more than 24 of brown, it will destroy the revenue by white sugar, 
to give the sole trade thereof to a few refiners, the chiefest of whom, 
being in co-partnership, may combine and put what rate they please 
thereon, and it must totally exclude the small quantity of white 
from Portugal, which may bring a retaliation on our woollen 
manufactures, fish, &e., of which the consequences will be giving up 
this trade to the French and Dutch, who trade thither with the same 
commodities, to the ruin of so many thousand English now employed 
in the Portugal trade, and the diminishing the shipping of this king- 
dom. It is therefore humbly conceived it will be too great a damage 
to this kingdom to lose so profitable a trade as the Portugal by 
putting the employment of 200 labourers in the refining houses in 
competition with that of 35,000 manufacturers, besides 2,000 seamen 
and 120 ships. For these reasons the Portugal merchants allege there 
can be uo better proportion than that 21 lbs. of brown pay as one of 
white.

I am giving directions for forwarding Sir Frecheville Hollis’ business, 
and I hope they may load a ship by June, but after settling that 
business Iam going to Dublin to treat with Sir Wm. Petty about his 
woods, and on my way will view those at Shelelea (Shilelagh) and 
send an account. The gentleman who proffered 300 loads has since 
sold his woods to another man, to whom I will speak when he comes 
to Cork, but I have to be careful, as if Iam hasty in inquiring after 
timber they do not know what price to ask.

Fearing it might not be done, and knowing the spring tides would 
fall off, I went myself near high water and found that no directions 
had been given by the master shipwright for any tackle to help the 
ship in, nor could I hear of him, though it was his duty to attend, so 
that through his neglect the ship was not got in so far as she ought 
to have been, and the King was put to double charge. The Triwmph, 
too, he also thought fit to be docked in the double dock, though 
formeriy ordered for the single, and a warrant was given for it, but 
there not being sufficient water she was not sufficiently got in to 
shut the gates, and I ordered her out. Again I consulted him what 
otuer ships were fittest the next spring tide, when he mentioned the 
Leopard and Triumph, which I also gave him orders to dock, and 
charged both him and the master attendant to get them in the next 
spring tide, otherwise there would not be employment for the ship- 
wrights. They agreed it should be done, but when I returned to 
Chatham I found only the Leopard in, and found that if the master 
shipwright had been as ready to receive them as the master attend- 
ant was to bring them, they would have both been in, and without 
the use of any tackle, there having been a great tide, whereby the 
King was put to extra charge through his wilfulness, as he walked 
about the yard doing nothing but at high water to dock the ships, 
which they were four days about when it might have been done in 
one, and there were consequently only the Henry and Leopard for a 
fortnight to employ two hundred and fifty men. Although the as- 
sistant keeps his hours, he does not do his duty in looking after the 
workmen, xs I often find him wanting. As to the shipwright, it is a 
very rare thing to come to the speech of him before seven or eight 


in the morning, so I Jeave it to your Honours to judge whether their 
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duty can be performed without great prejudice to the service. 
I have often reproved them, but find no amendment, and conceive 
it is not the practice in other yards for the master shipwright 
to walk about unconcerned, and the assistant to stalk about the 
yard with a stick in his hand, while others do their duty, 
both about the yard and in the saw pits, not taking care to 
convert the timber to the best use, and not waste it, which I 
have very often found fault with, as well as with the workmen 
rambling about the yard upon pretence of looking for stuff, when, 
in my opinion, it is the master shipwright’s, or his assistant’s or 
foreman’s duty to provide what is wanting, besides the privilege 
they take in choosing timber of larger scantling than is wanted 
that they may have a large chip. The storekeeper has often com- 
plained of the wasteful expense of timber, but the shipwright and 
assistant do not prevent it, and their servants are so much gentle- 
men that the little work they do is done with their coats on, and 
they so loiter away their time at the palings of the pound, that it 
ought to be pulled down, as it is a harbour for them and others to 
loiter in. No care is taken to return things into the stores, so that 
they are left to lie about the yard to be embezzled, as what re- 
mained of the sheathing board used for the Friezland flyboat lay 
about a week at the waterside and on the stage, though seen by 
them daily, but through often finding fault I have lately had great 
disrespect shown to me. His Royal Highness having ordered the 
Friezland to be sheathed and fitted for her Guinea voyage, Capt. 
Guy, who is to command her, came from Mr. Wren to inform me, 
when I desired him to go on board and see what was needful to be 
done. He acquainted me that she wanted a forecastle, a head, and 
also some other works, whereupon [ sent for the master shipwright 
and also for Capt. Brooke, one of the masters of attendance, and 
gave them a warrant and order to go on with such works and make 
her fit for a Guinea voyage; but as they did neither, I informed 
Mr. Wren that the master shipwright was not in hand with her; 
when the latter wrote to Mr. Wren, saying that, I being sick, he had 
not had either an order or warrant, which was a notorious untruth, 
as he had them before I was taken ill. Not only this, but that 
untruth written to the Board concerning the Newcastle's mast, 
wherein he acknowledged it was his duty to see that no waste was 
made by the mastmaker by taking masts too big or too long. But 
to show what a great liar he is, I found fault with the Friezlund’s 
masts for being too big, and found he had not performed his duty ; 
but the truth is he is so much the gentleman that he is above that 
and several other things which he ought todo. I despair of ever 
seeing things better looked after while he continues master ship- 
wright ; and, while he does, that which is done in other yards for 
20s. will cost at Chatham 25s., as his assistant is as idle as himself, 
and the men are not looked after as they ought to be, and when I 
have found fault they have shuffled it from one to another, the 
master shipwright saying “ Mr. Laurence, did not I give you direc- 
tions ?” and the assistant replying, “ No, Mr. Pett, you did not speak 
to me.” I ask your Honours to consider how the King is served and 
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- suffers by them, and that some course may be taken that the service 
may be better looked after either by them or by somebody more fit.

Feb. 7. Wm. Rand and John Brooke to the Navy Commissioners. 
Having received an order from Commissioner Cox specify- 
ang a complaint of bringing ships into the docks at Chatham 
with so much ballast, guns, &e., that the ships and docks are 
much damnified thereby, we answer that during the wars with 
Holland it was the practice to do so for expedition, and no 
complaint was ever made against it by the shipwright. 
Since the peace no ships have been so brought in except the 
Triumph and Henry, which had about 100 tons ballast 
apiece, but it could not damnify them if carefully docked, 
and if any damage was done to the Triumph, it was by not 
placing her well in the dock, and they were so brought in for 
want of time and lighters to take out the ballast, which 
Commissioner Coa knew and consented to; otherwise there 
would have been no employment for the shipwrights. We have 
more reason to doubt the safety of ships without ballast and 
having their masts, rigging, &c., than the shipwright had 
who would not launch the new Prince without 30 or 40 tons 
of ballast in her, and no masts or weight aloft. As to keep- 
ang aboard of carriages, we do it by virtue of a warrant 
of the Navy Board of 28 Nov. 1660. As for the rigging, 
when it is completed rt is put on board and charged on the 
boatswain by indent, according to a warrant from Col. 
Middleton and Commissioner Cox, and when ships have been 
ordered into the dock, since their rigging was fitted, it has 
been our care to remove it when required out of the ship- 
wright’s way. As to the weight of ordnance on ships when 
docked, there were but twelve small guns on board the 
Triumph and eight in the Plymouth, which could not be 
removed without breaking the works ; and as to not docking 
the Leopard and Triumph in December, we spoke to the 
builder several times to take them in, and attended him with 
other officers, but he refused, whereby a very high tide was 
lost, which would have saved the use of tackle, and also pre- 
vented the shipwrights attending four days at great charge to 
his Majesty, and the carpenters walking about with their 
hands in their pockets. We give particulars of subsequently 
docking them, when the builder finding he had not room 
for the Triumph astern of the Leopard, cut away the former's 
larboard catheads, and the latter's starboard gallery, both of 
uhich were good and serviceable, and spent so much time at 
it that he lost the tide and she grounded on part of the 
ribands, when he had lo make use of all the carpenters, as 
also a lighter and tackle to lift her off, and then ripped up 
all the rvbands she set on, so that Commissioner Cox might 
not see where she rumge (sic) when he came home. We received 
‘Commisioner Cox's command the morning he went to 
London, not to let an opportunity slip of docking them, as 
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af the spring tide should be lost, there would not be employ- 
ment for two-thirds of the carpenters ; and spoke to Harman, 
boatswain of the yard, to provide tackle, &c., but the builder 
forbad him. When they were bringing in the Plymouth 
the builder cume on board, and pretending there was so much 
ballast, rigging, &c.,in her that he could not carry on the 
works, complained to Commissioner Cox, who ordered Capt. 
Brooke to employ «lighter to take it out, which was partly 
done, and there only remained about 25 tons of ballast wn j 
her when she was docked, so that there was nothing wn the 
way to hinder his working. We can never get him to consult 
with us as to docking or graving ships, nor will he go on 
board to see what is necessary to be done but just as they are 
being brought in, so that he is more ready to hinder than 
further the service by snarling and carping, and we con- 
ceive that his complaints are but of a malicious and 
traitorous nature, vid that he is endeavouring to shuffle off 
his own neglect in losing the tide upon us, and letting, as 
has been his practice, his pen and his tongue run too far on 
untruth.

The 
Advice also arrived, having sprung her mainmast, and must go to 
Leghorn for another ; also the Warwick, who lost all but her mizen 
mast and main yard by her bowsprit going by the board in a storm 
within three leagues of the Barbary shore. She having been fitted 
here, our stock of masts is now reduced to one, and three old yards. 
The Dragon came on the 12th, and the Mary, Garland, and Pink 
on the 15th, to water, and sailed the 22nd with the Catherine, Grist 
[master], for Alicante. Copies of their discharges enclosed. The 
Victory fireship came the 16th, and the Admiral in the Revenge, 
and the Hampshire the 17th. The Portsmouth frigate is tallowed 
aud victualled. Although I wrote for some bread, as it keeps better 
than rusk, yet as it comes in such bad condition that a fourth part 
will be lost before it is spent, though art nor nature cannot afford 
us better conveniences for storage, I ask that no more may be sent, 
or any butter or cheese. Neither oatmeal nor pease are come in these 
ships; three months’ of the former and two of the latter would be 
acceptable to every eight months’ flesh sent. 

The Admiral approved of my building and all I have done, though 
he seems to have a prospect of a peace. Without my building his 
Majesty could not have been secure from paying demurrage. I desire 
you will defer answering my request about the storehouses for 
three months, by which time I will be more certain as to the con- 
tinuance of the war. The three-inch plank being cut for stowage 
has put us to great straits for cheeks for the Warwick's masts, which 
will go away but meanly strengthened, and the elm board is mean 
stuff. The pursers desire hard tallow for candles. I have adjusted 
with Capt. Greene upon the same terms I did with Capt. Haddock, 
although I had no other advice than a sight of Alderman Backwell’s 
letter of credit to Longland and Co., and a copy of the estimateby 
the officers of Deptford attested by Mr. Hayter. I tried the crabs from 
Messina with the Dragon, when it was found that twenty men could 


do more with them than five hundred by tackle and hands. I bought 
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100 iron hoops of Capt. Burstow, not having any in store, but every 
ship, and especially the Portsmouth, is so badly fitted that they are 
forced to shake the hoops off their old butts and drive them upon 
new, and this shift will not supply them so as to make their stock of 
casks for water and beverage amount to above 30 tuns. I heard that 
some iron hoops were shipped in one of the victuallers, and that 
Mr. Bryant, of the Princess, dewanded them in the Downs upon 
pretence that he had indented for them. I shall lose by the bread and 
cheese, as I take the former by weight and deliver it out again by 
the same after it has lain from four to six months in a damp hold. 
I have already lost twelve bags from its being housed in a wrong 
place besides by the carriers, who purposely tear open their bags 
amongst a throng of native youths and boys.

able to prevent without having payment as the contract directs, and 
you know that upon making it they were agreed on in such a man- 
ner as might be more easy for his Majesty’s affairs than formerly. 
Notwithstanding all the discouragements and difficulties I and others 
have contended with, we have used our utmost endeavours to send 
some provisions for the present supply of the ships in the Downs, 
and should as readily comply with his Royal Highness’s commands 
signified by your letier, and likewise with all other of his Majesty’s 
present occasions for victuals, if we were in a capacity ; but without 
those needful supplies of money which the contract provides for, we 
are not able to supply the ships any longer with victuals, either in 
harbour or at sea, nor discharge those foreign bills drawn on and 
accepted by us for the service, the want of punctual payment of 
which, you cannot but know, is a manifold mischief to the service, 
and the drawer, and acceptor.

Having patiently 
waited some time without doing so, I crave your advice, as there is a 
great quantity of it frequently coming to Hampton ; I have seen men 
shake their heads and cry shame of it and confess that there must 
be a very great abuse in the business. I hope my proceedings may 
be the means of preventing the abuses of some others for the future, 
and prove to his Majesty’s advantage and profit. 1 doubt not that I 
shall have your encouragement. I seized a Flemish anchor of 
14 or 15 ewt. in a Cowes hoy, which had been sold by Matthew 
Phripp of Cowes to Mr. Richbell of Southampton. Though without 
the King’s mark, I suspected it to be his Majesty’s, because they had a 
certificate from the custom house at Cowes for other goods on board, 
but none for the anchor, and because they landed it at a very un- 
seasonable time of the night, and moreover being informed by 
Thos.

1. Robert Southwell to the Lord Lieutenant. A French ship 
arrived here last Saturday of about 350 tons burden, frigate 
built, with thirty-two men and five boys, besides officers, with 
eighteen guns, and ports for twelve or fourteen more. They 
pretend themselves bound for Londonderry to take in beef 
prepared for them last season, and also horses to be carried 
to Martinico and St. Christopher's. Many people here are 
somewhat alarmed at her arrival, only on the grounds that 
she came from Dieppe, where it is said a number of the 
French men-of-war now ride, and being of that bigness and 
build and coming only in ballust. About thirty or forty 
French fishing boats are come on this coast, each of thirty or 
forty tons burden, having very long strings and rafts of 
nets, which they call mackerel nets. But they have both 
mackerel and herring nets; the mackerel they place wpper- 
most next the ropes, and the herring under, in the same raft 
and joined together. Each having 1,000 nets and about thirty 
or forty men, curries out in length about two miles, <All 
their men are armed with muskets and firelocks. By these 
long and unlawful nets they break and destroy the great shouls 
of fish on this coast, to the great destruction of the fishing 
trade here, and particularly of the pilchard fishing in the 
West of Ireland, set forth at very great charges of the wnder- 
takers, and of the hookers and fishermen of this town, con- 
sisting of siaty or eighty boats, and also those of Youghal and 
Dungarvan, to their great disheartening and impoverish- 
ing and to the abatement of the customs and excise 
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revenue. Before these French vessels came it was very usual 
for the hookers and fishermen of Kinsale, with about three 
men and sometimes a boy in each boat, to take 3,000 or 4,000 
mackerel a day to each boat, which were often salted and 
exported ; but now they take few or none, and also other fish 
grow very scarce. I enclose an order of the Lord [ieutenant 
and Council dated 15 June 1663, which provided for the 
removal of this inconvenience ; but as of late years none of 
his Majesty's ships have been appointed to guard this coast, 
his subjects have not enjoyed the benefit thereof. They further 
complain that the time limited by the said order to begin 
and end the mackerel fishing is not according to their rules 
and observation of those fishing seasons, which should be from 
1 April to 31 October. Since there are none of the King’s 
ships now on the coast to put the said order in execution or 
to require obedience thereto from the French fishermen now 
jishing on this coast and wm several places within a league 
of the shore, if your Excellency and Council would renew 
the said order, changing the tume for beginning the muckerel 
fishing, and would authorize the hookers and fishermen of 
this town to cut or seize their nets wherever they meet with 
them in the sea and bring them ashore to be tried according 
to the rules of the Admiralty, they shall willingly put the 
same in execution.

He 
assures me that as soon as he is able to appear he will settle that 
affair, and you shall dispose of him and me as you have kindly 
designed it. I have lately been also so exceedingly incommoded 
with a rheum distilling upon my breath and disturbing all repose, 
especially at night, that Iam hardly yet in condition to stir out, 
though I have a command from Sir Richard Browne to wait ex- 
pressly on Mr. Treasurer in his behalf, till he can come personally 
to condole with him the great loss he has made. I was myself sur- 


‘prised with it the other day, just as I was going up his stairs to 


wait on him; I say so surprised, that when I came to him I was 
not able to mention it without some confusion, that untimely 
accident summoning to my thoughts an affliction which I sometimes 
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think I have digested; but it does now and then recrudeacere, and 
causes an emotion which you are not capable of; but I am, who 
have that tenderness upon me, and reflect on such losses with great 
sense and compassion. I do assure you Mr. Treasurer’s is an un- 
speakable loss; I have often said it. I do not know that ever I 
beheld so much sweetness and manliness mingled together as in 
that fine youth, and by what I could conjecture, from the little 
inspection I had, he must have been’a brave man; I sincerely pity 
and deplore the loss, That delicate contexture was not to have 
been transplanted at that season into that climate. But, since God 
has so disposed of it, no man whatever that reflects upon the 
hazards of youth in the age we live [in] can pronounce concerning 
these events, as to what would have been best for them that go 
first and we who follow after. They are wise and great men who 
sit loose to the things of the world, full of vicissitude and transient. 
Much I could say upon this topic, having many years since published 
a Treatise concerning the Education of Children, which, being 
brimful of sorrow for a poor boy that I loved, I translated out of a 
piece of St, Chrysostom not in Sir H. Savill’s Collection. But 
enough of this. 


“T make, as yet, no great noise with my Dutch task, but I have 
near an hundred sheets of paper, which I hope will not reproach 
my sedulity, when they shall be thought fit to be called for ; and pur- 
pose in the meantime to proceed according to the scheme you have by 
you, till I am bid hold my hand. Whilst the Parliament was sitting, 
I could not modestly importune Mr. Treasurer ; but I will now hope 
to procure by his means the papers long since in his Majesty’s 
hands--~the first two sheets of my History (which I was not sorry 
he should approve of for my encouragement), and a Preface, which I 
only held with the other papers without the least design of pre- 
senting it to his Majesty, because it was unpolished, and that I 
intended to read them to Lord Arlington (who enjoined me the 
particular) and Mr. Treasurer, before I would transcribe it. Of 
neither of these have I any tolerable copy, and therefore wish I 
may retrieve them, and beg your assistance in it. There are many 
particulars in this undertaking which will merit your assistance, 
when I come to put things in their places: the very cause of the 
war, so intricate and voluminous (and which I conceive myself 
obliged to handle with all accurateness), swelling to almost a 
volume. You know what Quintilian says,‘One may easier con- 
‘ tract that which is full and large, than dilate and spread that which 
‘has little of substance.’ Be assured, diligence and sedulity shall 
not be wanting, talents and ability may; but if I were master of 
all perfection, my Lord Arlington and Mr. Treasurer have so obliged 
me by their great favours, that I should be the most ungrateful 
person living not to acknowledge it. I put a letter the other day 
into your hands for F{ather] P[atrick]. Do you know that I could 
never be free from his continual importunity ? There must have 
been some farther design in it, though they report him not to be 
one of much. I am told he gives it to be answered, which were to 
disoblige me who only calculated it for a letter, as you might easily 
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judge by my crowding so much together. But if that learned 
Father will undertake it himself, I can yet knock that nail farther ; 
for the rest non moror. The particulars are Catholic, and the 
Articles of the Church of England are terms of union and an instru- 
ment of peace ; she does not disallow modest liberty to her sons 
where the sense is tolerable, and so men do not contradict her. The 
strait lace will ruin us; you know my meaning. But I forget I 
am writing a letter. You remember I have a thousand other things 
to say to you upon this conversation, which you haye bespoken. 
You have but to command, and then we can settle the expedients 
and the neighbourhood, that whil:t I divert you with these imperti- 
nencies, I may in exchange learn better things.

The timber is given so much to defects that I cannot encourage 
dealing for it. There are two more places to which they carry 
small timber from the woods for shipping, Wicklow and Arklow; 
but the land-carriage is as costly as to Wexford, and it is the worst 
part of the wood they have the timber from. These are places but 
for vessels of tweity-eight or thirty tons, and Wexford is a bad 
place, so that vessels above fifty or sixty tons cannot come there. 
The vessel employed by Sir Fretchville Hollis is safely arrived, 
and they are proceeding to load her. I hope Sir William Petty 
has been with your Honours. His woods are the fittest and best 
for conveniency of shipping I have seen.

News-letter to Samuel Goodwyn, at Woodbridge, in Suffolk. A 
ship from the Potomac river, and another from the James, report 
that three Dutch ships were condemned for having traded there, 
contrary to the Navigation Act. The Governor, last summer, sent 
some up the country on discovery. Taking a south-west course, 
they found it very rocky, barren, and mountainous ; and after attain- 
ing, with much difficulty, a considerable height, they approached 
a river running swiftly southward. They would have passed it, 
but, their provisions failing, they returned in fourteen days. Ves- 
sels from Morlaix give no account of extraordinary preparations 
by the French for setting out a fleet, but they are very intent on 
their buildings at Brest. Two merchant vessels from Port Mahon 
to Leghorn report that the English fleet of twelve sail was careened 
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there, waiting only for Sir Edward Spragg’s last ship, which would 
be ready in a day or two, to sail for Algiers, the men much en- 
couraged by receiving twelve months’ money for short allowance 
of provisions. His Majesty’s galley, building at Pisa, will be 
finished in eighteen days. The African pink, from Tunis to Leg- 
horn, says fourteen Algiers men-of-war went in there, and after- 
wards departed, some into Corso, others to Algiers. Those of Tunis 
have most of their ships, brigantines, and galleys, at sea in quest of 
French merchantmen, with whom they say they care not for 
anything like a peace. Letters of February 17, from Sallee, say 
none of their ships of war were then out, and that they were very 
poor, what they had taken from others in summer being taken from 
them in winter. May 1, the Marquis de Vergest came from the 
French King to repay the compliments sent by Lord Bellasis. 
There is not the like kindness between the French and the Dutch, 
who have ordered none to compliment him because he gave them 
no notice of his arrival. The Haarlem Gazette says that Count de 
Furstemberg has made the Duke of Lorraine’s peace, on his sub- 
mission to the French King at Dunkirk. The King intends to go 
to Windsor on the 27th, that the solemnity be performed on the 
29th, where the Earl of Carlisle is to represent the King of Sweden, 
and the Earl of Bath the Duke of Saxony, whose Envoy, M. Haug- 
witz, is to pass hence to France, and also the Spanish Ambassador, 
Count de Molina. Dutch letters cf 9 May [N.S.] say some are 
jealous of the Princes ot Lunenberg, especially of him of Hanover, 
but the princes have given them fresh assurances upon their 
agreement and payment of the promised subsidies, which the Dutch 
are willing to do, and to prevent their disbanding their forces, 
their dispute with the Bishop of Miinster being settled, the Emperor 
and Empire pay further subsidies for keeping them entire for their 
and the States’ service. The Dutch fleet are ready to sail; but they 
are in little apprehension of damage from the French by sea, their 
East India Actions being now at 560, the highest ever known. At 
Dunkirk the French King held a review of his army for Lord 
Bellasis. It is one of the finest seen these many years, consisting 
of about 30,000. Their glory is chiefly in their furniture and arms, 
which, though much improved, are yet inferior to our English, their 
pikes being about two feet shorter, and their guns much less. They 
are employed very hard in their fortifications, and the King so 
earnest and thrifty of time, that he will allow no day but Sunday for 
a review. The 2nd the Reserve arrived in the Downs with soldiers 
trom Plymouth, accompanied by two East Indiamen from Bantam. 
On the 4th the King, about 3 a.m., went toward Sheerness. The 
Concord, from the Barbadoes in six weeks, says the distemper there 
was very much abated ; at Bridgetown it was quite over. There 
were some remains of it still at Slight’s Bay and the Hole. It was 
nothing so mortal at the end as in the beginning, and seldom any, 
not deprived of their senses, died. The sugar, when she left, came 
down apace. A ship from Croisic says no considerable prepara- 
tions were talked of there, only all the carpenters were summoned 
for their buildings. The ships at Portsmouth, &c., are so carefully 
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looked after as to be in readiness when the King shall see occasion. 
At Chatham the 7riwmph was lately undocked in very good repair, 
whose place was taken next day by the Lion. The Dutch have asked 
the Swede what assistance he would give in case any attacked them. 
The Swede answered they would perform all things required of 
them by the Triple Alliance, and reminded them of the subsidies 
due from the Spaniard, in which they stand engaged. The differ- 
ences between the Elector and City of Cologne not having been 
composed, the Dutch have not only made several overtures for 
mediation, offering themselves as mediators, but have told their 
Minister to press the Emperor to have a particular regard for the 
security of the place. On the 5th the King returned from Sheer- 
ness. The same night the Earl of Manchester died between 11 
and 12 of a fit of the colic. The Duke of Monmouth, the Marquis 
Blanchard, &c., are gone to Dunkirk to see the French camp, and 
the Duke de Bouillon, Duke de Longueville, and some marquises 
and persons of quality in France are come over to see this Court. 
Leghorn letters of the 27th say that eight of the Algier men-of- 
war that had been at Tunis had fought with a great Dutch ship. 
She maintained herself for some time stoutly, till twenty of her 
men were slain.

I am secured 
of a good number, and some of those from Trinity College, where 
the Duke’s interest runs highest, on the account that he was once 
a member of that society. The impediment, I find, is that we 
come too late, so many are pre-engaged, and this is so unfortunately 
true, that I assure myself that had I come from London on Saturday 
night (which I proffered to do) the business had been effected. But 
upon the whole, we are as yet resolved not to bring your Honour’s 
name upon the stage unless we can gain a more considerable party, 
which we hope to do, if we can prevail with the Vice-Chancellor to 
allow the time, for I verily believe the other party will cool by 
degrees, and they that manage that cause are so sensible of it, 
that they endeavour to hasten the election, whilst the heat lasteth.

Letters of the 12th [N.S.] from the Hague say that 
Count de Windegratz, the Imperial Ambassador, went post from 
Paris to Brussels, and, without any stay, thence to Cologne, whither 
the Baron de Isola is also going, both of them to confer with the 
Duke of Lorraine. The Spaniards have by bill of exchange 
remitted the last money due to the Swedes for subsidies into 
Flanders, which is to be transported thence to Amsterdam to make 
the readier payment for the Swedes. “Tis advised from Madrid 
the Spaniards and the States have entered into a league offensive, 
that if either be attacked, the other should assist him. The Count 
de Montery, whilst the French continue their camp about Dunkirk, 
has a small army lying about the parts adjacent, to relieve any 
place that might be attacked. A bark from the Levant to Leghorn 
reported that a Venetian and an English ship laden with oil were 
taken by an Algiersman, but the account was so lame that it was 
not credited. In the procession at Madrid on 26 April, a discourse 
happened between the pages of the French Ambassador and those of 
the Duke of Albuquerque about precedence, in which the French 
were so heated as to fall violently on the others with swords and 
pistols, which disrespect to the Sacrament there present, besides 
the boldness of assaulting Spaniards in the streets of Madrid, was 
looked on with such indignation by all the people, that the French 
soon felt their fury, and leaving two or three of them dead, secured 
themselves in the house of the Ambassador, which happened to be 
near. The Duke of Ormonde is made Steward of Westminster 
instead of the Earl of Manchester. Lord Berkeley, the Lord Lieu 
tenant of Ireland, having obtained leave, is expected here shortly. 
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We have now in town six hundred French, of whom about sixty are 
persons of name, who have been highly treated by the Duke of Buck- 
ingham, Lord Ossory, Sir T. Clifford, &. May 15 [N.S.] the Dutch 
fleet was ready to sail, and instructions preparing for the Admirals. 
The 5th, five men coming on horseback to the Tower about 6 a.m., 
three alighted whilst the other two held their horses. These three 
went into the Tower to see the crown, one in a clergy habit, and 
when admitted, two of them, who went into the room whilst the 
third stayed at the door, wounded and gagged Mr. Edwards, who 
had the custody of it, and carried it away. Mr. Edwards’ son, 
coming in and finding his father in that condition, pursued. One 
of the villains shot at him but missed him, as also the sentinels, but 
they were so closely followed that two were taken about the Iron- 
gate—old Blood, who went under the name of Ailoffe, the priest 
disguised, and one Perrott—and afterwards young Blood by a fall 
from his horse about Gravel Lane, who went under the name of 
Hunt, and was the same that seized the Duke of Ormonde. They 
were brought to Whitehall and sent to custody; the other two 
escaped.

The last express that came from Wallingford House 
signified (as one told me that saw it) that those letters that then 
came would balance all the opposition Dr. Turner or the Duke of 
Ormonde’s chaplain could make—for our words as well as actions 
have been very punctually related in their despatches. But we 
had thrown up the cards before, for as soon as the congregation 
was called, we knew the game was lost. Yours coming this morn- 
ing at five, Dr. Turner went to the Vice-Chancellor, whose answer 
was that he had engaged his promise to Secretary Trevor and to 
the heads (who pressed him that it might have been yesterday) 
that he would not defer, not only the congregation, but the election 
beyond Thursday. So that I have not sent the enclosed to Sir 
Robert Carr. Yesterday came Mr. Couell, and with him two 
doctors from Bury, who had a very good interest in the University, 
and would have prevailed far had we not been straitened in point 
of time, but we all concluded nothing was to be done to purpose, 
the election being next day. The sober party of the University will 
not stick privately to say they do not like the Duke for their Chan- 
cellor, though they give their voices for him. Ne noceat is the 
ground of their choice, to which a friend of ours answers, “ That is, 
to sacrifice to the Devil.” There is a story that is spread about the 
town and made use of, that the Duke, drolling on the University, 
on occasion of some scholars coming to see the King at New- 
market, a stander-by in their hearing should say, that his father 
had a kindness for the nlace. With his usual preface to what he is 
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about to say, he replied, that if they would choose him Chancellor, 
so would he too. Letters have come hither from some persons, 
which I could not have believed, and commendations of the Duke, 
which I am sure they do not believe themselves. Some are so 
modest as to relate his virtues with a parenthesis of, “ as those that 
know him best say,” or, “as is generally reported,” or some qualifica- 
tion in that kind. But the bell has done ringing, and I am going to see 
the issue of this affair ; and we intend, as soon as the congregation is 
done, to send an express, that my lord may give himself no further 
trouble in relation to this affair. 

I just met the Regents coming from the schools, and informed 
myself that they were then reading the suffrages for the Duke.

1. The said narrative. “Upon the 20th of April last, having 
cleaned at Port Mahon and come to an anchor in Algiers 
Bay, the Victory fireship only in company with me, I 
discovered the Mary, Hampshire, and rest of my frigates in 
the offing, who had been some time from me abroad cruising. 
I weighed and stood with them, when at my coning up I 
received the good news that four Alyier men-of-war and 
two prizes were put into Bugea, and that the Hampshire and 
Dragon had forced ashore, near Tadellis, a man-of-war of 
20 guns belonging likewise to Algier, richly laden, bound 
into the Levant, which the enemy put fire to themselves, upon 
which intelligence I made the best of my way for Bugea, 
where I arrived upon the 80th of the same, with the Mary, 
Dragon, Advice, Garland, Portsmouth pink, and Victory 
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fireship, and had a fair gale which carried me within half- 
shot of the castles, where I found their number increased to 
ten sail, hauled close wnder their walls in twelve foot water. 
The wind failed me, so that I did nothing upon them that 
night, but came to an anchor. The 2nd of May I made 


‘ another attempt, but after an hour's battering with the 


castles and forts, the wind came contrary, dolourd, and 
proved dead calm, and so continued until the 8th following, 
upon which day at noon a very fair breeze favowred me 
at east, and carried us into four fathom water, where 
we anchored, and brought our ships to pass, and after an 
hour’s battering their castles and ships, I sent in three of my 
boats, commanded and manned with brave, resolute men, to 
cut their boom, who accordingly performed that service very 
well. Immediately upon it, the gale freshened and con- 
tinued, till my fireship was aboard of them, and put them all 
in a flame, burning every ship to a coal, seven of which were 
the very best and choice men-of-war in Algier, among whom 
was their Admiral ; the others were three prizes, a Genoese, a 
small Englishman, and a Cetea*. Upon the 10th, about 
eleven at night, a Dutchman, who has been a slave in Algier 
for three years (and now with his patron who commanded 
one of these ships), made his escape by swimming on board 
me, who tells me for certain, that they confess 360 of their 
hest men and upwards, all Turks, soldiers in pay, lost their 
lives on board the respective ships by fire and gunshot that 
could not get ashore, but he says he believes a great many more, 
for that their ships were all extraordinarily well manned, 
to the number of about 1,800 or 1,900 men, besides 300 that 
arrived there that morning from Algier, who were all, in our 
view, received in greattriumph. The castles and town [are] 
miserably torn, with an infinite number of the inhabitants 
killed and wounded, and that which fell out very luckily to 
second this success was, that all their chirurgeons’ chests were 
burnt on board their ships, that they have not the least 
medicine to dress a wound with. The whole dispute lasted 
four hours, after which, the wind dying, I warped off. Old 
Treky, their Admiral, is likewise wounded, who came with 
the chiefest commanders in Algier, to order things in the 
best method for securing these ships, most of which were 
killed and wounded. He also affirms that these ships were 
purposely commanded out by the Diwan to find me and 
fight me, when and wherever they [met] me, and to that 
end all the best guns im the ships left in the Mole were 
taken out and mounted in these, but eight of which in 
each ship were got ashore to lighten them, the better to 
haul them under their castles. The rest are all burnt and 
spoiled.” [More than two pages. S.P. Dom., Car. II. 289,

The French persons of quality here are daily 
treated by some or other, on the 10th by Lord Newport, Controller 
of the Household. The great preparations of the Turk, both by sea 
and land, make most judge that he has some design in hand. The 
Grand Vizier has published what great encouragement he will give 
to any that shall come who have skill in making bridges for the 
passage of his men. He is said to intend going as far as Buda to 
see all settled there, and the Grand Signior to [A]Natolia. On the 
report of the march of the Bishop of Miinster’s army, all the country 
people about Cologne and Berg were ordered to be inarms. French 
letters of the 16th [N.S.] say they are advised from Rochefort 
but five out of thirty-five ships were in equipage or in any 
condition to put to sea, aud that they are designed for Sallee. 
From Germany ’tis said on April 20-30 Cuunts Nadasti, Frangipani, 
&e., were beheaded, and Count Tuttenback and twenty-eight more of 
quality expected the same fate. The King, having shown care for the 
redemption of his captive subjects and ordered constant convoys for 
protecting merchants, on tbe 11th ordered a proclamation to be 
issued, giving notice to all merchants, &c., that if in future they 
shall be taken going without convoy, they shall not be redeemed on 
public account. The 11th, in a wilful convocation at Cambridge 
for the election of a Chancellor in place of the Earl of Manchester, 
they unanimously chose the Duke of Buckingham. The 12th, the 
corpse of the Earl of Manchester was carried towards Kimbolton, the 
place of burial, attended by so many coaches as showed the high 
respect he was heldin. [Account of the Kent and Nonsuch frigates, 
the same as in Bower's letter of the 10th.] The 9th, the Guinea 
frigate, coming into Weymouth Road from Guinea, having touched 
at Barbadoes, states that the island, as well as Bridge Town, is 
almost free of the contagion. The Marquis de Ragni, sent as Envoy 
Extraordinary to compliment his Majesty, is returned with a present 
of the King’s picture set in diamonds, to the value of 1,000/. The 
French King on the 15th intends to go towards Lille. Old Blood 
was on the 12th brought from the Tower to Court, where he was 
privately examined by his Majesty, Royal Highness, &e. Dutch 
letters of the 9th say that on the Duke of Lorraine’s sending his 
forces in assistance of the Elector of Cologne, the States have 
resolved to send more forces in assistance of the city. The Prince 
of Orange was was in good health. The Grand Signior has ordered 
all his subjects in Hungary, &c., to deliver up all the rebels into the 
hands of the Emperor, for preserving the amity between the two 
empires.

into the miller’s wife's hand, saying that he had been carry- 
ing letters about for these roguish Papists, till he was very 
weary and very dry. He told them he had been im Norfolk 
to carry letters to a popish gentleman of 5001. a year, who kept 
thirty horses furnished for war in a vault under ground, 
which were brought out in his sight and exercised in the night. 
The gentleman’s servants told him that there are in that 
country those that keep sixty and eighty apiece of like horses, 
so furnished and so trained, but would not tell him the gentle- 
man’s name, but said he lived in a town in Norfolk called 
Orage, or some such name. Also said that he was continu- 
ally employed in carrying letters about to Papists all over 
England, and very often to London, where he was told by 
an acquaintance that, when the French landed, the Papists 
and they would join sure enough; and that about the 
middle of June (as near as he could gather amongst them) 
he thought would be the time when the blow would be given. 
His guest seemed very fearful of every one he saw coming 
towards the house, and inquired of him who it was, and in 
several particulars discovered much fearfulness. He would 
not tell the miller what his own name was, nor who they 
were that sent him on those errands, nor where they lived, 
but said those Popish families, to which he carried letters, 
went once a month to church, most of them. The miller 
says his speech differed from that of this country, and, as 
near as he could guess by it, he was an Oafordshire man, or 
some remoter Western county. The miller’s house is a 
lonely one near the road between Norfolk and the West, and 
from it may be seen every one coming a mile off almost 
round about. He had good store of half-crowns about him, 
which he showed the miller, though his habit was so very 
poor. He vested with the miller the Sabbath day, but would 
not go to church, and persuaded him not to go. He carried 
with him a loose pair of lininges, having in them some light 
carriage, which he would not let any of the miller’s house 
see, nor would he ever leave them, when he went from one 
room to another, but laid them under his head at night 
when he slept, which the miller believed was a great number 
of letters, and it looked like a great bundle of them. Though 
by his speech he was apparently a far countryman, he knew 
the names of all the towns hereabouts, and what counties 
they were in—for three counties meet near the miller’s howse— 
which manifested him to have travelled often that way. 
When asked how he knew the names of these towns and their 
counties so well, he answered that he had their names set down 
in writing in his note of directions for his journey, and that 
he could read written hand, though he went so raggedly.

Two Dutch men-of-war from the 
Archipelago report at Leghorn that the Return, a small Bristol ship, 
being set upon by two Algier men-of-war, the master and men, being 
unable to defend their ship, fled aboard a Venetian, and escaped, 
the pirates not daring to attempt her. There was also advice of the 
taking of a Gallipoli ship, as is.supposed by a Tripoline. The 
French King is by this supposed to have removed from Dunkirk, 
to visit Lille, Aeth, and Tournay, which four places are said to be 
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rendered impugnable. Of the French army the common foot were 
most set out with crewell ribbons; the horse appeared more gallant, 
not so much for the richness as variety, all of the same troop being of 
the same garb, and yet most troops distinguished by a Ccifferent 
habit. They observe an exact discipline, and hang by martial law, 
whereby some have already suffered, among others one of Lord 
Douglas’s regiment. On the 7th Mr. Bertie, Envoy Extraordinary 
to the King of Denmark, landed at Hamburgh. At his passage by 
Gluckstadt his salute of seven guns was returned with three, but 
without any bullet to demand the lowering of the topsail, though 
they passed by very slowly, carried only with the tide, without 
any wind, contrary to the expectation of some, who had laid wagers 
that if they lowered not the castle would fire on them and sink 
them. The names of the rebels in Germany are rac’d (razed) out. 
Those of the name Nadasti are to take on them Da Croix, and those 
of Serini, De la Grace. They seemed very penitent, and Nadasti is 
said to have confessed many of the conspiracy who were not 
thought the least guilty. On the Grand Signior’s order to deliver 
up all rebels within his territories to the Emperor, the Bassa of 
Waradine has sent seventeen. On the 14th the Jersey and Guern- 
sey frigates arrived at Plymouth from the Straits. They convoyed 
48 merchantmen, who kept together till they reached the Northern 
Cape, and then the merchants went each their own way. Several 
for London are already up the river. Lord Bellasis and Mr. 
Vaughan were very highly treated in France, and received pre- 
sents to the value of 1,000], and 5001. each. The persons who - 
attempted the crown were English. Old Blood, a professor, in the 
late times had possessed himself of some small estate in Ireland, 
and forfeited it for being of the conspiracy to seize Dublin Castle, 
having escaped further punishment by flight, though pursued by 
proclamation. Since which, some say he was in the Northern con- 
spiracy, and one of those that rescued Mason from the guard that 
were to carry him from the Tower to York for trial. Young Blood, 
his son, has lately exercised on the highway, and was but little 
before the attempt on the Duke of Ormonde let out of gaol on 
security. Parrot was a silk dyer, of the Anabaptists’ Church, and 
ofttimes a teacher of that people. Their design, by their own con- 
fession, was only to make their own advantage by the jewels, We. 
Orders are said to be sent to the Swedish Minister at the Hague,- 
to endeavour, together with the States General, that the mperor 
may be admitted into the Triple Alliance. The Elector and City of 
Cologne are in such a fair way of accommodation that the Baron 
de Isola is returned to Brussels. On the 21st De Ruyter received 
his commission, and though the Dutch have no apprehensions of 
danger from the French, their fleet has orders to pass to the Wiel- 
nigen. On the 17th the Duke of Monmouth returned from Dun- 
kirk, where he was entertained with all the respect and kindness 
imaginable. It is generally concluded that Lord Chief Baron 
Hale is Lord Chief Justice of the King’s Bench ; Sir Edward Turner, 
Speaker of the House of Commons, Lord Baron; and Mr. North, 
Solicitor-General in his place.

Richard Gibson to the Navy Commissioners. I enclose a list of 
the coming in and going out of all ships from my arrival at Mahon 
till the 9th instant, when I left by the Admiral’s order on the New- 
castle with the Milford, leaving the Adventure with orders to 
tallow. On Friday the 12th we met the Admiral within four 
leagues of the Barbary shore going to Algiers, from which he was 
about 14 leagues eastward, in whose company were the Dragon and 
Advice, the wind easterly, so we got into Algiers Bay that night, 
where the Admiral, sending his boat ashore with a flag of truce, was 
suffered to come within less than musket shot, and forced away 
(with an intention to hit her, but did not) by many great guns; so 
angry are they, and indeed not without cause, the Admiral on 
Monday sennight having (though he had by misfortune lost the 
Rose and Spread Eugle tireships before) with only his ship, the 
Mary, Dragon, Advice, Garland, and Portsmouth pink, so battered 
the town and castles of Bugia, and by his boats cut a great boom 
so as to make way for the Victory fireship to burn seven Algiers 
men-of-war (one the admiral’s ship, and two others of their best 
men-of-war) and three prizes, one a Genoese of 30 guns. This brave 
exploit, which was managed with so great prudence, as amongst 
other things to lighten the Victory the night before to 8 feet of 
water or all had been fruitless, met with great opposition, all the 
captains in Algiers being there with a great many soldiers, occa- 
sioned by the Admiral’s lying in sight nine days, attempting every 
day to get in, before the wind served. There is great loss of men 
on their side, as a Dutch captive, who swam off next night informs 
the Admiral, all their ships being rigged, manned, and ready to sail. 
The greatest loss on our side fell on the boats, which our ships could 
not help, though they were in musket shot, for nigher they could 
not come, the Admiral being in 34 and the fourth rates in 3 fathoms 
water. The Admiral had every man killed and wounded in his 
boat, save Mr. Harman, who is deservedly much commended, and is 
said to have cut the boom in half pistol shot under their biggest 
castle (where the chains reached not) and heads of their men-of- 
war. The Mavy’s boat being sunk at the boom by a great shot, all 
her sound men betook themselves to the Admiral’s boat, and brought 
off Mr. Harman untouched. The Mary, Garland, and pink, were 
sent to Mahon with the wounded, above forty in number, and in all 
seventeen killed. All the commission and warrant officers are well, 
only Capt. Harris, Lieut. Pinn of the Mary, and the Lieut. of the 
Dragon are wounded. Capt. Herbert, about twenty-three days ago, 
was, by two Turks men-of-war, shot under the right eye with a pistol 
bullet, which is yet in his head. He had eleven of his men wounded 
with small shot at the same time, yet was able to manage his com- 
mand at Bugia, and is past all danger. Our ships likewise put an 
Algiers ship of 20 guns ashore near Tadelles, who (to prevent being 
brought off) fired her themselves. The Admiral and the Newcastle are 
come hither, Dragon and Advice gone to water by Cape Martin, and 
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Milford to Mahon to clean. He intends next for Mahon, and thence 
to Leghorn for a foremast for the Revenge, and will keep with him 
the Revenge, if he can get her a foremast, Mary, Newcastle, Hamp- 
shire, Portsmouth frigate (which two last are by a chase gone from 
their station), Dragon, Adventure, and Milford, and will send home 
the Advice, Constant Warwick, who a fortnight since sprung her 
mainmast, so as nothing but the wooldings keeps it together, her 
foremast being otherwise so bad, that they are afraid to carry sail 
on it, and Garland, designing the Portsmouth pink and Deptford 
frigate to cruise off Sallee. No masts are in store nor cordage, nor 
many blocks. I am going with the Admiral to Leghorn, and possibly 
to Messina, to buy masts, which, with payment of short, allowance, 
building, &e., will exhaust the Admiral’s money before Michaelmas. 
Therefore I pray a supply against that time to Leghorn, Alicante, or 
Cadiz, but most to Leghorn, which is the usefullest port for furnish- 
ing what we want, and in summer most frequented by our ships, 
the Turks shunning the Straits’ mouth since their former great loss 
and that we have kept our ships clean, being resolved to quit 
Algiers for a time and sail out of the Levant. I pray that ships from 
England may have larger stores. Complaint has been made to the 
Admiral of the badness, scantiness, and small stock of sails they 
came out with. He says we have not such odds of the Turks by 
our sailing that we should think to take them with old and little 
sails. There are great complaints of the scantiness of colours and 
want of flags. The Admiral desires that every ship that comes out 
should bring two spare topmasts, to be left in store, and two fishes. 
The Admiral, ever since my coming to Mahon, has put the men on 
whole allowance, for the reasons mentioned, which shall not draw 
from England any provisions, beyond the eight months’ flesh and 
pease and five months’ oatmeal and pease, according to my proposal 
in my letter of March 2nd. Slops are arrived, and were much 
wanted, insomuch that the Admiral empowered me to furnish the fleet 
with shoes. He desires the lanterns and colours so often demanded 
be sent, and with them six dozen ship oars and some barge oars. 
He likewise ordered me to supply each purser with tallow at eight 
pieces of eight per ewt. I send my disbursements on the building, 
the Admiral having approved of it and given his warrant to proceed 
with it. . Reasons for the necessity of building the storehouses— 
one, that the natives began to steal iike devils, and two of my 
coopers brought to death’s door by watching at nights, and the 
other began to reel, but wore it out by strength of body. I have 
changed the smith, and have the Admiral’s order for it, and also by 
order have agreed with the surgeon of the Golden Hand to look 
after the sick and wounded who may be sent ashore into hospital. 
The Admiral is of opinion that longboats are of little use here; he 
desires glass, solder, leaden scuppers, white plates, and wire. I pray 
a line to Leghorn to say which of my letters have been received. 
T shall send all boatswains’ and carpenters’ indents. I desire that two 
more coopers be sent, as, from want of water-casks, the ships have 
insufficient water, and the mens’ health suffers. Iron hoops much 
wanted. The timberstuff formerly demanded need not now be sent. 
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I have bought some wooden hoops at Mahon and received more from 
Majorca and Leghorn. If the part of the Admiral’s proposal of 
victualling be accepted, which is to deliver all into my hands, I 
shall be able to give an account of what comes by hired ships, what 
by men-of-war, and what is supplied at ports. The provisions will 
last five months longer. The list shows the time each ship is 
victualled for. I willsend cast provisions by the ships coming home.

[Sir Edward Spragg] to the same. Having directed Mr. Gibson 
to give you account of our success at Bugia, I shall not here 
mention it. I have by Mr. Wren made an overture to victual my 
fleet myself on different terms by two several ways. If either 
please you, I desire your speedy answer to Leghorn. I shall, if 
possible, perform my promise to send you some wine to drink my 
health by some of the ships designed home. [Jbid. No, 49.] Per- 
haps annexed, 

Sir Edward Spragg to [Matthew Wren]. Our stock of victuals, 
with the money for providing the same, will last five months 
at whole allowance. I know not why I should go to market 
with the King’s ships for another's profit, this island afford- 
ing neither bread, beverage wine, oil, nor rice, of which the 
quantity us per margin is still to buy to convplete our store. 
Neither Sir D. Gauden’s present method, nor that proposed 
by his Royal Highness (by yours of 2 and 14 March), will 
answer all the ends designed, but a middle way [will], viz., 
by sending us, before these victuals end, only six months’ beef 
from England, with money to coiplete what will be wanting 
at the vate of 8d. per diem for the number of ships the 
measure is taken from, and for the remaining seven months 
to have at the rate of 9d. a man a day, half to be paid at 
Cadiz, and half at Leghorn. On which terms I will wnder- 
take to victual this fleet with as good provisions as money 
can buy, or any of his Majesty’s ships ever had im these seas. 
All to be brought to Mahon in hired vessels, without further 
charge to his Majesty for freight, &e., and in all things I will 
conform myself to the same terms as Sir D. Gauden has in 
his contract, which will be much more advantageous to his 
Majesty, and cannot be performed so cheap and well by any 
other for the reasons following :— 


1. I can settle credit in all places, so that a ship may not, for 
want of victuals, be forced from her station till the last 
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pinch, knowing that if the wind serves not for one place it 

will for another ; and they will be supplied either at Cadiz, 

Malaga, or Alicante, if to the westward; or Cagliari, 
Trapani, ov Leghorn, if to the eastward of Mahon, as by the 

money lust sent me I did to the Nonsuch and Argier at 
Cadiz, thus enabling them to sail right to England, and a 

month’s to my ship, Hampshire, Portsmouth frigate, and 

Victory fireship to carry us back to Mahon, thus gaining 

much time, which would have been lost hud I been forced to 

victual them at Mahon. 


?. The enemy will be less able to trace us, and our fleet better 
enabled to follow them. 


3. Every merchant, knowing that I can, if necessary, shift 
without them, will sooner agree with me at modest and 
advantageous terms. 


4. Though we made shift to take the sia months’ provisions last 
sent, we cannot secure above two months’ bread and pease in 
the Golden Hand and but little in town, when the granary 
is resumed, which was lent but till August: whereas with 
money we can supply ourselves, and have, as it were, a maga- 
zine (besides our certainty at Mahon) at Cadiz, Malaga, 
and other places as winds, chases, and wants may hinder 
our coming back. Nor will I vely on each ship doing this, but 
all times replenish our magazine by cask wine and bacon 
from Naples, rusk, beef (besides supplying all ships with 
fresh meat in harbour, as well as by flour and frurt), and 
figolas from Leghorn, rice, éc., from Genoa, by a corres- 
pondent from each place. 


5. If all be sent from England (besides the great charge by 
freight, &c.), we shall, on account of the distance, be too oft 
exposed to want, and as oft have more than we can tell how 
to secure. 


‘ 6. Whatever stores we may want, which we cannot be without, 
and which ave to be had in these parts, may come with the 
victuals and suve our fetching them. 

7. To maintain a stock wholly by provisions may occasion great 
loss, uf they have to be removed, besides loss by leakage and 
loss of bread by drying. Doing it by money will prevent 
this, and we shall have everything we want on all occasions. 
Our provisions will be more portable and ready for service. 
The seamen will be better contented, having always fresh 
killed provisions, not what huve lain long in store, which 
possibly were none of the newest before leaving England, or 
(as the last bread was) embarked hot out of the oven. 


I am sure I can do tt cheaper and better than any man, and 
have it more in my power to serve his Majesty, so that neither 
weather, nor the enemy, nor slights of undertakers may pr'e- 
vent me. Mr. Gibson's residence at Mahon will add little to 
the carrying on of the war without my assistance, which I 
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shall unwillingly give on the terms the victualling is now 
managed. Nothing will be easier than to put the plan in 
execution. I am sure you know me too well to think that 
any profit shall hinder my furthering his Majesty’s service, 
so as to have it ever laid in my dish that the former has 
taken place of the latter. I have had tenders from Naples 
and Leghorn to the same purpose. Since coming into the 
Straits, I have paid for provisions at Leghorn, Malaga, and 
Cadiz, which (with some delivered out of store, as well as 
what has been lent out of ships and repaid by Mr. Gibson) 
has all been placed in one indent, and cannot be done by any 
without my help. Yet this happened, when the service has 
culled the ships and they not forced to go to market for want 
of a stock at Mahon, being forced to it by contrary winds, 
though sent to cruise no further than off Sardinia with sia 
weeks’ provisions. If that proposal is not accepted, I will 
undertake to deliver all at Mahon to Mr. Gibson at 84d. a 
mun a day, and fetch it by hired vessels, or at 8d. by one of 
his Majesty's ships, his Majesty finding casks, hoops, ware- 
house room ut Mahon, &c. If neither of these proposals take 
effect, I am sure it will be instrumental to bring down other 
offerers much below their asking. I hope such care will be 
taken, that I shall have wherewith to answer all contingencies 
(which through want of masts, &c., will ask no mean sum), 
and a magazine at Mahon to prevent going to market with 
clean ships; and then let who will undertake the same (if 
there be any that can) on better terms. If Sir D. Gauden 
should decline supplying us with beef, and my other terms 
be accepted, I will undertake all at 9d.,and find one m 
England to do ut. [8 pages. SP. Dom, Car. II. 298, 
No. 491.]

Pray lose no time in passing it, for delay in these 
cases is always hazardous, Since writing last night, between two and 
three o'clock, a great fire was perceived to break out through the roof 
of the storehouse in the Castle, which, notwithstanding all the help 
that could be had, burnt the same before five in the morning to the 
ground, and therein 7,000 or 8,000 arms, viz., pikes and muskets, 
besides six or seven brass field pieces, many furnitures for horse, as 
well vacks, breasts, head-pieces and saddles, as pistols and other 
necessaries, there being only saved about 500 or 600 muskets and 
some match and the barrels of the burnt firelocks and muskets and 
the burnt armour, which will signify little for service, being quite 
distempered by the fire. The store was kept in the old Parliament 
House on the suuth-west side of the Castle, and the fire broke out 
on the west side of it, next the room where the Castle guard was 
kept. It is yet a great mystery how this was occasioned, there 
being (as is said by some) no fire or candle in the guardhouse last 
night, and Sir Ellis and most people are of opinion that it began in 
the middle of the storehouse, placed there by some contrivance, and 
continued for some time, and then broke out with much violence ; 
but if I may give credit to what I was shown and told, or may 
trust my own judgment on what I noticed of the situation of one 
of the guardhouse chimnies, their wooden bed, and a timber parti- 
tion, that on the inside of the stone wall divided the guardhouse 
and storehouse, I conclude that it began from some part of the 
guard place, by what negligence I cannot tell, but I am told they 
had fire and candle, and the place, where I was shown it first broke 
out, is over the said partition. It was a great wonder that the 
whole buildings within the Castle were not burnt, and were it not 
for the calmness of the morning, the height and thickness of the 
stone walls of the storehouse, and the Lord Lieutenant’s using all 
means to prevent it, not only those buildings, but the whole quarter 
of the town next tlie Castle had run a great hazard of being quite 
destroyed. There was no powder in the storehouse but two or 
three barrels, which were afterwards found useful to blow up the 
roof and some adjoining buildings, in which Lord John Butler made 
himself useful, for, with Mr. Anthony Hamilton, he rashly rushed in, 
brought out one of the barrels, notwithstanding the fire, and put it 
under the other building that was to be blown up. It is almost 
quite out, and might have been quenched much sooner were it not 
for some muskets and hand grenades, which, being charged, have 
fired so often in the rubbish, that the people were somewhat 
timorous to venture among it.

The 
Lorraine troops are marched out of Miinster into the territories of 
the city of Cologne. They write as most certain that M. Verjus, 
the French Ambassador, had a refusal from the Elector of Branden- 
burg and the Duke of Liinenburg, and yet that the States would 
have two flying armies, one near Bergen op Zoom, commanded by 
Count Nassau, and the other about Yessell, by General Wurtz. 
The Prince of Transylvania has given the Emperor notice that he 
will deliver up the rebels that are with him. On the removal of 
Dr. Crew to the Bishopric of Oxford, the Deanery of Chichester is 
given to Dr. Lloyd, Chanter of Chichester, and Dr. Stradling, 
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Prebendary of Westminster, made Chanter. It is said the King 
will continue at Windsor a month or two, while the Council and 
Lords of the Treasury will remain at Whitehall, unless he shall 
send for the Council to Hampton Court, where preparations are 
made for their reception.

It therefore seems manifest that without an unexpected recall of 
the fleet now abroad, or cessation of some of the works actually in 
hand, the charge of the present year cannot be less than the value 
of the first list above amounting to 513,354/. 0s. 2d., but may be 
more by so much of the second as his Majesty may think fit to 
command ; whereas towards all this and the part already incurred 
since 1 Jan. last, the Treasurers of the Navy do not own (besides

2d. of what the year’s 
expense at lowest can be estimated at, and may fall further short 
of the true charge if his Majesty shall call us to attempt any of the 
particulars of the second list. What, then, can be the consequence 
but the laying on so important part of his Majesty’s service a 
necessity of still continuing under a growing debt, under which it 
has lain ever since the ancient method of proportioning our supplies 
of money by the estimates of the services first declared for was laid 
aside, and the contrary taken up of beginning the year with a limita- 
tion to our supplies without any suitable restraint in the charge of 
the services afterwards called for from us? Wherefore, as the only 
expedient, we advise and pray that his Majesty’s pleasure be dis- 
tinctly obtained to what particular branches thereof we are to 
apply whatever sum the present condition of the Treasury will 
admit of being now assigned us, and this as well for guiding us in 
undertaking those things first which his Majesty shall think fittest 
to be preferred, as for directing the Controller of the Navy to the 
preparing of further estimates and the Treasurers thereof in 
soliciting for further assignments as often as we may hereafter be 
commanded to proceed to any other services.

The King of 
Sweden and Duke of Saxony, to whom his Majesty lately sent the 
Garter, will be installed on the 29th at Windsor, as also the Duke 
of Albemarle, but there is no certainty that any will be new made. 
They write from Edinburgh of a great thunder and hail, the stones 
being four, five, and six inches about, which broke glass windows, 
destroyed much corn, and killed many young cattle. Most harm 
was done about Musselburgh Stenihill,' Brunstone, and three or 
four miles about Edinburgh. Major Holmes, who went with a 
letter from the King to the Emperor of Moscow, reports that the 
rebel Stepan Radzin was very potent, and that he had put the 
Emperor into great fear and disorder. Some merchants’ letters 
speak of a very great fleet of Turkish ships, well-stored with men, 
seen off Otranto, and it was guessed they were designed for Sicily. 
More of the German rebels are to suffer, whose execution the Em- 
peror seems very unwilling to sign, having done that of Count 
Serini with tears in his eyes. To justify himself he has ordered the 
whole account to be printed. “Tis writ from Paris that the Duke 
of Savoy would not suffer M. de Clo to make levies in his territories 
for the French King’s service, excusing himself because few of his 
subjects were able to bear arms, for which reason most of his own 
guards were French. M. de Clo then went to Florence, where he 
may meet the same success, the Grand Duke being not very 
inclinable to favour the French. M. de St. André Monbron has 
written that the Turks had entered on the undecided limits in 
Dalmatia, and that the Venetians, apprehending a new war, had 
ordered all their subjects to give no occasion of it, and endeavoured 
in the meantime to stop the Bassas’ mouths with presents. Sir 
Henry Wood, Clerk-Controller of the Green Cloth, died on the 
24th. On the 26th his Majesty went towards Windsor, and on the 
27th her Majesty, who comes hither on Wednesday to pay her de- 
votions on Ascension Day, and then returns again. The King 
may stay longer at Windsor and not come this two months, unless 
to be at Council on occasion, who are to sit at Whitehall every 
Friday during his absence. On the 19th, about 1 a.m. there 
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happened a dreadful fire in Dublin Castle, which consumed 
the whole storehouse (where in the Earl of St[rJafford’s time the 
parliament used to sit) and the Court of Guard adjoining it, with 
most of the muskets, pistols, swords, pikes, drums, trumpets, 
bandeleers, match, and other warlike provisions, to tie value, it is 
supposed, of 20,0007. Such accidents never want variety of com- 
ments, but the general discourse is that a rat carried a candle 
burning into the store. The Grand Siguior, they say, will go to 
Sophia, and the Grand Vizier to Belgrade, from which they gather 
that Poland will be the place they aim at this summer. The 
deputies of the Dukes of Liinenburg had been a fortnight at 
Bielefeld, expecting those of Miinster, but had not heard so much 
as of their setting out. The States’ Envoy to Cologne has got an 
answer in writing to his propositions for an accommodation betwixt 
the town and him. Colonel Bampfield having taken the oath of 
fidelity to the Emperor and the town, they have caused fourteen new 
ensigns to be made for the regiment with the Emperor’s arms. The 
King has bestowed the Bishopric of Lichfield and Coventry on 
Dr. Wood, who was Dean there, and given the Deanery to 
Dr. Smallwood. From Leghorn we hear that Sir John Finch, the 
Resident there, has taken leave, and is coming for England. They 
were informed from Messina that six Tripolines and three Argier 
men-of-war were on that coast, but they heard of no prize; and 
that three Algerines were fitting at Tholon, who they believed 
might be at sea. Letters of 12 March from Jamaica sy ‘that 
Major-General Banister was arrived there with 200 negroes from 
Surinam, and that he had taken thence 60 English families and 
300 negroes more, who were to touch at Barbaroes, and thence 
daily expected at Jamaica.

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News-letter to'Capt. Welsh, Rye. [The first part is identical with 
the last two news-letters.] On the 30th her Majesty came from 
Windsor to Somerset House, where she in future keeps her Court, 
it being now fitted for her reception. Letters from Brussels of 
6 June (N.S.) say that the Prince d’Isinghien went to Enghien to 
compliment the French King from the Governor. The French King 
on the 2nd (N.S.) went from Oudenard toward Tournay, whence the 
Court will not remove in a month, only the King may make some 
visits at Aeth. Of the 28,000 that were at Dunkirk, 6,000 only 
remain ; the rest are ordered to rendezvous between Tournay and 
Aeth, upon which six companies of Spanish foot are sent to Condé 
and St. Gillian, neighbouring places; 6,000 horse, under Mareschal 
de Crequi, in Lorraine, are to be at Charleroi in a few days, whither 
the French King goes on the 28th to view them. The differences 
between the Elector and City of Cologne were just on the point of 
accommodation, but Prince William of Furstenberg, who newly 
came from the French Court, interrupted that by some instructions 
he received thence. "Tis said the Bishop of Strasburg is one main 
cause, and that, his practice being discovered, he may in a short 
time be made sensible of it. That the Duke of Lorraine has given 
his troops to the Elector is very evident, but they say it is on 
condition that he shall not employ them against the Emperor, the 
Empire, or the city of Cologne. The differences about Hoxter are 
come to that pass that the Liinenburg forces are marching there, 
and some action is expected. 

Hague, June 5 (N.S.).—The States-General seem much alarmed 
that the Princes of Liinenburg have laid siege to Brunswick, and are 
framing instructions for their deputies, who are now at Bielfeld, 
to mediate. The Holland armies lying on the borders, the Spanish 
Ambassador desired that they might take the field, but the States 
are very unwilling, as it might give the French some provocation. 
German letters speak of more of the :ccomplices in the Hungarian 
rebellion detected, among them the late commander of the fort of 
St. Andrew at Candia. The Turkish forces quarter about the same 
frontier places they did in the beginning of the last war, which 
gives the Venetians great jealousy. The Persians had some dis- 
pute with the Turks about the borders of Babylon, in which about 
2,000 lost their lives. [84 pages. SP. Dom. Car. II. 290,

1, That the said Count Hamilton shall raise as quickly as possible 
an Irish regiment of 1,500 men, to be commanded by him as colonel, 
consisting of fifteen companies of a hundred each besides officers, 
namely, a captain, two lieutenants, an ensign, three serjeants, seven 
corporals, ten lance-pesadoes, fifty musketeers, and thirty pikemen ; 
all the men to be of proper age and strength, well clothed, and 
armed only with a good sword and belt. 

2. That he will ship them together, or at most, if necessary, in two 
detachments, to Havre de Grace or some other port of Normandy or 
Picardy, to arrive at latest by the end of July. 

3. That the King will pay to Count Hamilton for every effective 
soldier landed in France 33 livres, this sum to cover all expenses of 
transport. 

4. That a commissary will meet them at the port of disembarka- 
tion, review them, and reject those below the standard, and will 
place those passed in quarters near the port for ten days to recruit, 
and will then despatch them to the garrison where they are to 
serve. 

5. The said commissary will distribute to them arms, viz., 
muskets, bandoliers, and pikes, and will furnish them with pro- 
visions for their march. 

6, From the day of their arrival in garrison the King will pay 
each private nine livres a month, and those of higher rank in 
proportion. 

7. The officers shall be paid at the rate of five livres for a captain, 
45 sous for a lieutenant, and 36 for an ensign, per diem. 

8. The officers of the état-major shall be paid 400 livres in all a 
month. 

9, The officers and soldiers shall, on their landing, take an oath 
before the commissary to do the King good and faithful service 
against all, except the King of Great Britain. 

10. To maintain order and discipline in the regiment, Count 
Hamilton, or whoever in his absence shall be in command, shall 
have power of punishment over all those in the regiment according 
to the practice in other regiments of the same nation already in the 
King’s pay. 

11. In case the King of Great Britain should need the said 
regiment in case of a rupture between him and the King of 
France, the latter promises to allow the said regiment to march to 
any port and to embark at the expense of the King of Great Britain, 
paying them their pay and allowances on their way to such port, 
and the King of Great Britain is to permit Count Hamilton to keep 
the same recruited up to 1,500 men.

Brussels letters of the 
22nd (N.S.) say that the Cardinal de Aragon was like to go to Paris 
to treat about a marriage of his young master to the French 
King’s daughter. On the 10th(N.S.) Maréchal de Crequi was still at 
Nancy, whence he is to join his troops, who are in two bodies, one 
commanded by the Chevalier Fourille, was gone to encamp at 
Pont de Pierre, near the Moselle, and the other at Blamont, not 
far from Strasburg. Some advices give cause to believe that the 
town of Strasburg may be besieged in few days, and that all the 
forces of the Elector of Cologne, Bishop of Miinster, and the French 
forces in Lorraine, shall join in that design under the pretence of 
putting the Bishop of Strasburg into that town, of which he pre- 
tends himself prince.

victory cost them about 400 men. The French Court is now at Aeth, 
and is expected at Paris the beginning of next month. Dutch letters 
of the 19th (N.S.) say that all the towns now have agreed to forbid 
French wine, and though M. de Groot, their Ambassador, is return- 
ing to France, he will make but very short stay there, the proposed 
treaty of commerce between them being likely to come to nothing, 
both because the Hollanders will not in the least budge from their 
Treaty of 1662, and because they further desire as security from 
the French that they would quit their design on Flanders, a point 
the French will not have the Dutch so much as touch. On the 
Prince of Orange taking leave for Brunswick, there was some dis- 
course that it might endanger his person, other that it might be 
looked on as countenancing the besiegers ; but, after some debate, it 
was thought a matter indifferent, and the Prince left to his liberty. 
The King of Denmark has sent a regiment, and the Duke of Bran- 
denburg two, to assist the Princes of Liinenburg against Brunswick, 
but the Hanse towns only mediate and send no forces. Their Resi- 
dent in Holland has given the States an account of the condition of 
the place, of the Liinenburg forces and the city’s sallies, and how 
the city has offered to buy peace with 400,000 rix dollars and the 
surrender of two small villages, which was refused. The States will 
not enter into the quarrel ; only, as far as words and persuasion may 
prevail, they are willing enough to serve them. The Liinenburgers 
play on the tuwn from three batteries, and endeavoured to spring a 
mine, but it was filled with water. The town have been brisk in 
their sallies, [More than 3 pages.

The 
same day the Earl of Ossory took leave on his way to view the 
leaguer of Brunswick. On the 16th Lord Berkeley, Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland, attended his Majesty at Windsor, and on the 17th came 
to his house near St. James’. Marseilles letters of the 16th say 
that eight days before the French galleys were still at Monaco, and 
it was thought were only to show themselves in Italy. The fourteen 
men-of-war and two fireships from Toulon were met on the 3rd off 
Sardinia, and will soon be at Tunis. They speak further of a great 
appearance of a war betwixt that crown and the Ottoman monarchy, 
because their ambassador had not been civilly treated there. All 
the caulkers are commanded to Toulon to prepare eight sail with 
all speed, and the President of the Parliament of Aix went to 
Marseilles to consult how it would be most expedient to draw out 
all the French estates and factories from the Levant. On the 8th 
Sir W. Jennens in the Princess, with the Fulcon, arrived at Leghorn 
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from Messina. Hamburg letters of the 9th say the Electora] Prince 
Palatine went thence to Copenhagen to marry a Princess of Den- 
mark of about 20 years of age. At Brunswick the cannons play 
furiously on both sides, and the besieged made a sally with 1,500 
men, but were beaten back with their cavalry and forced to leave 
200 dead behind them, with little or no loss to the besiegers. On 
the 6th was an armistice, which the town desired might be for 
three days, but the princes granted only 24 hours. Holland letters 
of the 23rd (N.S.) make the Brunswickers in a better condition, and 
say that in a sally against a battery near the great gate, the Liinen- 
burgers’ Major-General with 300 others was killed; the Earl of 
Eupen received three shot and the battery was demolished by the 
citizens. Van Ghent with twenty-four men-of-war was to join with 
De Ruyter, and were to continue at sea till October. Their two 
armies are to take the field, the one near Bergen-op-Zoom, the other 
his about Yssel. (Particulars of Sir E. Spragg’s victory, taken from 
despatch of 13 May.) Madrid letters of the 10th (N.S.) tell us of the 
sad news of the destruction of the Escurial, which had been on fire 
from Saturday, 7th, at night, and was then without hope of remedy. 
Most of the pictures, plate, relics, &., were removed by the friars. 
His Majesty has granted Sir John Barckman Lyonbergh, Resident 
from the Crown of Sweden, a patent to create him baronet and 
make him a free denizen of England. The last letters agree that 
Brunswick has submitted to take the oath of allegiance to the 
Liinenburg Princes and to admit their garrison, and this being 
made a precedent, Liibeck, Bremen, and all the rest of the Hanse 
towns and Imperial cities begin to apprehend the consequence, and 
the rather because the several princes seem agreed to contribute 
their assistance to each other for recovery of their ancient rights. 
The consideration of this is committed to the Diet of the Princes of 
the Circle. The city of Cologne is put in fresh fear of a war, the 
Bishop’s forces being drawn nearer. We daily expect to hear 
whether the French forces that were in Lorraine are before Stras- 
burg. Letters from Brussels of the 26th (N.S.) say that on advice that 
the French were, or in a day would be, before Mons, the secretary 
of Count Montery acquainted the Dutch Resident with it, desiring 
he would inform his masters, that their armies might advance 
thither, but this hardly gained credit there, though it went so far 
that some forces were ordered thither, because Mons is known to be 
well furnished with provisions and ammunition, besides that the 
Dukes de Bouillon, Nevers, Guise, and several other persons of the 
greatest quality among the French were then at Brussels, with 
abundance of lesser people; 4,000, they say, came in one day on 
the 22nd, which, with others of the French lying in neighbouring 
places, caused the Governor, in prevention of the worst, to send for 
more forces into the city. These letters also tell of advices that the 
English had taken Portobello and the Havana. French letters of the 
27th (N.S.) say that the Bishop of Cologne’s forces were joined with 
the Bishop of Miinster’s to besiege Strasburg, and that the French 
forces would assist. In the whole action at Bugia Sir E. Spragg 
had but seventeen killed and 40 wounded; and had not one of his 
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fireships been fired by accident, he had burnt their ships with the 
loss of only one man. His Majesty came by eight to-day from 
Windsor and sat with the Lords of the Treasury and afterwards in 
the Privy Council. The Spanish Ambassador has acquainted the 
States that the importation of brandy was prohibited in the Spanish 
Netherlands. Three French men-of-war lying in the Tagus sent to 
Capt. Everts a Dutch man-of-war, to demand why he did not strike. 
He answered he had no order, on which both sides prepared for 
tight, but were hindered by the Governor of the Castle. [Nearly

There lately happened a contest betwixt 
Prince Lobkowitz and the Marquess Genonville (sic), the French 
Ambassador there, the latter having possessed himself of the Prince’s 
place, which the Prince finding him obstinate in holding, used a 
rough way and thrust him out, which usage how the French King 
will relish is expected. The Turks make all assurances to the 
Emperor of maintaining their late treaty on condition that he gives 
no assistance to the King of Poland. The taking of Portobello and 
Panama is generally believed, and that the Governor of Panama, 
finding himself unable to hold it, quitted it, taking away as much 
treasure as the notice they had, allowed, yet left so much as was a 
rich booty to the undertakers. The news is said to come overland to 
Madrid from Lisbon, whither the Governor of Cartagena sent it by 
express. The taking of San Domingo is generally discoursed, but by 
many not believed. The alarm about Mons came by mistake. The 
French King went to dine at the Abbey of St. Denis, and for his 
security caused his guard to be placed in a wood a quarter of a 
league from the abbey, which reached to the gates of Mons. The

General, on the Spanish Ambassador’s memorial concerning the 
surprise of Mons, ordered their forces to be put in a warlike 
posture for their assistance. The Lamb, arrived at Middleburgh 
from Tobago, reports that the English from Jamaica, joined with 
some French, took Porto Velo (Bello), plundered and burnt Panama, 
and returned with great booty. Hamburg, startled by the sudden 
surrender of Brunswick, viewed and mustered their militia, 
apprehending that the Liinenburg princes would send their forces 
to assist the King of Denmark to reduce them to homage. A bark, 
arrived in 33 days at Marseilles from Constantinople, says that the 
French Ambassador is very much discontented at his ill-treatment 
by the Bassa, and waits for ships to bring him back; and at 


. Toulon they are working day and night at ships for that voyage, 


the President of the Parliament of Aix having declared to the 
merchants the King’s intentions of a war, and demanded how much 
time they required to withdraw themselves and their effects. 

Four of the French ships being arrived at Tunis the 29th past, 
the commander wrote a letter to the Consul, which was opened by 
the Dey. The contents were that they were returned to block up 
that port, and that an armado of ships and galleys was expected in 
fifteen days, not doubting therewith to do something considerable 
for their master’s service. The Dey answered, that it was more 
than needful to give advice of their arrival, he being long since 
provided in person to receive them as soon as they came ashore, 
and that he continued in the same resolution of keeping what was 
taken, and should not deliver up the slaves without ready money. 
The 13th the two Algerines who fought the English frigate, as was 
conceived that of Captain Herbert, went in thither, much shattered, 
having had many of his men killed and wounded. Letters from 
Alicante of the 13th say that Sir Edward Spragg was returned 
from the West, and the wind not permitting him to fetch Malaga, 
resolved next day to sail towards the Levant. The 28th his 
Majesty, the Duke of York, &c., came to Whitehall to sit in 
Council, and returned to Windsor the same day. The main 
business was a challenge from Lord Windsor to the Lord-Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland in his passage to London. Lord Windsor was 
sent to the Tower, and Sir William Kile, who delivered the 
challenge, sent for into custody. On the 23rd the Straits convoy 
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stopped in Weymouth Road, but proceeded on their voyage on the 
25th. M. Pompone, the French Ambassador to the Hague, has had 
his audience of congé, wherein he delivered copies of several 
memorials he had formerly presented, and could receive no satis- 
faction. There has been some dispute between the Ministers of 
the Dukes of Newburg and those of the States, the Dukes 
expecting precedency, which, though the States granted to the 
Electors, they will not allow to any inferior Prince. The City of 
Cologne, seeing but small hopes of coming to an agreement with the 
Elector, who still insists peremptorily on his demands, have ordered 
2,000 more men to be raised for strengthening their garrison. 
The French are said to have seized and to be fortifying a thinly 
inhabited island in the Mediterranean near Tunis, the King 
intending to give it to the Knights of Lazarus. Great levies 
are made in all parts for the French King’s service. Sieur Stoupes, 
Captain in the Swiss Regiment, is at Baden in Switzerland, very 
likely to raise 6,000 Swiss. The Hollanders having prohibited 
French wines, a proposition is made for increasing the duties on 
the Dutch, especially on sugars, to facilitate the vent of those that 
come from their own plantations. The Zante, from the East Indies, 
reports that she left five more East India ships on this side of 
Ascension. A ship lately arrived from Jamaica reports that the 
English attacked a fort on the river Chagas (Chagres), which they 
took after a great resistance, and put all to the sword. Thence 
they went to Panama, the governor of which, having notice of their 
coming, sent away all the treasure with the women and children in 
two Spanish galleons, and placed fireworks and combustibles in 
several places of the town, which, as soon as the English entered, 
were set on fire, and then when they were in disorder the Spaniards 
fell upon them and killed four or five hundred, after which they 
were forced to retire to secure their treasure. The English remained 
masters of the town a month after, and plundered so much that 
each man had 16l. for his dividend.

Thence they took all the boats and cannon 
they could find on the coast, embarked themselves of 1,800, and 
went up the great river Chaugra within 12 leagues of Panama, 
where they landed and marched up to a plain or savana, where they 
met 700 horse and 2,000 foot, Spaniards, and 1,000 slaves, who 
fought, but after a short dispute the English put them to flight, 
possessing what booty they left in the field, and having killed about 
500 Spaniards, and taken several prisoners with little loss. This 
done, they marched to Panama; but the Spaniards, being beaten in 
the field, set it on fire in several places, and quitted it, having some 
time before sent all their plate and their chiefest treasure abvard 
some galleons, which rid off the South Sea, where tle English could 
not come near them ; but in the houses not burnt the pirateers got 
plunder. They stayed in the country six weeks, and then returned 
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to their ships, where differing about dividing the plunder, 22 sail 
left General Morgan and went upon another design further down in 
the Bay, and he returned with eight sail to Jamaica. The General lost 
his own ship with three others, but saved the silver, gold, and jewels, 
which, it is said, the officers had store of, though the seamen and 
soldiers shared but 161. apiece. Some letters say that in the whole 
the English lost about 400. Those of the Guinea factory on the 
Cape Coast have had some falling out among themselves, and dis- 
possessed one another of forts by the help [of some] of the blacks, 
which is like to prove of ill consequence to the trade. The King on 
the 10th goes from Windsor to the New Forest, and then. visits 
Portsmouth and the Isle of Wight, whence if the wind stands fair 
and nothing else gives a diversion, he may go in yachts to Plymouth. 
M. Colbert, the Freneh Ambassador here, returning home, the 
Marquess of Angeou, who was first designed to Sweden, is to succeed 
him, and M. Pompone, who was Ambassador in Holland, to go for 
Sweden. The terms of the surrender of Brunswick were that they 
sliould do homage to those princes, that they should deliver up all 
their ammunition and artillery, that they should receive a garrison 
of 5,000 till the fort be fitted, and at present pay down 300,000 
erowns. The 18th of June his Majesty’s galley, built at Pisa, arrived 
at Leghorn, having been retarded some time in the river for want 
of water and fair weather. The 19th the Princess and the Falcon 
went to the Levant to meet the Turkey ships. Don Emanuel de Lyra, 
Envoy Extraordinary from Spain to the States, is arrived at Brus- 
sels, whence he goes to Holland with 140,000U. in bills of exchange 
for payment of the last subsidies due to Sweden.

On receipt of the Lord Keeper’s 
letter at about 7. p.m., I sent for the otticers of the two companies 
of the Guards that quarter near the Tower. One was at hand, the 
other I sent for, who was at the other end of the town. He came 
through the City after the watches were set, with near 20 soldiers 
with him, to come to his quarters in East Smithfield, and being 
questioned and meeting Sheriff Ward, and telling him he was coming 
to his quarters by my orders, he received no resistance ; but I hear 
a very strange and ill construction was made at Guildhall to-day 
before they went to church, by the Lord Mayor, the sheriffs, and 
several aldermen, that I should go about to invade the liberties of 
the City with soldiers and make a survey of their watch. They 
were not so kind as to give me notice hereof, but it came to me by 
some other hands. Willing I find them to throw aspersions on any- 
body that serves the King, and make them odious to the City upon 
no score. As the Lord Mayor and sheriffs are to be with the 
King to-morrow, I do not know but something of this may be 
mentioned to the King of me.

Letters from Brussels of the 
7th (N.S.) say that the Duke d’Aerschot on the Ist gave an account 
of the further designs of the French on Mons, on which the Count de 
Montery, &c., met him at Halle, and there held a council of war, 
where it was affirmed that the French King had again consulted 
his Council whether Mons could be taken in eight days, which if 
done would give an easy passage to seize the Council and Archives 
at Brussels; but the French Council answered that the town was 
well fortified and situated, and had in it 3,000 soldiers, and could 
not be taken so soon, but that the Hollanders might relieve it, so 
that in effect it would ke only to declare a war by an action of 
no advantage to them. However, the Spanish Council ordered 
300 men more into Mons, and have taken care for securing other 
places, being again apprehensive of some design the French may 
yet have on them; the Queen being sent back to St. Germain’s and 
the King still continuing at Aeth, whither a recruit of 1,500 horse 
is already come, and more on the march, Letters from the Hague 
of the 7th say thatthe French Ambassador, Pompone, was de- 
parted, who, instead of a gold chain, &., took money, and by beat 
of drum summoned his creditors to receive their dues. The King, 
they say, upon the desire of Sir William Temple to stay at home, 
has given the States notice of it, and that he will send another in 
his place. The City of Cologne raises 2,000 men more for their 
defence, to which the Emperor sends 2,000, and in case of any 
danger the States add their 2,000. The Prince of Orange is daily 
expected from the Duke of Brandenburg’s Court, in Berlin, at the 
Hague, where the Earl of Ossory awaits him. From Holland ’tis 
advised that the French army was but eight hours from Strasburg, 
in Germany, which caused great consternation there, whose great 
expectation is what the States of Germany will do for them in 
their exigency. The Ist instant Lord Lucas died. The King’s 
yachts are ordered to Portsmouth to attend him on hisarrival. The 
‘artars made a sudden incursion in Poland, and took much booty 
and prisoners, but were so hotly pursued that they lost many men 
and had some of note among them made prisoners.

He now magnifies Lord Chief Justice 
Vaughan for his kindness to him. Sessions began yesterday at 
Hicks’ Hall. This morning I caused to be brought to the Bench 
the 27 Sabbatarians or Fifth Monarchy men, which I committed to 
Newgate. The oath of allegiance was there offered and read to 
them ; they all refused to take it. They were immediately indicted, 
the grand jury found the bill, and the petty jury found them 
guilty, so they will be prosecuted to a premunire, their goods con- 
fiscated, and their bodies imprisoned during his Majesty’s pleasure. 
The four I have in the Tower and the four that are in the 
Bridewell will be likewise proceeded against. Friday last I mus- 
tered my regiment in the city, had them into the Artillery Ground 
myself with all my old accoutrements, suitable to the colours which 
led 20,000 men into the field before the King came, in order to his 
Majesty’s restoration, the same day Lambert was brought under 
the gallows when we were in Hyde Park. Sir Thomas Bloodworth 
musters his regiment to-morrow, and so the other colonels follow, 
two regiments every week. I showed them a precedent according 
as I mustered my two regiments in the Hamlets, &c., gave them only 
the short oath inclosed, which they readily took in both places. 
Our poor old muster master, Tom Cox, is dead. We let his brother 
have this year’s muster money to bury him handsomely in the city.

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which if taken might stop their trade on the Rhine, they hold them- 
selves sufficiently concerned, having not only sent them in forces to 
their assistance, but took their quarrel upon themselves, and declared 
that they will justify them against their enemies. The Hambur 

Resident has given the States notice of their apprehension, and o 

the designs of the King of Denmark and the Princes of Liinenburg 
upon them. The States’ answer is expected. Several new levies 
are making in France, designed to be complete about September, 
when those raising in Italy will be on their way, all supposed for 
some great design next spring. 16,000 of the troops in Flanders 
are going towards St. Quentin, to work on the fortifications there 
till all begun is fully perfected. The French King about the middle 
of next month intends for Rochefort. The Governor of Flanders 
will not venture to disband any of his forces, but still keeps them 
in pay to bring them to better discipline, for discharge of which he 
has sent to the several countries for a further supply of money. On 
the 13th the King went at about four in the morning from Windsor 
for Portsmouth, and may be expected at Whitehall about three 
weeks hence. Lord Windsor was discharged on the 11th, and on the 
12th kissed his Majesty’s hands. The day the King left Windsor for 
Portsmouth the Queen removed to Hampton Court. Six yachts, be- 
sides the Cleveland lately built, expected the King at Portsmouth, and 
also six men-of-war. Before his Majesty’s departure, the despatches 
for sending Mr. Henry Coventry Ambassador Extraordinary ‘to 
Sweden were perfected. Colonel Bampfield was returned to Hol- 


‘land from Cologne, and gave an account of some secret affairs, on 


which the discourse went that the French were as much to be sus- 
pected of designs on it as ever. There is a great jealousy that it 
will be at last besieged, on which the States are sending 3,000 men 
more, and lending them 200,000 florins at reasonable interest. The 
part of the Dutch fleet belonging to the Northern parts went to sea 
on the 20th and joined the other two squadrons before the Texel. The 
Prince of Orange was expected at the Hague on the 22nd. Ham- 
burg makes levies apace. The Turkish army is marching, and they 
do not remove the jealousies of the Emperor by whatever pretence of 
preserving peace and unity they make, especially since the Bassas 
have forbidden any of the neighbouring subjects sending provisions 
to the Emperor’s garrisons. Brussels letters say how Count Montery 
and other chief commanders intended to dispose themselves for the 
better inspection of the garrisons, and also that at Cologne a siege 
was expected in a few days, and that Maréchal de Crequi had ad- 
vanced his vanguard as far as the Lissell. Sir John Finch, the late 
Resident at Florence, is safely arrived. The 13th, three East India 
ships came to the Downs, The 13th, about one, his Majesty and 
Royal Highness reached Portsmouth, dined at the dock, and lay at 
his Majesty’s house in the town that night. On Friday about six 
they went aboard the new yacht and passed to Yarmouth, where 
they stayed that night. On Saturday at about six in the afternoon 
they returned to the fleet at St. Helen’s, where the wind presenting 
they sailed with the whole fleet for Plymouth. The carriages 
stayed at Portsmouth in expectation of his return, which it was 
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thought would be Thursday or Friday next. The French King on 
the 22nd was going for Fontainebleau for about three weeks. He 
expected with great impatience the return of his couriers from 
Madrid and Vienna, whom he sent to demand reparation for the 
insult made him at the Emperor’s court in the person of his Resi- 
dent, Gremonville (on which account he stopped his own Ambassador 
going to Spain, and the Spanish coming to him), though it is be- 
lieved that Gremonville was to blame, the business having been long 
premeditated. 7,000 horse are raising in all haste, and orders 
are given for assembling 20,000 foot and 6,000 horse at Metz by 
20 August. The King has demanded nine millions of his farmers. 
There is great talk of change of Ministers, and Fouquet’s enlargement. 
At Toulon on the 13th they had notice of their men-of-war about 
fifteen leagues oft Malta in quest of Tripoli men-of-war. They have 
done nothing at Tunis but Jeft before it four men-of-war with two 
fireships. From Alicante they say that the Mary had been before 
Algier, where they had made three chains to save their shipping, 
and planted several guns on the Mole. They had abroad only three 
ships, but intended to build five more of 40 to 50 guns, as soon as 
the timber could be brought from Bugia, which lay there ready, 
The sending new levies by the Spaniard to the West Indies is con- 
firmed, and that the Duke de Medina Celi was raising 10,000 men 
in Andalusia for that service, to be commanded by the Prince of 
Moritesarchi, twelve great ships with many smaller being appointed 
for their transportation. Several engineers are sent to make good 
their fortifications, and all strangers on TJ'erra firma are to be 
rooted out. 2,000 French families have been transported from other 
plantations to Honduras and Nicaragua to inhabit there. [34 pages.

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’prentices armed with swords, spits, brickbats, &., and so knocking 
down the officer, and putting the soldiers into some confusion, gave 
the prisoners occasion to escape, but not without some loss, for the 
soldiers, firing and pursuing briskly, killed three men and a horse, 
and wounded several and took two or three more, which occasioned 
great tumults in the streets; but soon after, Lord Justice Forbes, 
rounding the streets afoot with about 100 gentlemen and a few of 
the Horse Guard, dispersed them, and then coming to the Castle, 
where the Lord Chancellor was, put out a proclamation that upon 
pain of death none but officers and such as went upon the King’s 
service should stir out of their places of abode till seven this morning, 
so that we have been very quiet ever since, though the common sort 
murmur apace and say the business will not be put up yet, and that 
they will have the bridge down. This evening was buried Sir George 
Lane’s lady with all the formalities due to her quality, attended by 
many ladies and persons of quality in their coaches, and several 
in deep mourning.

The Court of Spain were in very great perplexity on 
the advice of the taking of Panama, increased by a misapprehension 
that the English had done it with a design of continuing the pos- 
session, but since they find that it was only an action of the pira- 
teers without any order from hence to do them the least injury, and 
that plunder, not possession, was the only intent, they seem much 
better satisfied. On the French withdrawing from Flanders, the regi- 
ments of horse who for two months had lain about the gates of 
Brussels are marched away to their garrisons. The Count de 
Montery goes to Mons, thence to Valenciennes to settle them in a 
posture of defence, and for the greater security of Ostend it is 
designed that a sasse be raised near it, and the Count then goes to 
Gueldres and Limburg. Colonel Bampfield informed the States 
that all hope of an accommodation at Cologne was lost, the Bishop 
having sent a resolution quite contrary to their propositions, and 
the mediators’ business being chiefly to secure some time for the 
city to fortify themselves before the French came and put the 
Bishop in a position to attack, he desired of the States more forces, 
money, and warlike provisions. He told them the city was unani- 
mous, had raised 1,500 soldiers, and formed themselves into several 
regiments ; that the Emperor had sent 2,000, and in case of neces- 
sity would send 2,000 more; that out of the aldermen they had 
chosen a council of war of six, who were to join with six others to 
report to the Common Council, on which the States resolved to send 
them immediately three troops of horse and thirteen companies of 
foot. In the meantime the Bishop of Strasburg, Count Furstenburg, 
has assured the States that the Duke of Cologne (sie) intends no hos- 
tility against the city, but it gains but little credit. The French 
Ambassador, Pompone, at Amsterdam, was arrested for debt, which 
he took as a very great affront, but was not much regarded.

might be at sea, and might be here suddenly, he being at his house 
50 miles off, to take horse Sunday morning so early that he was here 
with only few of his servants about four that afternoon. Monday 
morning, the wind being fair for his Majesty to come, Lord Bath 
made all possible preparations for his reception tle time would 
allow, ordering not only the soldiers of the garrison, but the militia 
of the town, to be in arms on beat of drum as soon as his Majesty 
came in sight. His lordship went to sea to wait on his Majesty. As 
soon as he landed, his lordship presented the Mayor with his breth- 
ren, who kissed his Majesty’s hand, after which his lordship con- 
ducted him to the citadel. As he came to the gate, his lordship, on 
his knee, presented his Majesty with the key, which he returned 
again, saying he could not commit it to better trust. After he had 
entered the house in the citadel, his Majesty was welcomed with a 
peal of all the ordnance from the citadel, St. Nicholas Island, and 
Mount Batten, after which all the ships and merchantmen in the 
Sound, Catwater, and Sutton Pool fired all their guns, and at night, 
by the Mayor’s order, there were many fires of joy made in the 
several parts of this place. The Earl of Bath showed his Majesty 
all the fortitications and harbours, with all which he was very well 
satisfied, insomuch that he declared that he very well approved of 
all that was done as to the fortifications, and ordered his lordship 
to acquaint the Mayor that he was so well pleased with this place 
that he will be very ready to grant anything to promote trade here, 
and also to tell him that his Majesty would have him think on any 
way to cleanse and preserve the harbours, and that he signify it 
whilst his Majesty is here. The Earl entertained his Majesty with 
all his officers and followers in the citadel at his own cost, and also 
kept a table in the town at the house of Captain Philip Lanyon, 
where his lordship entertained the Duke of Monmouth, the Marquess 
of Blanquefort, with many others of the nobility, having provided all 
things in very great plenty to entertain his Majesty with all the 
nobility and persons of quality, and giving money to all his 
Majesty’s inferior officers at their departure. The above, with the 
enclosed, is what I could collect to-day. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 291, 
No. 219.]

A further narrative of his Majesty’s progress at Plymouth. 
His Majesty was early up this morning, and viewed the 
harbour of Hammos, as far up as Saltash, Catwater, and 
within the Pool, and landed at the Lamhey Stairs, about ten 
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and eleven o'clock. After dinner he touched many people for 
the Evil, and it was talked that he would ride about the town 
and view where the lines and outworks had been in tume of 
the lute war ; but on a sudden, while the Mayor and magis- 
trates were together consulting how they might further treat 
him, and were going to wait on him to understand his 
remove, he came into the town as far as the new quay, and 
went presently down to the Barbican Stairs, where he landed, 
and went into his pinnace. The Mayor and magistrates 
being so surprised, not having time to kiss his hands at his 
departure, went after him in a wherry to Mount Edg- 
combe, where he was gone to view that house and park. They 
met him in the Bowling Green, coming down to take his 
pinnace, and were graciously received, he expressing great 
satisfaction in the excellency of that most excellent harbour 
beyond any other in his dominions, of the prospect of the 
royal citadel, town, and the rivers, and told the Mayor that 
he should be no stranger to this place, for he should visit 2 
again in some short time, graciously expressing his royal 
veadiness for preserving this noble harbour, and for con- 
tributing his aid for whatsoever should be proposed for the 
good of the same, or for the Corporation, commanding them 
to give their proposal to the Earl of Bath. They kissed his 
Mujesty’s and the Duke of York’s hands ; he presently em- 
barked on the Cleveland, and sailed about nine at night. He 
and the Duke of York lodged in the royal citadel, the other 
noblemen and gentlemen were accommodated in the town. 
His Majesty coming to Plymouth on Monday alarmed the 
whole two counties of Devon and Cornwall, which are more 
populous of gentry than in any counties of England. They 
were all in a posture coming to kiss his Majesty's hands, 
and many came to the town and were extreme sorry of his 
Mujesty’s so sudden departure. The Sheriff of Devon came 
into town with a noble equipage to wait on his Majesty ; the 
city of Exon had sent several of their aldermen and chief 
magistrates to wait on his Majesty, and invite him to their 
city. On Wednesday night his Majesty with the other yachts 
were seen at anchor in Torbay. The wind blowing con- 
trary will make his passage long, though not tedious, out of 
the great pleaswre his Majesty takes to be at sea.

The forces lately ordered 
to Cologne are ready, and hourly expect orders to march. The 
French are continually contriving what way they may work them 
most mischief, and therefore they talk of sending for M. Beverning 
from Spain, and sending him Ambassador to Sweden to watch the 
motion of the French Ambassador there. There was a discourse of 
an underhand design the French had with the Danes against them 
in Guinea, but the wiser sort give not so much credit to it, because 
the Dane stands obliged, before acting to their prejudice, to give 
them fair warning. From Lisbon we hear that the Moors had fallen 
on the Christians in Loando de St. Paulo, and killed 500 of them, 
and that they had sent to Lisbon for assistance, which was granted. 
Some of the Liinenburg forces have taken arms under Hamburg, 
but most have gone into the service of the King of Denmark. Sir 
William Jennings, in his passage to Naples, was fired on by several 
guns from Civita Vecchia for not saluting, on which he stood to 
sea and put them in no small terror at Rome that he would take 
his revenge on their galleys bound for Naples. On what place the 
French will fall first, as they seek the advantage of finding places 
unprepared, is uncertain, Cologne is judged to be a work of great 
ditticulty, as having great friends to protect them, and therefore 
some say their first design will be on Colmar. Letters from Mes- 
sina of 17 June speak of some Tripolines on their coast that had 
taken an Italian vessel bound for Venice. The Lord Lieutenant is 
said to intend to start on his return to Ireland on the 20th of next 
month. We have as yet no certain advice of the day his Majesty 
will return.

The Dreadnought 
having been sheathed at Chatham, was launched and entering men 
for her voyage. The Victory was docked in her room. The 
Dunkirk and Antelope are both rebuilding. Constantinople being 
wearied out by the long delay of the Grand Signior, had now 
thought it their best course to espouse his interest, and had ac- 
quainted the Sultanessa with it, that so she might reconcile herself 
to him, they being no longer able to support themselves, if he con- 
tinues his absence. They write from Paris that the Pope was much 
decayed and had two swellings upon him, which it was thought 
would carry him off. The Dutch, they say, grow very high at that 
Court and seem of late to huff, never making any demand without 
a kind of a threat at the end of it, The French have destroyed 
and ravaged all about Homburg and Bitsch, so that the people are 
almost in a starving condition, These, being places deposited to the 
Duke of Lorraine, are to be besieged, on which account the King 
goes to Nancy, where the Castle is preparing for his reception. 
Marshal Turenne is to command the army, and Louvoy to be 
master of the artillery. Her Majesty came to town this morning to 
perform her devotions at Somerset House, At Cologne the citizens 
are daily fortifying and mustering, though some think they may 
not be attacked this year, the season being so far spent and the 
French rather inclinable to fall on some place they may certainly 
carry, than hazard their reputation against so sturdy a city. At 
the Hague, the chief merchants trading to France being consulted 
which was. most advisable, to lay a high tax on French wines, or 
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wholly to prohibit them, unanimously agreed to prohibition, on the 
report of which a sudden resolution is expected. In the meantime 
the magistrates are minded to put the late prohibition of French 
manufactures in execution.

Port Mahon. went last out of port on 26 June with the Mary, Newcastle, and 


Advice, he took off the rewards for some of the carpenters on the 
Golden Hand ; but, since he hears of the caulkers’ wages, he desires 
their being restored to them again, and has ordered my impresting 
to the said caulkers 6s. Spanish monthly to refresh themselves. The 
Milford was lost on Friday the 7th by the negligence of the quarteers 
airing the breadroom when all the powder was on board. They 
acknowledge the mates ordered them to do it, to whom the captain 
spoke about clearing the breadroom, and airing it if needed, which 
they took as an order. The quarteers confess that there was no 
smoke there when they began, that they lighted the coals in the 
breadroom with bellows when the kettle hung in a chain, that in 
half-an-hour smoke forced them up, that they had not taken away 
the kettle an hour before the fire broke out past cure, in which time 
one of them and a quarter gunner went down and found a great 
smoke, but could feel no fire, that they had a candle lighted in a 
candlestick stuck against the mizen mast in the breadrvoom, which 
they brought away with the kettle. The court martial on the 15th 
found the quarteers only culpable, and ordered to each of them three 
lashes at a boat’s mast by the side of each ship riding outside the 
harbour’s mouth. The court imputed the rosining and not tinning 
the breadroom to be the cause of this disaster, and acquitted the 
captain and every one else but the quarteers. Little will be saved, as 
the fire broke out past stopping before it was espied by the captain, 
who was on board with all the officers. The cables were cut and 
she was run aground before the wind, so that she was presently in 
a light fire and drove all out of the ship. Nothing that was in her 
could be saved ; three guns were blown ashore and will be fit for 
use, the rest fell into the water and are lost. Since then the 
Governor of the island came here, being to depart on complaint of 
some of the natives of his partiality in his government. This being 
fomented by his enemies, of whom the Governor of the Castle is the 
chief, and no good friend of ours, but, as the natives say, a French- 
man in his heart, has had a further reflection on the other’s kindness 
to us, who (I believe wanting an open hand as formerly) seems to 
place the cause of his disgrace to giving us leave to build, saying it 
is represented to the Court as a fortification, when in truth there is 
no building in the world less like one than this. This the Admiral 
has once in person, and twice by letter, defended, and is gone and 
left the Governor to do what he pleases, seeing that several offers he 
made were refused. This refusal, the Admiral concluded, might 
arise from a private order from the Council at Madrid to make us 
weary of the port, on which account he thought it not fit to give 
way to pulling down one stone. The Governor has since viewed 
the place, and was very importunate with me to gratify him by 
pulling down part of the wall. I answered I should unwillingly do 
it, had our Admiral commanded it, knowing the prejudice his 
Majesty’s provisions would thereby sustain, much more to make it 
a voluntary act, which would be interpreted as a confession of guilt, 
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whereas it ought rather to stand as a monument of the ignorance of 
the accusers. The use of the port was really denied us, if we could 
not have conveniences for our stores. What had been hitherto 
built was with his privity and allowance, besides his approval of 
what was done last April. They had more benefit of the war than 
we had. I knew well, if he had an order from the Court of Spain 
(which I doubted), there was no withstanding the same; if other- 
wise, it would be of ill consequence to the doer, as being liable to be 
interpreted an act of hostility, every English merchant having 
greater privileges in any other Spanish port than his Majesty can 
tind here; to have a coopers’ yard full of rotten staves, interpreted 
a fortification, which words he misliked, and prayed my naming it 
no more, but call it a magazine, which I denied to be a proper name 
for it, but called it a yard. On which, seeing little to be got, he 
said he would be wiser next, and have a care of what he granted, 
by which, and the natives’ general speeches in our favour, saying 
they shall be undone if we leave the place, and if the Governor be 
the cause he shall never go alive out of the island, we are passed 
the fear the Admiral left me in of being forced from the port, and 
only the hopes of endearing himself to us by letting it stand, with 
the expectation of some gratification for the same, first moved him 
to fright us. Since my Jast from Alicante, many sick men have been 
put ashore, to the swelling the charge of a chirurgeon, medicines, 
&c., to above 500 pieces of eight, which could not be avoided, by 
reason of the wounded. Since then I have refused to meddle with 
any man beyond fresh diet whe the ships are in harbour. Our 
fleet is sickly, having 120 in hospital, but yet is full manned, and 
was so before the loss of the Milford, whose complement are dis- 
persed and victualled as supernumeraries. I have got two able coopers 
out of the Milford, so those written for need not be sent. I have 
sent by Captain Shelley an account of the provisions issued till to- 
day, with the indents for Sir D. Gauden, and copies of the certifi- 
cates for the provisions received by me since my coming here. My 
next indents shall run in his Majesty’s name. The bread out of the 
Golden Hand proves bad, but that out of the storehouse as good as 
could be desired, but has lost in drying at least 4 per cent. I send 
home by the captain a corrected poll list of the Milford. The slop 
clothes are all gone, and would have been had they been as many 
more.

News-letter to Gilbert Staplehill, Dartmouth. [The first part is 
identical with previous news-letters.] The Dutch here say their 
Ambassador represented the condition of Cologne, and that the 
States had declared for their assistance, as being a place where their 
trade was so particularly concerned, that they must suffer with 
it, and recommended to his Majesty’s consideration of what concern 
it might be even to England if it falls into the hands of the French 
and Bishop. The Emperor has declared himself very well satis- 
fied that the States have sent assistance to Cologne, and they are 
giving further orders for supplying them with all necessaries for 
a siege, though some of the provinces have not yet consented, for 
fear of its stopping the corn coming down the Rhine. - The 
French agent in Spain having by his master’s orders complained 
to the Queen that Sieur Gremonville, the French Resident at 
Vienna, was ata public comedy affronted by Prince Lobkowitz 
and put out of his seat, and that that injury was offered him at 
the instigation of the Spanish Ambassador, and therefore his 
master required satisfaction; the Queen, by letter to the French 
King, disowned any knowledge of the affront their Ambassador 
should offer to the French Resident, and offered in such case to give 
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what satisfaction could be desired; but before this came to the 
French King, he, on further consideration, judging it to be only a 
private wrangle, did not account the character of Ambassador 
concerned. The noise of a war in Poland is again very hot; 
Dorosensko has sent 12,000 janissaries to besiege Cameneck, on 
which the King is going to Lemberg to raise the gentry. The 
Sieur Stoupe is to raise 6,000 men in Switzerland for the French 
King at six crowns a head. Colonel Bampfield, by orders from the 
States, returned on the 4th (N.S.) to Cologne, which he expected 
would be besieged in a very short time. The Marquess de 
Senelay (Seignelay) is lately come from France to spend a short time 
in England. To-day the King went to Windsor to hunt to-morrow. 
A bark arriving at Genoa in thirteen days from Tunis said that a 
French fleet of eight sail lay before that place, and had attempted 
to burn their ships, but, the fire ships taking no effect, they had a 
very slight opinion of them, and would not hearken to an accom- 
modation.

What- 
ever he does that is fit, I obey ; whatever that is not, I com- 
plain to my master, who does me right and favour. The 
agreement you mention between TT, DD, and AA, is like 
to last as long as humorous people are likely to agree. Ned 
Seymour landed here the beginning of the month, and 
intends to return about the middle of August.

The affairs of Muscovy (though 
indeed the affairs of no place are given with so much uncertainty) 
are not settled by the death of the rebel Stepan Radzin. His army 
still increases, and wants not other leaders in their rebellion. Nay, 
some write that though a poor wretch was put to a miserable death, 
it was not Radzin, but another. Dutch letters of the 7th (N.S.) say it 
was expected that week the States General would give their 
resolution for the prohibition of French wines, salt, and paper, viz: 
that the Dutch ships should not bring them, and that others bring- 
ing them should pay the value of their commodities, which in effect 
is an absolute prohibition, the only remaining difficulty being to find 
an expedient to satisfy the staple right of Dordrecht. M. Pompone, 
the French Ambassador, is at last departed for Denmark and Sweden 
to endeavour to draw them into a nearer league, and to take an 
occasion of it from the non-payment of their subsidies. To prevent 
this, the States General have given advice to the provinces to bring 
in their quota, that no further discontent be left concerning that 
matter. The troopers lately disbanded by the Bishop of Minster 
complain greatly that he takes away their horses. ‘The Emperor, 
having promised protection to Cologne, has ordered ten regiments 
under General Souches to march towards Bohemia, to be in readiness 
to succour it in case they are besieged, The Imperial cities are 
about to conclude a league at Frankfort, for their better security. ©

Maréchal de Crequi has drawn a great artillery about him, and 
furnished himself with the great guns of Metz, so it is not doubted 
but he has some great design on hand. His troops are now all 

recruited with 15 new men, so that each will consist of 65. On the 

25th nine French galleys went to Leghorn, who had been no further 
than Porto Ferraro, and were then returning to Marseilles. Sir 
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William Kile, who was committed for carrying a challenge from 
Lord Windsor to Lord Berkeley, is discharged. On the 8th his 
Majesty goes to Guildford to hunt, on the 9th to Windsor, and 
returns to Whitehall on the 10th. On the 25th of next month 
he has resolved to go to Norwich, and thence to Yarmouth 
and other parts of the county, and to return to Newmarket 
about the beginning of October.

The 
King has suspended Lord Aungier from the offices of Vice-Treasurer 
and Receiver-General of Ireland, and of Treasurer of War there 
during the term of Lord Ranelagh’s covenant for thé revenue of 
Ireland, which continues for 5 years. The Algier and the Holmes 
went from the Thames to the Downs and sailed on the 9th, but were 
forced back by bad weather. They write from Paris that about 200 
foot companies are to be immediately raised, each captain being 
allowed 500-livres for raising his company, and in October next, 86 
troops of horse, for which each captain is to have 7,500 livres. 
There is a discourse of a project proposed, wherein the undertakers 
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will give the King a million a day, and yet, they pretend, give great 
ease to the people. It concludes the nobility, and is by way of poll 
money of all, including: children, by chimney money, and a new 
model of the gabelle of salt, in lieu of which the people shall be eased 
of all other taxes. The Hungarians and Croatians have petitioned 
the Emperor to be eased of having so many soldiers quartered on 
them, but he will not remove any of his army till he and the Grand 
Signior have a better understanding. If it be fit for hunting, the 
King will go to Windsor from Tuesday to Thursday next. Mr. 
Coventry has received his despatches and money, and, it is thought, 
may not wait for the Swedish Ambassador, but go as soon as the 
yacht is ready. The Merlin yacht going to fetch the Lady Ambassa- 
dress Temple from Holland, met beyond the Goodwins a fleet of 
Dutch merchantmen, who did not strike, and saluted with 
one gun, which he answered, and then gave another shot with a 
bullet, to oblige them to a further respect, but instead of pursuing 
them went on his course, which is very ill taken, because he forced 
them not to a performance of their duty. [34 pages. S.P. Dom., 
Car.

Gulielmus [Fuller], Bishop of Lincoln, to Williamson. In my visi- 
tation of Leicestershire I met with such an odd kind of disturbance 
among the people that it startled me very much. A strong report 
ran like wildfire all over that county and others adjacent, that all 
cattle of whatsoever kind which were not branded, the King would 
seize upon. This was so firmly believed that at Leicester I could 
hardly look on a horse that was not branded, and there is scarce a 
horse or cow not so marked in this town too. Pitch is in some 
places raised to 6d. a 1b., and when they cannot buy it they clip and 
mark with shears, the people like mad running and crying, “ The King 
is coming to take our cattle, his takers are at the next town.” In 
this disorder they continued for some days, and are still in some 
places exceedingly affrighted. The thing itself is very ridiculous, 
but is not to be slighted, because it discovers the ill opinion too 
many weak men have of the Government, that they believe anything 
that knaves report on the least suggestion against it. This report 
doubtless was, if not raised, yet forwarded by the factious schis- 
matics who endeavour all they can to bring monarchy into 
hatred and contempt, for the setting up of a Commonwealth. 
Otherwise they would not put the people into such a fright on 
so slight a ground, which was that it is reported (how true I know 
not), that the Duchess of Newcastle was very severe in punishing 
those of the Forest in Nottinghamshire, taking away all the cattle 
that were not branded, as legally they ought to be. Malcontents, 
taking advantage thereby, persuaded the people that it is the King’s 
act, and that his takers will seize on all unbranded cattle through- 
out the nation, which though most false, serves their purpose for the 
present, who then find the people apt to believe any ill report 
against the Government, and when they are ready for rising will 
inflame the people by the like stories. I cannot fix this malicious 
slander on any author, though I have inquired, it is so universal. 
I have now passed through five counties in my visitation, and 
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though I have toiled like a horse from morning till night these 
23 days, yet I am sufficiently rewarded by the love of the gentry and 
kindness of the people, who wherever I come, depart well satisfied 
‘with the severity of my proceedings, for I have sacrificed some 
officers who exact fees, as well as debauched ministers and half 
conformists, to the people’s satisfaction, and it was time to do so. 
Old and young of all qualities are very desirous of confirmation, 
which I give wherever I come. You would wonder at the vast 
numbers I everywhere confirm, which I note to confirm your opinion 
that the people, if left to themselves, are strongly for the present 
Church government. The noise against it proceeds from not many 
mouths. I will show you such a list of parishes, where there is not 
one Separatist, as will raise your wonder. I have taken such a ~ 
course as will bring catechizing in the Sunday’s afternaon into the 
place of preaching, as being more necessary, and my clergy every- 
where cheerfully undertake it, as they do reading the Litany 
Wednesdays and Fridays. I recommend the longbow, wherever I 
come, to the gentry, which will not displease you, You will be as 
vexed as I am to observe what a pitiful return most counties make 
of the tax, contrary to their oaths. The world, I verily believe, has 
not for its proportion so many perjured persons as are in England.

They a firmed that 
he had broken one of their chains, burnt three new ships (the 
Algerines sank the other), forced the Algerines from the Mole, and 
finding no resistance, went on it and demolished the fort, brought 
out several small vessels, and took a brigantine which the frigates 
had with them at Ivica. They told him that Sir Edward had 
seized three French barks going for Algiers with ammunition, and 
hanged the patrons. Leghorn letters of the 3rd (N.S.) say that the 
African pink from Tunis reports that the French were gone except 
three, who attempted to have burnt her (being an English ship and 
sailed with the English) in the port. They armed three boats, whom the 
Turks with their small shot forced to retire, and again they stood in 
with five boats, barricados, &., and the Turks manning three boats 
with 150 men beat them back again. The Tunis men had 25 
brigantines at sea, and six galleys ready to put to sea. The Count 
d’Estree, Vice-Admiral of France, with six men-of-war, a fireship, 
and a ketch, was to join the three vessels that brought the Nuncio 
thither to block up Sallee. Venice letters of the 7th (N.S.) say that 
Proveditor Nani advised that he was very kindly received by the 
Bassa he was to treat with about adjusting the limits, that the 
Turks acknowledged Clissa, Sasso, and Novigrad to belong to the 
Republic, and as to the other places desired their right to be further 
made out. Brussels letters of the 18th (N.S.) say that the French 
King bought the week before, at Liége, 25,000 muskets, and that the 
French had lately proposed at Madrid that if Spain would undertake 
not to assist their present or future enemies, Spain might be assured 
they should suffer no injury by war during the King’s minority.

Two days after, 
Sunday the 6th, seeing the Governor still stayed, expecting a present 
as I thought, I believed I might hasten his departure by a small one 
of two firkins of butter, four Cheshire cheeses, two half-cases of 
spirits, and two half-cases of knives, with a compliment that I 
doubted not the Admiral would fully own the favours received from 
him. After siesta I waited on him, having my minutes ready, which 
I used. He, seeing I would not take a bare denial, made a notary 
write down my demand, to which he gave answer. I said I would 
not rest satisfied with this denial, but would adventure landing the 
stores till they were withstood by his officers, and so left him and 
his compliment of asking what service I had to command him at 
Citadella, to which I answered, none there, but he could do me some 
here if he pleased. Next morning, seeing persons at the waterside 
appointed to withstand my landing provisions, I got all the com- 
manders of the men-of-war and merchantmen in port on Mr. Bowers’

quarter-deck with fourscore men from the Crown and Tiger, 
and attempted to land the biscuit as usual, but before eleven bags 
could be landed was withstood. Then I drew upa protest, but none 
of the notaries would meddle in it, so I was forced to present it in 
English, which the Governor refused to accept, but ordered a notary 
to write it as I wished, and send it to Lyons, a town two leagues off, 
where he lodged that night, and where he would stay next day to 
answer me. Next day, Tuesday, I sent my protest in Spanish with 
the Admiral’s approval, and so nettled the Governor that, the notary 
says, he trembled every joint when he read it, and took three days 
to answer it, which is not yet done, except by sending a letter to the 
town bailiff, and getting it notified that I had seen it. This, with 
the leakiness of the hulk, being worm-eaten, has put such a stop to 
our proceedings that I am afraid demurrage will be unavoidable. All 


the natives were as concerned as ourselves in this rupture, and were. 


sending to Court to plead on our behalf, till certain news came from 
Barcelona of the new Governors being. there for the Isle and Castle. 
One of them sent to the Admiral for a frigate to waft him over. 
Though complaint was made formerly of the elm board, what is 
now come is worse than ever. The pumps arrived are for chain, and 
the boxes, &c., for hand, so they are useless, I am sorry you do 
not mention a supply of money, for the Algerines seem disinclined 
to a peace, telling the Admiral when last there, that one would be of 
little advantage to them, as their ships are gone. Besides, a report 


- came from Tabarca of their barbarously putting our Consul to death. 


What you order to-day will hardly come here in five months, and 
then going to market will take two months more. If our being 
prevented from bringing our bread to town continues, we must have 
money to keep us from want and diverting the ships from cruising. 
Providing for the sick and wounded makes the service cheerful, and 
not 600 pieces of eight extra charge ina year. Whole allowance 
keeps the men in strength, and ready money saves at least 20 per 
cent. in timely going to market. I give you an abstract of the 
expenditure of the contingent money. These victuals will carry us 
to Christmas, the fleet being victualled as per margin, and four 
months’ at whole allowance being in store. The Admiral is angry 
that his lanterns are much broken, being sent uncased. I propose the 
unserviceable staves be sent to Malaga for fruit casks, as the Admiral 
says they cannot be sent to England by the Portsmouth frigate, as 
she is to take home the sick and the supernumeraries caused by the 
Mulford’s loss. I have got one of the coopers a drubbed coat, and 
put him on the Golden Hand to work asa sailor. He was so ill- 
conditioned that he hindered his consorts much in their work, and 
when I asked him to roll a cask, not a cable’s length, from the water- 
side to the wine-house, he refused, saying he came for a cooper and 
not a porter. I have been put to it for labour, for rolling casks, 
pickling meat, &c. Captain Beare and his men helped so unwillingly 
that I wrote to him that I would use but one of them in future. I 
have since hired two Spaniards, each at a shilling plate a day, they 
finding their victuals, who do what is to be done without grumbling 
or expectation of drink, I am sorry the method I proposed for 
EE 2 
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victualling is not accepted, as the Admiral concurred in it, as he has 
done in everything I have written. I ask that the wages be stopped 
of two seamen of the Milford, who were detected stealing tobacco, 
and stole away in the Dragon or Deptford ketch. I enclose the 
Milford’s muster book. The Admiral intends to draw upon you for 
eight or ten thousand pieces of eight, believing it will be the cheapest 
way.

The Spanish 
infantry marching from Ghent and Brussels, occasioned by the dis- 
lodging a German regiment from Dixmuyd and Nieuport, towards 
Namur, gave such jealousy to the Governor of Aeth that he caused 
part of the bastions which are fallen to be stopped at midnight with 
fagots, and those of Tournai and Lille were so alarmed that they 
wrote to the King that they were in danger of a surprise, and could 
not defend themselves without more forces, the soldiery left desert- 
ing their colours every day from want of pay. The Spanish galleys 
have been ordered from Palermo to stop going, the alarm of the 
Turks visiting those parts being over. The Swedes, finding that the 
Danes have lately fitted out some men-of-war, have ordered twenty 
of their own to be equipped. The Archbishop of Me[n}tz, by the 
Emperor's orders, took possession of Homburg, pawned to the Duke 
of Lorraine for money lent to the Count of Nassau. Jamaica letters 
of 25 May say a vessel arrived from the Governor of St. Domingo 
with copies of the articles of peace, and gave the Governor notice 
they intended to proclaim it on 23 June, The privateers that left 


Giving reasons against 
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Morgan are said to be in a sad condition, many of them starving at 
a place to leeward on Terra Firma, called Boca del Drago, where they 


‘died ten or twelve a day without hope of relief. Their coco trees 


were blasted again this May, and the Spaniards say all theirs are 
burnt up in the West Indies, so that they were sending to Caraqua 
for nuts to plant. Mr. Ephraim Skinner is made Consul at Leghorn. 
There is a very high dispute among the Provinces about raising 
money and soldiers, so that those of Holland say they will withdraw 
their forces from the frontiers, if they shall put the whole burden on 
them. The Elector of Cologne proceeds with his levies, but the 
treaty with the city is at a stand. He seems much displeased that 
the Princes of Liinenburg have taken Hildesheim into their pro- 
tection. The Princes of Simmern and Waldens have complained to 
the Imperial Diet that Maréchal de Crequi has plundered their 
countries, being part of the Empire. Dr. Bridgman, Dean of 
Chester, is made Bishop of Man, and holds his deanery and other 
preferments in commendam. On the 15th the Algiers and Holmes 
went to Spithead, whence they go with the Diamond to the Straits. 
The Maréchal du Plessis Praslin is ordered to Heidelberg to com- 
pliment the Elector and fetch the Princess to France, on whom the 
Duke of Orleans will settle 100,000 livres per annum. The great 
difficulty is her conversion, which the Duke requires, and she as 
yet seems much averse to, The Algier people on the news of Bugia 
were very inclinable to peace, but the Duana as obstinate. He 
ordered six of the chief of those that sent out vessels in corso 
immediately to send six ships to sea, which two of them refusing, 
saying there were not materials to be had, he ordered the confiscation 
of their estutes, and hanged one of the others that refused. Captain 
Crow, of the Merlin yacht, was sent prisoner to the Tower for giving 
only one shot with ball at the Dutch fleet, and not continuing 
shooting till they struck sail to the King’s flag. He says that Van 
Ghent went aboard him and demanded why he shot at the fleet, and 
when he told him it was because they gave not due respect to his 
Majesty, he replied that he had not such order, and that it was a 
matter to be disputed with the States at the Hague. The Rainbow, 
an East India ship, arrived in the Downs on the 17th. Letters from 
Leghorn of the 10th (N.S.) say that on the 3rd Sir Edward Spragg 
went into that road in the Revenge with the Advice and Newcastle 
frigates, and after five days’ stay, without pratique or salutes from 
the town, sailed for Port Mahon.

The Annunciation and Golden Falcon, lately 
arrived at Venice from Tripoli, report that seven corsairs were 
returned to port, bringing in nine prizes. An English and two 
Dutch ships from Venice homewards met them, and after some dis- 
pute were overpowered by them. One of the Dutch blew itself up ; 
the other, the King David, they carried away ; but the English, in 
observance of their treaty they dismissed. The Rosa Mocenigo, 
from Smyrna, reported that the Bassa of Athens was very intent 
on advancing its trade, and had made an edict that whosoever 
brought woollen manufactures directly thither should pay but single 
custom, but should as usual if they called at other places. The 
Grand Signior was at Philippopoli intending to go to Sophia with 
his Court. Two Maltese galleys passed towards Candia, where they 
_ found four other corsairs of Malta, two of Leghorn, and one French, 
who cruised there, but dared not adventure on the caravan from 
Alexandria to Constantinople, because of their convoy. The letters 
from Sweden say that M. Pompone’s servants were arrived, and 
himself not above a day from them. His errand, though pretended 
to settle a fair commerce between the two crowns, is supposed 
to be chiefly to win the Swedes to his party. Mr. Coventry, 
Ambassador Extraordinary to Sweden, certainly starts the end 
of this week, or beginning of next. Lord Berkeley, the Lord 
Lieutenant, goes to Ireland next week. On the 20th the Rupert 
went from the Downs to the Nore, and the Reserve to Portsmouth. 
The reason those of Florence gave for denying pratique to Sir 
Edward at Leghorn was because he had been at Port Mahon, and 
the plague was reported in some parts of Spain, but they offered, if 
he and all his officers would shift themselves in the lazaretto, they 
should have liberty to come ashore, which he refused, and immedi- 
ately sailed for Port Mahon again. A French vessel from Lisbon 
‘ that had touched in Spain was allowed pratique the day after Sir 
Edward left. Three French galleys and two galliots went into 
Leghorn, who, ’twas said, were shot out of Spezzia by the Genoese 
because they would not salute, and that one of them who had her 
mast shot down was returned home to repair. They were intended 
to cruise about the islands there, and in a few days return and go 
home. From Rome orders are said to be sent to the Nuncio in 
Flanders to endeavour to compose the affront to Sir William 
Jennings, because he would not strike at Civita Vecchia. As soon 
as the Princess designed for Monsieur comes into France, she is first 
to go to her aunt, the Abbess of Mauvoise, whither the Archbishop 
of Paris shall go to instruct her in the Roman religion. This 
week there decreased in the general bill 27, the total being 358, 
whereof of the plague two, both in Redriff parish.

[The first part is identical with 
last news-letter.} The French King, perceiving, notwithstanding 
the punishing all deserters by death, his army daily to lessen, has 
published a general pardon for all that have deserted his service and 
gone to foreigners, of whom ’tis said there are above 10,000, that 
they may return in safety,’and has added a penny a day to the pay 
of those that continue. Mareschal d’Humieres, Governor of Lille, 
has sent word that the Comte de Montery, visiting the places of 


_ Flanders that belong to Spain, had sent the Comte de Rache, 


Governor of Ypres, to complain of a Court (in the next news-letter 
a “ custom-house ”) the Mareschal had set up on the borders, and to 
demand the reason, pretending it was in the Spanish territories, 
He answered that he would write to Court concerning it, but he 
understands since that the said Count, without expecting an 
answer, with some troops has beaten down the Court and carried 
away the registers, adding that the Count told him from the Comte 
de Montery that as the Most Christian King had passed with his 
troops on the territories of Spain without opposition, he should 
make use of the same liberty on those of France. The King has 
ordered the Mareschal to send troops to re-establish the said Court 
with or against their will, and to draw down all his troops to see 
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if the Spaniard will give them resistance. The Spanish Governors 
complaining to the French that they pursued deserters to their very 
cannon, contrary to the laws of nations, the French sent an account 
of it to their King, who approved it, but the Spaniards finding the 
same thing done again, shot from their garrison (in the next news- 
letter is added “at Holle”) and killed some of the French, taking 
those that fled into their protection. The French went with 1,500 
men to attack Homburg, but being told it would be a manifest 
rupture ot their peace with the Empire, returned without attempt- 
ing anything ; yet some think by the King’s erecting magazines on 
the frontiers, that he intends to do somewhat on Germany. The 
prohibition of French wines in Holland is now likely to go on, those 
of Dordrecht, Rotterdam, and Amsterdam having already agreed to it, 
and those of Zealand and others expected suddenly to give their 
consent. There is a report that Van Ghent will be sent with a 
squadron to Spain. Sir Charles Wheeler, who was sent to take on 
behalf of the English that part of St. Christopher’s which belonged 
to them before the late war, has given an account to the King that 
the French on his arrival surrendered it according to articles.

Their soldiers 
run away daily to Tunis, &., insomuch that those in Tremesin, 
having lately lost 500 men against the Moors, sent for a recruit of 
the like number, and were refused for want of men. Their ships 
are all careened, but remain yet in port. Our Consul is yet alive, 
though not without chains about him. Great complaint is made of 
the biggest mast sent, and of the bread that came with Mr. Bowers, 
which was discovered by some bags breaking, and which caused the 
Admiral to have the bread culled he is to take in, and of ninety 
unsuspected bags twenty-five are filled with cast bread. In con- 
sequence of the Governor’s denial and the time the’ Golden Hand 
took to careen, I took the said bread by contents to avoid demurrage, 
This, and culling the said bread by many different and unknown 
hands, will raise the loss to a more than ordinary waste. The 
Adventure, by staying her mainmast more forward, and letting her 
foremast hang aft, or rather more upright, has found her legs so well 
as to spare the best sailors of the Mary, Crown, Tiger, and Pink 
more than a topsail. The Admiral has ordered her a new mainmast. 
Captain Deane is blamed for sending her to sea with the old one. 
The summer has been very hot and sickly.. I found that several 
casks of meat were tainted, so I repacked and repickled it, and the 
thirty-two worst casks were not cast, but ordered for present spend- 
ing. Iam sending to Ivica for more salt, ours being nearly done. 
No money has come to complete the last two months’ sent, and only 
480 iron hoops were received. Within five days the Revenge, 
Advice, Adventwre, and Portsmouth pink will sail all clean.

and the major vote carries it. If they could get an Alderman of 
their faction, then they would vote one Alderman Bubb, a simple 
man living far out of the city, over whom they have such power that 
they will rule him as they please, and they say, he shall bear the 
name, but they shall bear the rule, and that they will give him leave 
to live at his country farm, and they will bear the charges of his 
Mayoralty. In truth, things are grown to that pass amongst them 
that it is between them Aut Cesar aut Pompeius, and I do not know 
how these differences can be pacified but by his Majesty’s mediation 
and the interposition of his authority, which in my opinion he 
may lawfully and prudently do, for since the factious party will not 
come to the election of an Alderman in Dr. Fielding’s room, and no

That suggestion you mention in a 
petition, that they were at 4,000/. charge about King James’ transla- 
tion, at first sight seems much for them ; butif the thing be not true 
(that work being done by persons of great eminency in the Church, 
no mercenary men), or if true it hath nothing that now may be of 
weight, since their printing of that edition, which they offer as a 
charge, was double 4,000/. clear gain to them within two years after 
it was printed, for they vended to every church in England a great 
Church Bible, besides 20,000, if not 40,000, 4to and 8vo Bibles, 
which brought a profit far greater than I mention; and upon some 
such considerations as these, possibly in 1629, when upon differences 
between the University of Cambridge and them before the Lords of 
the Council (when in all likelihood, this was then suggested) it 
moved so little with their lordships to exclude that University, 
that they, by the consent of the Stationers and King’s Printers, gave 
that University power to print what numbers of Bibles they pleased 
in 4to or a medium folio. It is a great obligation that you offer to 
search the Rolls for what may concern us therein, but I have seen 
or have notes of all the patents to be found there, and got otherways 
those not there, which you shall see in a little time. Your advice of 
consulting Mr. Attorney must be pursued, for we must make him our 
friend, and rely on his judgment as to what power we have already, 
and if defective how to enlarge it. Wherefore you shall have the 
best account I can give you of the business, with notes of most 
or all the patents that I can find to have been granted since 
printing was known in England. But our usage of printing, 
exercised for 160 years, without any patent or grant at all, will 
be the best of our case, and give us an interest paramount to all 
restrictive grants giving the sole power of printing of some books to 
the King’s Printers, and of others to the Stationers and others. Here 
the great charter of the 11th of the last King places it, and is rather 
a confirmation of an existing power than a grant of anew. To-day 
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Mr. Vice-Chancellor enters on his third year. To-morrow I intend 
to wait on him with a draft grant to A. B., &. (for we discover none 
yet that intend to come in), making us delegates for that purpose, 
and vesting in us the whole power of the University as to printing.

They. had notice from Cadiz of a Dutch ship arrived there in sixteen 
days from Zealand, advising that twenty States men-of-war should 
speedily go thither, and that in the meantime no Dutch vessel should 
go abroad without convoy, on account of the French fleet being 
there. Though the Venetians lately granted the French liberty to — 
make levies in Dalmatia, they have recalled it, alleging the waste of 
their people in the late Turkish wars. The business of pulling 
down the Court of Taxes, or Custom House, is accommodated ; the 
French King has set it up again, and the Count of Montery denied 
his orders for that action. On the 31st, Mr. Coventry, Ambassador 
Extiaordinary, and Mr. Rosse, secretary to the embassy, began their 
voyage towards Sweden. On the death of Dr. John Leslie, Bishop 
of Clogher, Dr. Robert Leslie, Bishop of Raphoe, has been translated 
to that see, and Dr. Ezekiel Hopkins, Dean of Raphoe, advanced to 
that bishopric. After several overtures by the Duke of Newburg’s 
minister at the Hague to justify what was done by him at Bielefeld, 
as to the precedency his Envoy claimed of the States Minister, the 
States have absolutely denied to receive anything more either by 
word or writing on the subject. It is generally reported from 
Holland and France, that the French King will declare Prince 
Vaudemont, natural son to the Duke of Lorraine, heir of Lorraine, 
and give him the command of 12,000 men; that he will give the old 
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Duke a yearly pension for his life, and will provide an equivalent 
after his death for his nephew, Charles of Lorraine, the true heir. 
M. Lionne’s son has the reversion of his office, but being young it is 
at present managed by the Archbishop of Toulouse. Mareschal de 
Crequi’s army in Lorraine is to be augmented to 13,000 foot and 
1,000 horse. Advices from Cadiz say that Captain Viviano, com- 
mander of a Genoese man-of-war, meeting two French men-of-war, 
saluted them, but being commanded to anchor by them all night 
to be visited, refused it, whereupon the French gave him two shot 
with ball, which he so well returned that after a stout fight between 
them. the French retired to the Bay. One of them having 
received three shot under water, was scarce able to keep himself 
from sinking. A Bassa has been sent from the Porte to the Emperor 
to demand the lands and villages belonging to Neuhausel. The 
number of dead are increased this week 52, but of the plague none.

land, and had married Major-General Harrison’s widow, and was a dan- 
gerous person-—I issued out my warrant to the Constable of Hounds- 
ditch to apprehend him to answer what should he objected to him on 
his Majesty’s behalf, and employed a Marshal's man that knew 
Barrow to go with the constable. When they knocked at the door 
a maidservant came, and being asked whether her master was in or 
not, answered yes, but seeing the constable’s. staff, shut and locked 
the door (there being divers men then in the house with Barrow). 
Whereupon the Marshal’s men required the constable to break open 
the door, which he refused, being himself a fanatic. They placed spies 
on the house, and sent to me for an officer with musketeers to search 
for him. Being late at night, I sent to Lord Craven, who sent an 
officer and some soldiers to search the house the next morning ; but 


. Barrow and all his company were slipped out of a back door and 


fled, and came no more since to his house that I could hear of. 
Afterwards I let his wife know that if he would submit to an 
examination in these matters and answer the charge against him, 
he should not be further troubled. She, I suppose, went to him 
where he lay in private, for she went every evening into London, 
but he did not appear. I was likewise informed that she had 
conveyed divers trunks out of the house to places which were 
discovered to me, and that there might be arms or. writings in 
them, discovering some plot against his Majesty’s government. I 
sent for Mr. Pitfield, a justice of the peace there, and caused him to 
seal up the trunks. If you remember, when the King was sitting in 
Council I called you out to the Council chamber door, und told you 
of this man and most of his story, desiring you to inform Lord 
Arlington, and also desiring warrants to search these trunks and to 
examine Perrot, then in the Tower. You said the King, as soon as 
the Council rose, was going to Windsor, and that Lord Arlington 
and yourself were to follow, and then you would move Lord 
Arlington for a warrant to examine Perrot, but I might, as a judge, 
search the trunks without a warrant, which was not usual in such 
cases.

{Oct. 257] Narrative of the Swallow's fight. The Swallow, Capt. John Bad- 
disson commander, an English-built ship of 180 tons, 26 men, came 
out of Oporto about 2 October, in company with a small vessel for 
Plymouth and a flyboat for Bristol. Two days afterwards, off the 
Isles of Bayon, they were chased by an Algier man-of-war of 
88 guns, esteemed to be manned with about 220 men, The flyboat 
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sailing heavily, Capt. Baddisson, fearing they might take him, first 
towed him about two leagues, but, the Turk approaching, cast him 
off, and prepared to receive him, and thus gave the two small vessels 
an opportunity to escape. The Turk, after having given him a broad- 
side and a volley of small shot, came to rights on board him and 
grappled him, putting several men on board him, but were bravely 
repulsed, and forced to cut his grapples, leaving six men still on 
board, and his great shot so well placed in the enemy’s hull that he 
forced him to lie quiet for half an hour. Soon after, he boards him 
the second time, but was presently forced to fall off again without 
being able to recover the men he had left on board (who had got 
upon the shrouds and had cut most of the rigging and sails, two of 
which they killed, the others they gave quarter to and brought 
home with them), when, the night coming on and a fresh gale, they 
lost him, and with great difficulty, the hull being much torn with 
great shot, and having only a mainsail and spritsail left, the others 
being burnt in the fight, they performed their voyage, and arrived 
the 25th instant in the Downs. The captain behaved himself with 
great courage and prudence in ordering and managing so few hands 
against so considerable an enemy, He was shot through the cheek, 
his boatswain and two others were killed outright, the carpenter 
dangerously wounded, and about fourteen more, who are since the 
fight pretty well recruited. [S.P. Dom., Car. II. 293, No. 168.]

ships in France. Monsieur Verjus was very busy in his master’s 
behalf, to reconcile the citizens of Cologne to the Elector, and would 
have them discharge the States’ forces, and leave off all corres- 
pondency with them, which they seem very unwilling to do, not 
knowing where to find any others so much concerned for their 
interest. The 22nd the English, Irish, and Scotch forces in France 
were reviewed by the King at St. Germain’s, 1,500 men with their 
officers. The French Ambassador at Venice is preparing to return, 
much dissatisfied at their not allowing forces to be raised for his 
master in their territories. At Brussels news has come from 
Vienna that the Emperor had declared to Monsr. Gremonville that 
he should not grant him an audience till he had performed the 
promises made to Count Windischgratz, his Ambassador, for the 
restitution of Lorraine. His Majesty returned to Whitehall on 
the 20th. The African pink arrived at Leghorn on the 9th, in 
nine days from Tunis, whence two barks went out in corso. The 
Algerine laid up there had been out and taken a Trapanese from 
a to Spain with 92 men, among them two knights of Spain 
with their wives. The Tunisians are not yet inclined to make 
peace with the French. Four of our frigates were said to be before 
Algiers, and as boats with flags of truce passed daily between them 
and the town, it was conceived they might quickly conclude a 
peace. Last spring tides the Victory, Dunkirk, and Antelope were 
launched from the docks at Chatham, repaired so as to be as good 
as new, and the Rainbow, Lion, and Henrietta are taken in in their 
place. Three guardships are fixing in those parts, though the 
ships there seem sufficiently secured by the many forts now erected. 
The missing ship from Hudson’s Bay was on the 20th safe at Ply- 
mouth, where the Rupert went with such merchantmen as were 
ready, intending to meet Sir John Chicheley in the Offals. The 
Constant Warwick, Phenia, and Emsworth sailed from Portsmouth 
for the Downs. Letters from Cologne say that the Bishop of 
Minster was sent to the Elector of Cologne from the Emperor, to 
tell him of the number of French forces lately received into those 
parts, and to warn him not on any pretence whatever to entertain 
any more of them, and that the bishop had conferred with the 
Bishop of Strasburg and the deputies of Mentz, Trier, and the 
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Elector of Saxony concerning that affair. The Elector of Bavaria, 
of whom the Emperor was jealous, now declares that he will give no 
assistance to the Elector of Cologne, being diverted by the insinua- 
tion of a marriage between the King of Spain and his daughter, 
in effecting which he knows the Emperor must be chiefly made 
use of. Dutch letters say they daily expect the final order for 
prohibiting French wines, Utrecht and Zealand having already 
agreed to it. By the exactest inquiry ‘tis found that only 500 
false guineas were coined of copper gilt, of which 300 were taken . 
with the Dutchman at Mr. Dives’ house, and 28, which Mr. Dives 
carried- with him, each worth 138d. On the 25th Sir Robert South- 
well received his instructions as Envoy Extraordinary to Flanders, 
and will go in afew days. The Earl of Sunderland may stay till 
the Spanish Ambassador comes here. They write from Lynn that 
the waters that overflowed the banks are much abated by the 
sluices, but that the ground is thought to be spoiled for some years. 
A French merchantman says that the French fleet in the Straits 
was returned to Brest. The Bishop of Cologne has so posted his 
men that the town apprehends being suddenly besieged; 2,000 
horse are said to be coming to him out of Lorraine. All the minis- 
ters of the French party in Cologne give out that unless Colonel 
Bampfield’s regiment be removed from the city, it will become the 
seat of war, but the States and their friends heed it little. 
Monsr. Charvilly goes on the French King’s behalf towards Cologne 
to command the Elector’s forces and assure him of his Majesty’s 
further assistance. The French King is still intent on his levies, 
and resolves to have an army of 110,000, divided into three bodies, 
one of 30,000, and the others each of 40,000, which, though a vast 
number, will be much outdone by the others, if it be true that the 
Count de Montery will have 60,000, the Dutch 80,000, and the 
Emperor, with the German princes,as many. He is also raising 
50 millions for the discharge of the war. Besides the commissions 
given for land officers, he has nominated 60 for sea service. "Tis 
proclaimed by sound of trumpet at Bordeaux that the Spanish 
Netherlands, Swedes, and Danes shall be excused the 50 sols per 
tun, but not the Dutch.

By Sir John Chicheley’s orders 
I weighed from the Downs the 13th, and receiving further orders 
from him to take the ships here under my convoy and proceed on 
my voyage, I sailed the 17th with the Fountain and 21 merchant- 
men. But we had not got 70 leagues ere the wind took us short 
with such tempestuous weather that our fleet was separated, some 
bearing up within 24 hours, the rest beating to windward with me, 
in hopes of the weather abating. But at last some of the bigger 
bearing away, we thought it convenient to bear up with them, both 
for their present preservation and future safety. The Cadiz 
merchant received much damage, which, knowing she was a ship of 
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very considerable value, was our first inducement for bearing up 
for England. Though we could have well endured the sea, yet we 
shipped much water by the extremity of the weather, and our ship 
wrought so much that our hearth and furnaces are dropping down, 
which I am forced to mend on my own credit, and crave that the 
bill may be satisfied. This morning I sent to the victualler’s agent 
to be supplied with a month’s provisions for 400 men for the 
Rupert, and for 46 for the Fowntarn, which were ordered for us at 
the Buoy of the Nore, could we have stayed for them. The stores, 
however, are very bare, and the agent says for want of money he is 
put to very great straits, yet on my pressing he assured me of a 
supply in three days. I therefore beg that order be given forth- 
with to- the victualler to supply him with moneys to answer the 
same. I doubt not but we shall be ready to sail with the first fair 
wind. We got in late last night, leaving in the Channel the ships 
in our company, and to-day being thick, with little wind, only four 
or five are yet in. The Fountain is very leaky, chiefly from bad 
caulking. I have written to Falmouth to order any ships put in 
there to repair hither, and also any others that are bound south- 
ward. [1} page. S.P. Dom., Car. IJ. 300, No. 129.] 


Captain Robert Stout to the same. The 14th we sailed from the 
Downs with Sir John Chicheley and five merchantmen in convoy.

The Earl of Sunderland has received 
particular orders from the King to make all the haste he can to go 
to Spain, and for greater despatch he is not to go by sea, but post by 
land. The Earl of Winchester, ’tis thought, will be appointed again 
Ambassador to Constantinople. The Swallow is returned safe. The 
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Dutch convoy went into Leghorn on the 11th, two men-of-war 
without any merchantmen from Smyrna, where their Consul and mer- 
chants were at great difference, so that they clapped up most of them 
in prison, and would have them sent home in the ships, but the 
captain would not receive them except with their consent. Monsr. 
Gremonville has very much pressed for the Emperor’s answer to 
what he had delivered on his master’s behalf, viz, what he 
would do in case his master attacked one of the Triple Alliance, 
but could get nothing more than that he would then take 
his own measures, and that he was not to expect any further 
satisfaction till his master had performed his promises for the 
restitution of Lorraine. The French King has granted one year more 
for adjusting the limits between France and Spain. [33 pages.

It is my duty to acquaint you 
with to-day’s transactions and the rude carriages of 200 or 300 men, 
headed by the Mayor, who caused the horn to be blown, charging 
all freemen to appear at the Guildhall at two p.m., who did so in a 
tumultuous or rather rebellious manner, to alter the constitution of 
this corporation contrary to the laws and charters. The Mayor, who 
is no great politician, is guided by a party, some Quakers, many 
Anabaptists, and most of them Nonconformists and excommunicated 
persons. It looked like the face of rebellion as it began in ’42. 
One of the ringleaders was one that surprised Dover Castle in that 
year, and several of them have been in actual arms against the King. 
If the Governor had not been here, very probably there would have 
been bloodshed, but he with his company kept them from doing 
any harm, though he was sufficiently abused by them. None of the 
magistrates joined the Mayor, but told him it would be taken as an 
act of rebellion.

anything out of the yard but lawful chips, and that if these people 
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were countenanced in it they would in a short time carry those 
two ships out of the yard in their laps. I am confirmed in my 
belief, unless your Honours put a speedy stop to it, the Commis- 
sioner having given them toleration, since which they are grown to 
such a height that many of them go on board (and some on shore) 
and split and break the joinery work, which might serve again, 
in pieces, as it is pulled off by the workmen, in a most shameful 
manner, and carry it away, saying that they have power for what 
they do from the Commissioner. Being an eye-witness to these great 
abuses, and knowing the great charge caused by those people being 
tolerated, I could do no less than lay it before your Honours.

Church, none to be ministers or teachers but who have graduated in 
the Universities. There are now many private studies tanquam 
Colleges. The King’s declaration to be the rule, or all to be as in 
Queen Elizabeth’s time. It is dangerous to leave so considerable 
numbers dissatisfied. The King has in his prerogative power to 
settle Church matters as he will. To leave all as Queen Elizabeth 
did will make a good rule. All that shall not come in to it, to be 
deprived of offices, incapacitated to elect or be elected, &c. Provide 
against private ordination and let none be ministers but of the 
Universities. Holland.—All likelihood of a war. It’s reported Sir 
G. Downing goes to demand such as are banished out of Scotland, 
and that they may be also banished there—By no means to do it. 
They are not worth it, and gives them and their party credit which 
they have not. So it was with Dick Cromwell upon his last search. 
N.B. Fear that Bl[ood] makes matters better towards the King 
than they indeed are. He fearsit much. Meetings.—Let my Lord 
Mayor in general withdraw all meetings without naming any one 
person. Blood disgusts his two friends by disappointing them. They 
think him too high, and values himself too much, &c. The person 
in Holland, White, either will not accept of this proposition of 
corresponding, or will betray us, &c. This from a private hand.

Mr. Whitaker, a 
sober learned man and against meetings. Watson not-yet in his 
meeting-place. His people rich and furious. It’s taken for granted 
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among them that they have a connivance from Lord Mayor and the 
King too. He said, I hope they will manage their meetings dis- 
creetly. That they understood as the King meant to forbear public 
meetings. But say they, We are gone in, and till we be pressed 
harder we cannot answer it to our people. Ennys misled these 
people to goin. That that is to be done is to be done in a way so 
as their people may see it is the King’s peremptory will, that so the 
blame may not lie on the teachers’ fearfulness. Even teachers have 
been known to wish feeling (?) an open force. Others are popular 
and would be willing to keep public houses. N.B. There’s scarce 
any heads in the meeting-houses now gone in; all are young men. 
(Ch. ? Church.)—The King to send for or to my Lord Mayor to 
know what was the effect of his warning to the meetings ; if they 
forbear. Ifthe King finds from him they do not, then to repeat to 
him the King’s earnestness and peremptory resolution to have it 
done.

N.B. Dr. Annesley in Spitalfields met last 
day by a through (?) door. Sir John Rob[inson]—a Quaker’s house 
building in Ratcliffe. Southwark—To be under this rule. Justice 
Howe, Reading, have interest among the people and heat be set on 
this errand as Lord Mayor is.—Parliament prorogued—Suspect it is 
a French mystery because the Parliament would never have liked 
this French friendship. One since at Whitehall, says Bl[ood], as he 
learns from a conveyance of theirs, sets an ill face of this. If they 
desire to come in on other terms, then judge well what the terms are, 
If on the same, then ask them why not by Blood, to whom they had 
engaged themselves. Lord Mayor—Sent an officer Sunday the 4th 
(? 5th) the next day I had been with him. Sent to Crowch’s meeting 
in Little Moorfields and called for the teacher out of the pulpit. 
The teacher escaped. The Monday sent for by his marshal the 
preacher and the men of the house of a meeting at Lothbury by his 
ofticer. This party keep Dfick] Cromwell’s s[cJent (?) and the 
Scotch secret (?) all this while. But the King must not treat of this 
to them by no means. But all along undervalue him. There is 
more in that Scotch business than the King will believe. Carolina 
business has much init. All men are not faithful, if I mistake not. 
(B[utler].) They deceive the Independent party by making them 
believe that they shall have their pardons under the Great Seal 
without any kind of stipulation of loyalty, &., on their part. So 
Lockyer, so Rogers. Not above six and seven all over England, 
Rogers took the oath of allegiance. Before outlawed. All such 
promises to be made only to the King, and only to his person with 
some witnesses.

themselves ; they answered, in the purveyor’s presence, that they had 
no command from the justices, what they did was at the purveyor’s 
invitation, as their other occasions admitted, but had they been well 
paid, more might have been done, and said that out of 2091. earned, 
"they had received but 351. The purveyor’s reason was that 1001. of 
the money imprested still remained in Captain Shales’ hands, and 
601. in Mr. Poynter’s, to whom he had often given directions 
for payment, but could not get it, and would, the first opportunity, 
draw that from Mr. Shales and pay the carters. I promised them 
my care, and they promised to do their utmost to get down the 250 
loads still in the Forest. I desire to know what money has been 
imprested to the purveyor on account of this year’s fell, that I may 
charge him for what ought to have been done by him, for the 
timber is much wanted, and the King’s service suffers accordingly.

I cannot foresee any advantage thereby, 
but that none other may lord it over those under his government, for 
Lord Dungannon found a great deal of trouble by it, and no profit, 
the Tories and other occasions necessitating his taking several 
journeys into the province. I shall leave the copies with Mr. Neill, as 
I expect my sons next week, and to go home with them the week 
after. Exchange is now 8 per cent. We are more undone in this 
poor kingdom by a late Act, that all goods from America, Africa, 
and Asia are to be landed after last Michaelmas at some port of 
England or Wales and pay custom there or forfeit ship and goods, 
than we were’by restraint of our cattle trade. We want a Lauderdale,

The Quakers of Nottingham to the King and both Houses of 
Parliament. We have much clearness to present our suffering con- 
dition unto you, though sensible that, many of our friends and 
brethren are deeply exercised in the same trial with us, which has 
been presented to you in a general manner; but as our sufferings 
are carried on by persons who do not seem to be sensible either 
of law, equity, or mercy, we cannot but lay before you the sad 
effects produced by their means, and which are likely to be con- 
tinued, if not prevented by you; for we do not perceive that they 
who first put their hands to the work against us, and who were 
encouraged by your Act, intend to spare us while we have any- 
thing they can take from us, and many of us have already been 
left in a very low estate, having lost corn, cattle, and household 
goods, so that we are as a people seemingly appointed to a day 
of outward distress, in a high degree. 

We were once capable of doing good to others, and have relieved 
many in their wants, and paid our taxes to the King, and our 
rents to whom they were due, and maintained considerable families 
in a comfortable manner, but are now made incapable of doing 
such things, through the violence of men who pretend they have 
your Act for what they do. We hope that the serious considera- 
tion of your own concernment may stop all future proceedings in 
the desolation of so many honest families, and that you may cause 
those who are ruining us to cease from their violence, for we are 
grieved to see how men act daily against us to their own hurt, 


_ besides the sorrow that attends us to see our own children and 


families deprived of a comfortable livelihood. 

We do not know that we have ever given just occasion why it 
should be so done to us, having clear consciences in the sight of God 
for having any intention against you ; we must needs say that we are 
afflicted innocently. O King and Parliament, remember the time of 
your own adversity, and how a way was made for you to come into 
your places of authority, and be merciful as God has showed mercy 
unto you. But we continue to suffer. As the informers clear one 
place, they go to another, and some Justice appears ready to answer 
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their minds, so we are compelled to complain to this great assembly. 
If you do. well, it will be well with you; but if you afflict the 
innocent, the Holy One will turn against you. Oh, consider the 
end for which you have power, and make use of it for the denefit 
of all under it, and give glory to Christ Jesus, who is King and 
Lord, that by your means the whole nation may be settled in love, 
peace, and quietness.

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As far back as the year 1800, 1 Committee of the House of Commons 
recommended that Indexes and Calendars should be made to the Public 
Records, and thirty-six years afterwards another Committee of the House 
of Commons reiterated that recommendation in more forcible words ; but 
it was not until the incorporation of the State Paper Office with the Public 
Record Office that the Master of the Roils found himself in a position to 
take the necessary steps for carrying out the wishes of the House of 
Commons. 

On 7 December 1855, he stated to the Lords of the Treasury that 
although ‘‘ the Records, State Papers, and Documents in his charge con- 
** stitute the most complete and perfect series of their kind in the civilized 
** world,” and although ‘‘ they are of the greatest value in a historical 
** and constitutional point of view, yet they are comparatively useless to 
‘* the public, from the want of proper Calendars and Indexes.”’ 

Their Lordships assented to the necessity of having Calendars prepared 
and printed, and empowered the Master of the Rolls to take such steps as 
might be necessary for this purpose.

On 25 July 1822, the House of Commons presented an address to the 
Crown, stating that the editions of the works of our ancient historians 
were inconvenient and defective; that many of their writings still 
remained in manuscript, and, in some cases, in a single copy only. They 
added, ‘‘that an uniform and convenient edition of the whole, published 
‘* under His Majesty’s royal sanction, would be an undertaking honour- 
** able to His Majesty’s reign, and conducive to the advancement of 
‘ historical and constitutional knowledge; that the House therefore 
humbly besought His Majesty, that He would be graciously pleased to 
give such directions as His Majesty, in His wisdom, might think fit, 
for the publication of a complete edition of the ancient historians 
* of this realm.” 

‘The Master of the Rolls, being very desirous that effect should be given 
to the resolution of the House of Commons, submitted to Her Majesty’s 
T'reasury in 1857 a plan for the publication of the ancient chronicles and 
memorials of the United Kingdom, and it was adopted accordingly. 

Of the Chronicles and Memorials, the following volumes have been 
published. They embrace the period from the earliest time of British 
history down to the end of the reign of Henry VII.

This Chronicle traces the history of the monastery from its foundation by King Ina 
of Wessex, to the reign of Richard I. The author had access to the title deeds of the 
house, and incorporates into his history various charters of the Saxon kings, of great im- 
portance as illustrating not only the history of the locality but that of the kingdom,

This work gives the only contemporaneous account of the rise of the Lollards,

This is a metrical translation of a Latin Prose Chronicle, written in the first half of the 
16th century. The narrative begins with the earliest legends and ends with the death of 
Jaines I. of Scotland, and the “evil ending of the traitors that slew him.” The peculiarities 
of the Scottish dialect are well illustrated in this version, 

JOHANNIS CaPGRAVE LiIBER DE InLustRIBus Hewnicis. Hdited by the 
Rev. F. C. Htyerston, M.A. 1858. 

The first part relates ‘only to the history of the Empire from the election of Henry I. 
the Fowler, to the end of the reign of the Emperor Henry VI. The second part is devoted 
to English history, from the accession of Henry I, in 1100, to 1446, which was the twenty- 
fourth year of the reign of Henry VI. The third part contains the lives of illustrious men 
who have borne the name of Henry in various parts of the world, 


Histor1a Mownastertt §. AvuGustint Canruarrensis, by THoMas OF 
Extmuam, formerly Monk and Treasurer of that Foundation. Tdited 
by Cuartes Harpwick, M.A., Fellow of St. Catharine’s Hall, and 
Christian Advocate in the University of Cambridge.

This history extends from the arrival of St. Augustine in Kent until 1191.

between Henry VII. and the Queen of Naples; and (4) an account of Philip of Castile’s
